THE  PRIVILEGE  QUESTION.  I 

When  Billy  Lackaday,  the  sentimental  footman  in' 
Kenny’s  farce,  hears  the  drawing-room  bell  ring  violently, ; 
he  composes  himself  comfortably  in  his  chair,  saying,  I 
**  Perhaps  they  won’t  persewere.”  Lord  Palmerston  has 
the  same  fond  hope  of  the  Lords.  Ho  does  not  think  it 
their  intention  to  persevere.  He  does  not  believe  they 
mean  to  break  into  the  Exchequer ;  and  if  they  have  made 
a  breach  in  constitutional  usage,  it  has  been  forsooth  with 
no  other  object  and  design  than  saving  a  little  money. 
The  Lords  thought  the  Commons  did  not  know  what  they 
were  about  in  repealing  the  paper  duty,  and  reversed  their 
decision.  But  the  Lords,  according  to  constitutional  theory 

and  usage,  have  no  knowledge  whatever  of  the  matter. 
They  are  carefully  shut  out  from  aU  information  respecting 
the  fiscal  and  financial  proceedings  of  the  Commons  tiU 
Bills  come  up  to  them  embodying  conclusions  the  reasons 
for  which  are  never  communicated  to  the  Upper  House. 
The  Lords  have  no  jurisdiction  of  review  in  finance  for  this 
simple  reason,  that  they  have  no  evidence  to  go  upon  of 
the  proceedings  in  the  Court  below.  The  Commons  are 
more  than  supreme  in  the  province  of  taxation.  They  are 
alone.  It  is  their  exclusive  privilege.  It  is  for  the  Crown 
to  ask  the  supply  of  its  wants,  and  for  the  Commons  to 
grant  or  refuse.  But  the  concurrence  of  the  Lords  is  finally 
necessary,  as  without  the  consent  of  the  three  Estates  there 
can  be  no  law.  Tme,  but  it  is  reasonably  to  be  presumed 
that  a  body  carefully  excluded  from  all  knowledge  of  a 
certain  branch  of  legislation  will  refrain  from  interfering 
with  it.  Their  eyes  having  been  bandaged,  they  are  con¬ 
sistently  asked  to  give  a  l^d  assent.  Admit  uieir  claim 
to  judge  of  a  fiscal  measure,  and  the  next  step  must  be  to 
ioniish  them  with  the  materials  they  now  want  for  a 
judgment,  and  to  lay  the  estimates  before  them,  even 
before  they  are  presented  to  the  Commons.  Because,  if  we 
are  to  have  a  new  Constitution  in  which  the  will  of  the 
Lords  is  to  be  absolute  in  fiscal  matters,  it  will  be  better  to 
give  the  Lords  the  first  than  the  last  voice  in  the  matter, 
the  power  of  arrangement  instead  of  derangement,  by  which 
nkethod  of  proceeding  the  commercial  public  may  be  spared 
much  injurious  uncertainty  and  disappointment.  If  the 
Lords  are  to  be  admitted  at  all  to  a  share  in  the  taxing 
powers,  it  must  be  for  the  public  convenience,  at 
whatever  cost  to  the  public  liberty,  as  senior  partners. 
This  is  a  horse  which  two  cannot  mount  without  one 
riding  behind;  and  the  Commons  must  consent  to  be 
second,  if  it  consent  to  any  participation  whatever.  If  the 
two  branches  of  the  Legislature  are  to  be  co-ordinate  and 
of  equal  competency  in  matters  of  taxation,  it  is  certain  that 
the  branch  having  the  more  fixed  will  will  prevail.  The 
representative  body  fluctuates,  members  dissatisfy  their 
constituents  and  lose  their  seats,  the  Lords  remain  un¬ 
changed  except  by  death.  They  have  thus  what  goes  far 
towards  mastery,  a  greater  force  of  will,  which  one  of  our 
first  philosophers  pronounces  stronger  than  reason.  But 
here  we  may  be  reminded  how  much  the  Lords  are  swayed 
by  the  Commons,  and  how  scant  is  their  power  of  resist¬ 
ance  ;  to  which  we  answer,  that  the  Upper  House  so  swayed 
has  been  the  House  debarred  from  tho  taxing  power,  and 
wanting  that  mighty  source  of  influence.  We  have  now  to 
deal  with  an  act  of  encroachment,  and  whether  it  may  be 
followed  up  or  not,  it  is  impossible  to  deny  that  it  has 
diminished  the  credit  of  the  Commons,  whether  or  not  it 
has  to  a  proportionate  extent  added  to  the  prestige  of  the 


One  circumstance  alone  is  sufficient  to 


grateful  to  Lord  Derby  all  the  same.  But  constitutional

. .  ’*  ....  ..  himself  he  never  could  have  presumed  to 

propound  new  political  arrangements  to  Europe,  tho  Minis¬ 
ter  of  a  Government  in  tho  last  extremities,  and  an  actual 
beggar  for  existence.  That  article  in  the  programme 
was  manifestly  inserted  by  France,  another  proof  of  the 
tenacity  with  which  the  Emperor  sticks  to  an  idea,  even 
after  it  has  received  the  roughest  handling  from  events. 
Louis  Napoloon  desires  nothing  less  among  all  possible 
combinations  than  an  Italy  united  into  one  tree  monarchy. 
He  would  infinitely  prefer  a  Mazzinian  unity  to  that 


cover  of  evil  opportunity.  It  is  like  a  robbery  at  a  fire  deration 
under  the  pretence  to  save.  Here  is  now  established  the ; 
solitary  and  sad  precedent  of  the  rejection  of  a  measure  of 
fiscal  relief,  and  the  retention  of  a  tax  against  tho  consent 
of  the  Crown  and  the  representatives  of  the  people  by  the 
arbitrary  will  and  pleasure  of  the  Lords  alone,  and  as  Mr 
Gladstone  truly  remarks. 

That  tho  origination  of  a  Rill  for  the  impoaition  of  a  tax,  or  tho 
amendment  of  a  Money  Bill,  ia  a  slight  thing  compared  to  the  claim 
to  prevent  the  repeal  of  a  tax. 

We  have  said  that  the  precedent  is  solitary,  and  Mr 
Collier,  in  his  most  able  speech,  shows  that  it  stwds  alone 
in  constitutional  history,  for  the  other  instances  within 
nearly  two  centnries  are  all  paltry,  or  utterly  wanting  in 
analogy.  It  is  worse  than  idle,  unjust,  to  blame  the 
Government  for  the  lame  and  impotent  conclusion  adopted. 

What  better  could  it  do  with  a  House  of  Commons,  one 
half  of  which  is  by  party  spirit  committed  to  countenance 
and  support  the  invasion  of  privilege,  headed  by  Lord  Derby  ? 

Opinion  is  sore,  however,  to  come  right  on  a  question  in¬ 
volving  the  most  important  security  for  liberty,  and  at  the 
next  general  election,  whenever  it  may  happen,  one  of  the 
main  inquiries  of  candidates  will  be  relating  to  their  reso¬ 
lution  to  uphold  inviolate  the  oonneetion  between  taxation 
and  representation. 


THE  STATE  OF  NAPLES. 

Tel^;rama  assure  nz  of  the  tranquillity  of  Naples,  but  of 
this  we  may  be  assured,  that  such  tranquillity  aa  exists  is 
not  the  result  of  the  Royal  offers,  which  have  been  re-  ^ 
ceived  with  universal  disgust,  and  have  only  increased  the 
public  abhorrence  of  the  Court.  The  leaders  of  the  people 
will  choose  their  own  time  for  overthrowing  the  doomed  i 
dynasty,  and  meanwhile  they  are  wisely  restraining  the 
popular  impetuosity.  We  find  that  tho  Cratral  Committee 
on  the  25th  nit.  addresred  the  citizens  of  Naples,  incul¬ 
cating  the  prudence  of  avoiding  premature  collisions  with 
the  Government ;  proclaiming  at  the  same  time  that  all 
*•  concessions,  extorted  by  the  urgency  of  the  moment, 
**  and  really  intended  to  prevent  the  accomplishment  of 


the  pile  to  be  raised.  As  the  orator  insisted  on  action,  so 
Lord  Stanley  insists  on  industry,  premising  that  his  exhor¬ 
tations  on  ^is  head  must  appear  oommon-plaoe.  But  a 
common-place  explained  is  no  common-place  in  the  com¬ 
mon-place  sense  of  the  phrase,  and  Lord  Stanley  does  not 
pronounce  industry  the  grand  secret  of  success  without 
showing  its  indispensable  necessity  and  its  products. 
Capital,  in  whatever  shape  it  may  be  accumulated,  whether 
pecuniary  or  intellectual,  is  hotted  laboor.  The  ready 
man  has  worked  hard  to  be  ready,  and  put  himself  in  a 
state  of  the  best  preparation  for  whatever  may  be  brought 
before  him.  As  Lord  Stanley  remarks : 

We  have  heard  at  the  bar,  or  in  Parliament,  men  whole  inatan- 
taneoue  command  of  worda,  wboae  readinets  of  thought  aa  well  u  of 
expreaaioD,  aeema  the  effect  of  inatinot  rather  than  of  training ;  but 
what  ia  the  secret  of  that  readiness  ?  Why  this — that  the  mind  has 
previously  been  so  exercised  on  similar  subjects  that  not  merely  the 
necessary  words  but  the  necessary  ar^ments  and  combinations  of 
thought  have  become,  by  practice,  as  mtuitive  as  those  motions  of 
the  t^y  by  which  we  walk,  or  speak,  or  do  any  habitual  and  familiar 
act.  One  man  will  pore  and  perplex  himself  over  a  difficult  point, 
be  it  in  law,  in  acienoe,  what  you  will ;  another  will  come  in  and  sse 
at  a  glance  where  the  difficulty  lies  and  what  is  the  solution.  Does 
that  necessarily  prove  that  the  latter  hat  more  natural  genius  ?  No, 
but  k  pro9e$  that  hit  faculties  have  been  sharpened  hy  familiarity  %ntk 
such  topics;  and  the  ease  toith  which  he  now  does  hie  work,  to  far  from

We  believe  with  Lord  Stanley  that  the  difference  in  the 
factdtiea  of  men  ia  overrated,  the  difference  existing  indeed, 
bat  not  to  the  extremes  imagined.  There  are  dmerences 
of  stature,  but  no  giants  like  those  of  Brobdignag,  nor 
ptgniies  like  those  of  lilliput.  The  powers  of  mind 
dilbr  perhaps  as  much  as  those  of  body,  but  the  weak 
may  by  suitable  exercises  make  the  most  of  their  slender 
shook  of  strength,  and  develope  to  the  utmost  their 
oapaoities,  whik  tiie  strong  may  by  neglect  suffer  their 
powers  to  waste  within  ^em.  Kany  a  man  of  good 
oapacfity  never  discovers  the  secret  of  working  his  own 
mind.  He  does  not  know  how  the  mind  Mrminates 
whan  it  is  warmed  by  working;  he  does  not  know  how 
idaas  are  generated  in  that  condition,  and  that  more  will 
oome  out  of  him  than  he  knows  to  be  in  him.  Jupiter, 
though  a  god,  was  probably  not  aware  that  his  head  was 
big  with  Minerva.  Kewton  had  pre-eminently  the  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  working  of  his  own  mind,  and 
patienoe  was  the  property  in  which  he  confessed  his 
superiority  to  other  men.  His  mind,  when  perplexed, 
could  wait  with  confidence  for  new  lights  and  a  solution. 
What  passes  for  genius  is  often  a  power  of  intense  appli¬ 
cation  mastering  much  in  little  time,  and  it  is  not  only 
the  application,  but  the  application  judiciously  directed 
to  the  point  of  difficulty  on  which  all  turns.  Genius,  to 
sueoeed  in  anything,  cannot  dispense  with  labour,  it  can 
only  shorten  the  time  of  labour.  But  geniuses,  such  as 
geniuses  were  supposed  to  be,  have  disappeared  from  the 
worid  with  ghosts.  There  are  no  geniuses  now  who  reap 
without  sowing ;  there  are  no  geniuses  who  are  idlers  till 
the  moment  when  a  demand  is  made  upon  their  minds, 
and  who  then  answer  to  it  by  intuition.  The  men  of  our 
time  who  have  most  genius  have  well-directed  industry. 
Their  application  may  not  be  spread  over  a  great  space  of 
time,  but  it  has  a  fine  aim  for  the  heart  of  a  subject,  or 
the  hinge  of  a  difficulty.  But  whether  a  man  may  be  of 
the  superior  or  inferior  faculties,  the  great  faith  to  en- 
oourage  is  that  there  is  the  making  of  something  more  in 
him  than  he  is  conscious  of,  by  putting  and  keepin? 
hie  mind  in  the  highest  worUng  order  of  which  it  is 
sMoeptible. 

We  cannot  leave  Lord  Stanley’s  speech  without  quoting 
what  he  says  of  the  study  of  our  own  language : 

Thsre  is  one  characteriatio  of  this  college,  as  of  the  University  of 
which  it  forms  part,  which  I  ought  not  to  pass  without  notice.  You 
wore  among  the  first  to  break  in  upon  the  old  routine  which  prac¬ 
tically  alas^  Hmltsd  English  teaching  to  classical  and  mathematical 
study.  Hers,  too,  the  older  Universities  have  followed  your  lead; 
bat  though  much  has  been  done  in  this  respect  both  at  Oxford  and 
Oaabridip,  yet  practically  it  Is  there  still  the  case  that  classical  and 
■afhsariatleal  profloisocy  seours  the  highest  prizes  and  the  most 
ealoabU  endowments,  wnile  other  more  recent  branches  of  study  are 
SBWparativsly  nsglacted.  In  this  place  I  am  informed  it  ia  otber- 
wias ;  and  a  student  who  has  taken  the  highest  honours  in  natural 
phUosophy,  in  chemistry,  or  in  modem  lan^ages,  is  not  looked  upon 
OB  fal  way  inferior  to  one  whose  special  acquirements  lie  in  the 
dtraWion  of  Lathi  or  Cheek.  I  am  glad  also  to  learn  that  much 
aSssao  is  laid,  by  those  who  direct  the  course  of  teaching  here,  on  a 
thorough,  and  (if  I  may  so  speak)  a  scientific  knowledge  of  the 
language  with  which  we  Englishmen  are  most  oonoemeo— I  mean 
Xogtish.  No  word  will  ever  fall  from  me  in  disparagement  of 
eiililoal  literature ;  I  know  its  value  too  well ;  but  it  seems  strange, 
in  a  eeoatry  where  so  many  men  are  familiar  with  every  dialect  of 
Orsak  aad  avoir  variety  of  olaaoioal  style,  there  should  Im  compara¬ 
tively  eo  few  wno  have  really  made  themselvea  acquainted  with  the 
crUD,  the  history,  and  the  g^ual  development  into  its  present  form 
of  that  mother-tongue  which  ia  already  apoken  over  half  the  world, 
wUsh  ia  daetined  to  yet  farther  geographical  extension,  and  which 


oaihadiea  many  of  the  noblest  thoughts  which  have  ever  issued  from 
the  brain  of  man.  To  use  words  with  precision,  you  ought  to  know 
their  history  es  well  as  their  present  meaning  ;  and,  depend  upon  it, 
it  ia  the  plain  Saxon  phrase — not  the  term  borrowed  f^m  Oreek  or 
lummi  litaiuture — that  whether  in  speech  or  writing,  goes  straightest 
ami  etwgeat  to  men*a  heada  and  hearts. 

We  only  wiah  there  were  more  of  the  plain  Saxon 
ptotee  in  use,  and  more  general  appreciation  of  iU  forco 
Md  peeulior  appropriateness.  Fore  English  is  now  a 
groat  rarity,  and  little  as  there  is  of  it,  less  we  fear  is 
the  nambw  of  those  who  recognise  and  admire  it.  In 
the  Bible,  however,  the  standard  of  excellence,  the  well  of 
logtish  undefiled,  is  preserved  with  the  same  sort  of  relation 
to  the  slang  longna^  mpular  in  our  day  that  Westminster 
Abbey  bean  to  a  gin-shop. 


HOW  TO  GET  UP  ANOTHER  INDIAN 
REBELLION. 

There  have  already  been  three  Indian  mutinies  or 
rebellions  in  three  years;  the  great  Sepoy  revolt,  the 
mutiny  of  the  loool  European  force,  and  lastly  the  mutiny 
of  the  late  Governor  of  Madras,  of  which  all  the  dangerous 
reeults  have  not  yet  been  developed.  This  ought  to  be 
anarchy  enough  to  satisfy  any  man,  but  the  Duke  of 
Morilxmugh  is  not  content;  he  wants  to  pour  out  a  fourth 
viol  before  the  contents  of  the  third  are  exhausted.  India 
not  being  sufficiently  agitated  at  the  present  moment  by 
Mr  Wilson’s  budget,  improved  by  the  proceedings  of  Sir 
Charles  Trevelyan,  the  pions  Duke  proposes  to  throw  in 
the  Bible,  and  complete  the  ferment.  We  know  very  well 
that  it  is  fur  from  his  Grace’s  thoughts  to  approve  or 
recommend  forcible  measures  of  any  kind  to  accomplish 
tha  objoct  be  has  in  view.  We  are  also  perfectly  ready 
to  oequit  the  benevolent  enthusiasts  whom  he  represents, 
md  whose  petitions  he  presented  on  Monday,  of  the! 
slightest  wish  to  propagate  Christianity  in  India  by  any 
ci  tbs  ooorw  methods  which  ore  now  as  much  out  of  date 
as  bowe  and  battle-axes.  These  good  people  flatter  them- 
orivee  that  their  design  is  peifeetly  compatible  with  the 


enjoyment  by  the  Indian  populations  of  the  most  entire 
liberty  of  belief  and  worship.  They  oek  no  more,  they 
say,  to  use  the  language  of  the  resolution  moved  by  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough,  than  the  formal  “  removal  of  the 
“  authoritative  exclusion  of  the  Word  of  God  from  the 
“  course  of  education  in  the  Government  schools  and 
“  colleges but  the  request  is  moderate  only  in  its  terms. 
To  form  a  correct  notion  of  its  real  import;  and  effect, 
which  their  zeal  prevents  the  petitioners  from  doing,  we 
must  put  ourselves  in  the  position  of  the  people  of  India, 
and  consider  how  such  a  step  would  be  regarded  by 
them,  especially  in  the  present  disturbed  state  of  the 
public  mind  in  every  provmoe  of  the  empire.  The  light 
m  which  all  India  would  view  it  hardly  admits  of  a 
question.  It  is  easy  enough  to  explain  in  England  before 
the  House  of  Lords,  or  in  Exeter  Hall,  that  nothing  less 
is  contemplated  than  the  slightest  foul  practice  on  the 
rights  of  conscience ;  but  no  such  explanation  would  be  prac¬ 
ticable  on  the  Ganges  or  Indus.  From  whom  could  the 
explanation  come  but  from  the  very  authorities  suspected 
of  the  hostile  purpose  ?  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  easy  to 
foresee  with  what  industry  every  native  agitator,  with  the 
text  of  the  Duke  of  Marlborough’s  resolution  to  preach 
from,  would  disseminate  the  charge  of  propagandism 
against  the  Queen’s  Government,  a  charge  almost  equally 
dangerous  whether  true  or  false.  Knowing,  as  we  do,  how 
incendiaries  abound  in  India,  it  would  be  the  most  infatuated 
of  policies  to  put  a  torch  like  this  into  their  hands.  The  ducal 
reasoning  is  to  us  incomprehensible.  His  Grace  quotes  Sir  G. 
Clerk  to  prove  that  the  principle  of  neutrality,  upon  which 
the  Bible  is  excluded  from  Indian  seminaries,  has  already 
been  repeatedly  violated,  and  fi’om  this  authority  the  Duke 
argues  for  its  further  violation,  although  the  same  passage 
expressly  attributes  the  spre^  of  Indian  disaffection  to 
the  infringement  of  this  very  principle.  The  words  of  Sir 
Gteorge  Clerk  were  these : 

It  seems  to  be  an  absolute  waste  of  time  to  seek  for  any  other 
causes  of  the  prevailing  disaffection  in  India  than  any  dispassionate 
observer  may  readily  discover  ia  various  measures  in  which  tbs 
sympathy  of  the  natives  has  of  late  years  been  abruptly  renounced, 


To  what  extent,  if  any,  the  great  rebellion  was  attri¬ 
butable  to  the  causes  here  referred  to,  we  are  not  about  to 
discuss ;  but  we  are  satisfied  that  the  measure  which  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough  advocates  would  tend  to  alarm  India 
on  religious  grounds  to  a  much  greater  degree  than  any¬ 
thing  of  the  kind  to  which  Sir  George  Clerk  alludes. 

Our  interference  to  put  down  the  practice  of  suttees,  for 
instance,  though  it  might  be  called  an  interference  with 
religious  rites,  yet  being  a  manifest  step  on  the  side 
of  humanity  and  civilisation,  by  no  means  exposed  our 
Government  to  the  false  constructions  which  would 
assuredly  be  placed  upon  the  formal  introduction  of  the 
Christian  Scriptures  mto  places  of  Indian  education. 
The  introduction  of  the  Bible  as  a  State  school-book  would 
be  the  most  palpable  form  that  the  proselytising  spirit  could 
take.  We  believe  it  would  not  only  be  a  measure  of 
extreme  political  imprudence,  but  a  measure  to  be  strongly 
deprecat^  for  the  sake  of  Christianity  itself.  In  India, 
we  are  satisfied  our  religion  must  follow  our  civilisation, 
not  our  civilisation  our  religion. 

The  Lords  acted  with  the  soundest  discretion  in  getting 
rid  of  the  Duke  of  Marlborough’s  rash  proposition  by 
agreeing  without  a  debate  to  Lord  Brougham’s  motion  of 
the  previous  question.  The  Duke  was  not  to  be  restrained 
from  moving  his  resolution,  though  pressed  to  do  so  by  the 
leading  men  of  all  parties,  even  by  Lord  Shaftesbury,  who 
agreed  with  him  in  principle.  But  Lord  Shaftesbury,  in 
common  with  Lord  Granville,  Lord  Derby,  and  men  of 
common  sense  generally,  was  decidedly  of  opinion  that  in 
the  present  circumstances  of  India,  and  state  of  the  public 
mind  there,  owing  to  sundry  causes,  such  a  discussion 
could  not  be  raised  at  a  more  inopportune  moment,  or  with 
more  serious  risks  to  interests  of  the  greatest  magnitude. 

While  on  the  subject  of  Indian  mutinies,  let  us  take  the 
opportunity  of  noticing  Lord  Clyde’s  despatch,  published 
with  the  last  Indian  papers,  on  the  subject  of  the  discon¬ 
tents  among  the  local  European  troops.  We  were  already 
aware  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  India  had  espoused 
the  oause  of  these  injured  men,  but  to  what  extent  he  sup¬ 
ported  them  we  were  ignorant  until  the  publication  of  this 
document.  He  takes  the  case  of  an  individual  belonging 
to  the  Bengal  Artillery,  whose  attestation  he  happened 
to  have  before  him.  The  ^estion  put  to  him  was,  Are 
**  you  willing  to  serve  the  East  India  Company  ?”  There 
was  not  a  word  direct  or  indirect  about  any  service  to 
the  Crown.  The  oath  of  allegiance  taken  at  the  same 
time  was  not  to  be  considered  as  extending  the  obligation 
of  service.  The  soldier  simply  swore  to  bear  true 
allegiance  to  her  Msuesty  in  his  capacity  of  a  soldier  in 
the  service  of  the  Company.  Loid  Clyde  then  refers 
to  the  established  rule  in  the  old  regiments  of  the 
Crown,  **  that  a  man  cannot  be  transferred  firom  one  to 
**  another  without  his  frree  consent,  he  having  enlisted  to 
''  serve  in  a  particular  regiment.”  By  how  much  stronger 
reason  could  he  not  be  justly  transferred  to  the  service  of 
the  Crown,  having  enlisted  in  a  different  service  altoge¬ 
ther  ?  The  Commander-in-Chief  proceeds  to  observe : 

Whatever  may  be  the  exigencies  of  the  State,  the  rule  has  always 
been  followed  in  the  army  that  the  free  consent  of  the  individual 
must  be  obtained  before  he  can  be  transferred  from  one  part  of  the 
aervice  to  another.  Perhaps  there  is  no  rule  which  the  soldiers  more 
clearly  understand,  or  to  the  principle  of  wluch  they  cling  with 
greater  tenacity ;  it  ia  understood  before  they  enter  the  army,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  education  in  this  respect  which  they  receive  firom  the 
recruiting  sergeant,  and  in  the  militia  regiments. 

Taking  all  these  oiroumatances  into  oonsideratioo,  Lord  Clyde 
would  request  the  closest  attention  to  the  practical  oircumstanoes  of 
a  aoldier’s  enlistment,  and  of  the  manner  in  whidi  the  soldier  would 


view  any  attorapt  to  deprive  him  of  what  Is  •Mtiders  a  right.  It 
would  be  difficult,  if  not  imposaible,  to  make  him  understand  any 
legal  argument  by  which  the  very  principle  of  his  military  existence 
might,  in  his  opinion,  be  set  aside.  Lord  Clyde  would  earnestly  sug¬ 
gest  that  in  treating  this  very  important  matter  it  should  be  so 
managed  as  not  to  alarm  the  men  with  regard  to  the  point  to  which 
allusion  has  now  been  made. 

He  would  propose  to  the  Covernor-Ceneral  that  it  may  be 
worthy  of  consideration  whether  the  re-enlistment  of  the  Com¬ 
pany’s  European  forces  should  not  be  proceeded  with  immediately, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  a  feeling  of  irritation  arising  m 
the  army  of  a  very  inconvenient  and  perhaps  dangerous  tendency. 

In  uttering  this  warning  and  reoommendation,  Lord  Clyde  would 
assure  the  Governor-General  that  he  would  not  hazard  even  a  sug¬ 
gestion  in  the  matter,  were  it  not  for  his  intimste  acquaintance  with 
British  soldiers,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  feel  the  rights  they 
possess  in  common  with  other  Englishmen. 

But  the  warning  was  in  vain,  and  Lord  Clyde  has  now 
only  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  he  pleaded  a  just  cause, 
and  did  all  that  was  in  his  power  to  save  the  Indian  Go¬ 
vernment  from  a  wrong  decision  fraught  with  serious  loss 
and  inconvenience  to  the  public.  The  men  were  grossly 
ill-used,  and  in  nothing  more  than  in  having  a  spirit  of 
mutiny  imputed  to  them,  when  they  merely  stood  upon 
their  rights,  not  only  in  equity,  but  in  law.  Of  this  Lord 
Clyde  has  thoroughly  satisfied  us,  but  Lord  Canning  pre¬ 
ferred  to  follow  the  advice  of  his  pettifogging  counsel. 


THE  COST  OF  THE  CHINESE  WAR. 

A  Parliamentary  paper,  dated  the  2nd  of  this  month, 
was  on  Wednesday  laid  on  the  table  of  the  Commons,  pur¬ 
porting  to  be  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  Chinese  war 
for  the  years  1860  and  1861.  It  consists  simply  of  eight 
lines,  and  gives  no  details,  informing  us  only  that  the  cost 
of  the  war,  supposing  it  not  to  extend  beyond  next 
year,  will  1^  Three  MUlions  Eight  Hundred  Thousand 
Pounds.  Votes  of  credit  had  before  been  obtained  for 
2,550,000L,  so  that  all  that  is  new  in  the  present  statement 
is  a  round  sum  of  a  million  and  a  quarter.  Before  this  ugly 
and  unprofitable  business  is  over,  we  may  consider  ourselves 
well  off  if  the  expenditure  does  not  exceed  threefold  the 
present  estimate. 

For  ourselves,  we  continue  of  the  opinion  that  a  more 
judicious  course  of  action  would  have  saved  us  all  this 
enormous  expenditure.  We  are  satisfied  that  the  marines 
and  spare  seamen  of  the  two  fleets,  probably  between 
them  not  fewer  than  7,000  men,  without  any  army  at  all, 
would  alone  have  been  quite  sufficient  to  punish  the  Chinese 
by  capturing  and  destroying  the  Taku  forts,  and  forcing 
them  into  reasonable  terms  by  the  temporary  occupation 
of  the  towns  lying  on  the  easily  navigable  Yang-tse-kiang. 


THE  TROTMAN  ANCHOR  IN  TROUBLE. 

Trotman’s  anchor  has  had  some  very  rough  handling  in 
the  two  Houses.  It  is  undeniable  that  it  has  been  tried 
and  found  the  best  anchor  for  holding,  which  to  unprofes¬ 
sional  minds  seems  the  main  point,  but  nevertheless  we  are 
told  that  its  very  lightness  is  an  objection,  also  that  there 
is  some  difficulty  in  fishing  it,  and  thirdly,  that  some  one 
thought  it  a  handy  anchor  for  stowing  away  in  the  hold. 
First  as  to  lightness,  what  is  it  but  merit,  provided  that 
the  anchor  bites  well  and  holds  ?  If  that  end  be  attained,  it 
is  so  much  gain  to  have  a  diminished  weight  on  the  ship’s 
bows  when  she  is  under  way.  The  Cheat  Eastern,  it  is 
true,  lost  her  Trotman  anchor  in  the  great  gale  in  Holy- 
head  harbour ;  but  how  ?  by  the  anchor’s  breaking  instead 
of  quitting  its  hold  under  the  strain  put  on  it.  This 
instance  only  shows  that  the  anchor  is  not  infallible,  and 
that  iron  nature  is  not  more  perfectable  than  human  nature. 
Trotman  confesses  it  may  break,  but  will  not  drag.  We 
gather,  however,  that  there  is  an  ol^ection  to  the  anchor 
rather  indicated  than  stated,  namely,  that  there  is  some 
uncertainty  as  to  its  biting  and  holding  when  first  let  go, 
or  that  it  does  not  always  take  its  hold  of  the  ground 
immediately.  The  inventor  should  clear  up  this  point,  for 
in  critical  circumstances  most  painful  may  be  the  moments 
during  which  it  may  be  doubtful  whether  the  anchor  is 
acting  or  not. 

Lord  C.  Paget  olgects  to  the  anchor  the  difficulty  of 
fishing  it.  Persons  not  acquainted  with  nautical  terms 
may  suppose  that  by  fishing  is  meant  getting  the  anchor 
up  from  the  water  like  a  fish,  but  fishing  the  anchor  is 
stowing  and  securing  it  on  the  bows,  or,  in  landsman’s 
phrase,  laying  it  on  its  shelf.  An  objection  more  imma¬ 
terial  could  not  possibly  be  stated,  and  it  is  indeed  saying 
much  for  Trotman’s  anchor  that  the  worst  that  can  be  said 
of  it  is  that  it  is  awkward  for  fishing,  an  operation  having 
nothing  to  do  with  its  uses. 

But  the  uses  are  treated  as  secondary  considerations, 
and  Lord  C.  Paget,  who  has  tried  the  Trotman  anchor, 
and  been  satisfied  with  it,  sajs  that  “for  a  large  ship, 
“  apart  from  its  holding  qualities,  he  would  not  recommend 
“  it.”  Why,  are  not  the  holding  qualities  the  great 
object  ?  And  if  they  are  to  be  set  aside,  what  considera¬ 
tion  is  to  be  preferred  to  them  ?  Convenience  for  fishing  ? 
Is  the  anchor  most  easily  to  be  stowed  on  the  bows  to  be 
preferred  to  the  anchor  that  will  hold  most  tenaciously  to 
the  ground  ?  Is  the  anchor  best  for  the  deck  to  be  pre- 
ferr^  to  the  anchor  best  for  the  bottom  ? 

The  Duke  of  Somerset,  who  freely  acknowledges  that 
the  Trotman  has  many  advantages,  quotes  the  disparaging 
remark  of  a  merchant  seaman,  that  it  is  an  exceUent 
anchor  to  put  away  in  the  hold,  as  it  takes  little  room. 
The  very  same  man,  in  the  very  same  spirit,  would  make 
hen-coops  of  the  boats,  firewood  of  the  thowles;  and  signal 
halyards  of  the  lead  line.  What  indeed  is  there  tending 
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to  saftty  that  Mamen  troald  not  stow  away  as  Inmbor  ? 
On  long  voyages  it  is,  we  believe,  quite  customary  to  stow 
away  the  anchors  on  board  of  merchant  ships. 

Sometimes  this  propensity  for  stowing  away  has  tragical 
oonsequenoes.  Some  roars  ago  Captain  Smith  of  the  Ex- 
commonly  oaliuU  Target  Smith,  went  down  to 
Southampton  to  see  the  Peninsular  Company’s  ships  fitted 
with  his  paddle-box  boats.  He  found  the  Solvcay  provided 
with  the  boats,  but  looked  in  vain  for  the  davits  (the 
cranes),  without  which  they  could  not  be  hoisted  out  and 
launched.  On  inquiry  the  mate  coolly  told  him  that  the 
davits  were  stowed  away  safely  in  the  hold.  And  what, 
then,  is  the  use  of  my  boats  ?  was  the  inventor’s  question. 
He  caused  the  davits  to  be  got  out  of  the  hold  and  shipped, 
but  the  imprudence  then  only  took  another  turn.  The 
Solway  was  run  ashore  in  Corunna  Bay  and  wrecked.  One 
paddle-box  boat  was  got  out,  and  sav^  the  majority  of  the 
passengers  and  crew,  but  when  an  attempt  was  made  to 
launch  the  other  boat  it  was  found  that  the  falls  were  not 
rove,  there  was  no  tackle  at  hand  for  the  purpose,  and  the 
ship  filled  and  went  down  while  one  of  the  ofilcers  was 
running  distracted  about  the  deck  in  search  of  a  piece  of 
rope.  As  the  davits  had  not  been  stowed  away  they  had 
been  deprived  of  their  tackle  for  some  purpose  or  other 
more  important  than  safety. 

Considering  that  Trotman’s  anchor  lies  fished  upon  the 
bows  of  her  Majesty’s  yacht,  rather  too  much  has  been 
alleged  against  it  by  the  Admiralty  authorities.  It  isi 
doubtless  true  that  the  Royal  yacht  has  not  often  occasion 
to  use  her  anchors,  as  moorings  are  provided  for  her  at  the 
stations  to  and  from  which  she  frequently  passes ;  but, 
nevertheless,  she  occasionally  makes  passages  in  which  she 
may  have  occasion  for  her  anchors,  or  accidents  might 
occur  anywhere  requiring  recourse  to  them,  and  certoin 
we  are  that  the  Admiralty,  in  furnishing  the  yacht  with  a 
Trotman  for  a  best  bower,  have  provide  the  anchor  they 
conscientiously  believe  the  very  best  for  safety.  This 
simple  fact  countervails  all  that  has  been  said  in  dispa¬ 
ragement  of  the  invention. 


THE  GREAT  GALWAY  JOB. 


The  Select  Committee  on  Mail  Packet  Contracts  has  by 
further  industrious  research  struck  on  a  new  vein  of  cor¬ 


having  been  used,  but  we  should  be  disposed  to  presume  their 
use  by  parties  who  had  entered  into  a  corrupt  agreement 
“  deserving  of  the  strongest  reprobation.”  Can  circum¬ 
stances  be  conceived  better  calculated  to  raise  such  a  pre¬ 
sumption  ?  The  Committee  admit,  though  with  superfluous 
caution,  that  the  exertion  of  undue  influence  by  his  tools 
”  coiild  not  have  been  excluded  from  Mr  Lever’s  views.” 
What  other  influence  could  he  possibly  have  contemplated  ? 
What  other  influence  could  Messrs  Irwin  and  Holmes  have 
had  to  sell  ?  What  other  influence  is  the  subject  of  pur¬ 
chase?  Wo  do  not,  indeed,  know  what  the  plaintiffs 
actually  did  to  cam  their  enormous  fee,  but  we  know  what 
they  engaged  to  do,  we  know  what  they  claim  for  their 
services,  and  we  know  that  Mr  Lever  carried  his  object,  as 
far  as  it  could  be  carried  without  the  consent  of  the  House 
of  Commons.  Mr  Lever’s  plea  to  the  action  alleges  that 
Messrs  Irwin  and  Holmes  falsdy  and  fraudulently  pretended 
to  an  influence  which  they  did  not  possess.  We  trust 
the  action  may  yet  be  tried,  to  give  us  some  insight  into 
the  nature  of  the  services  bought  by  one  of  the  sharpest 
men  of  the  day  for  the  thumping  sum  of  10,000/.  The 
power  to  assist  a  job  must  have  been  reputed  at  all  events. 
How  was  the  reputation  acquired  ?  Had  it  ever  been  iu 
the  market  before  ?  Was  it  ever  sold  before,  and  on  what 
occasions,  for  what  purposes,  and  under  what  administra¬ 
tions?  That  there  are  commission  agencies  the  public 
knows,  and  it  wants  to  know  whether  there  are  also  subsidy 
agencies.  Mr  Lever’s  interested  declaration  that  the  men 
employed  are  mere  pretenders  to  importance,  will  satisfy 
nobody. 

If  Mr  Lever  were  the  sole  contractor,  the  Committee 
conclude  by  very  properly  declaring  that  they  would 
without  hesitation  advise  the  House  to  withhold  the  money 
to  carry  the  contract  out ;  hut  there  is  now  a  company  in 
the  position  which  Lever  originally  occupied  alone;  he 
holds  only  a  fourth  of  the  stock ;  the  other  directors  do 
not  appear,  says  the  Report,  to  have  been  participators  in 
the  transactions  with  Irving  and  Holmes,  and  under  those 
circumstances  the  Committee  are  only  too  glad  to  shift 
upon  the  House  the  responsibility  of  the  proper  course  to 
bo  taken.  There  must  consequenUy  be  further  Parliamen-  j 
tary  discussion  of  this  dainty  subject,  until  which  period  j 
we  shall  defer  what  we  have  further  to  remark  upon  it. 


to  the  cart  of  the  wounded,  and  the  aucoour  of  the  widow  and 
orphan.  In  a  tribute  for  such  a  purpose  a  penny  will  stand 
for  as  much  humanity  and  benevolence  as  a  pound.  Tha 
design  is  well  becoming  of  the  names  that  stand  at  the 
head  of  it,  and  wo  have  mistaken  the  spirit  of  the  women 
of  England  if  every  leader  will  not  find  a  thousand  fd- 
lowers.  There  is  no  falser  notion,  wherever  it  exists,  than 
that  English  sympathy  with  the  cause  for  which  is 
shedding  her  best  blood,  lies  no  deeper  than  the  tongue. 
It  moves  the  heart  of  the  oountry  beyond  any  contest  in 
which  the  sword  has  been  drawn  in  modem  times.  Every 
rank  and  circle  of  society,  with  few  and  insignificant  ex- 
oeptions,  throbs  with  it.  There  oan  be  no  surer  indication 
of  the  genuine  sentiments  of  England  than  the  feeling  that 
animates  her  women,  of  which  this  Association  is  a  Conspi¬ 
cuous  and  timely  proof.  In  another  place  will  be  found 
the  names  of  the  chief  movers,  as  well  as  of  the  appointed 
receivers  of  subscriptions. 


The  Govebnuint  or  Cetlow. — The  Duke  of  Newcastle 
has  made  a  good  use  of  his  patronage  by  appointing  to  the 
Government  of  Ceylon  Sir  Charles  Macartny,  a  man  who 
had  no  other  claim  on  the  Government  than  proved  talents 
and  long  experience.  Sir  Charles  has  had  twenty  years’ 
experience  of  civil  office  in  our  tropical  colonies,  and  at  least 
twelve  of  these  in  the  island  in  which  he  is  about  to  exercise 
supremo  authority.  The  administration  of  Ceylon  by  the 
Crown,  we  may  take  this  opportunity  of  remarking,  affords  a 
very  striking  and  a  very  favourable  contrast  to  that  of  India 
by  the  East  India  Company,  for  after  a  possession  of  sixty 
years  it  has  no  debt,  h^  a  surplus  revenue,  and  ten  times 
as  many  European  proprietors  of  land  as  the  whole  of 
Southern  India  put  together.

ruption  far  surpassing  in  riches  its  first  discoveries  in  the 
same  field.  The  first  shaft  opened  into  the  Galway  mine, 
like  the  first  superficial  operations  in  a  Californian  digging, 
yielded  only  a  few  despicable  grains,  compared  with  the 
return  with  which  we  are  now  enabled  to  present  our 
readers.  We  have  come  to  the  nuggets  at  last. 

As  in  the  Hiad,  of  one  canto  the  hero  is  Ulysses,  of  ano¬ 
ther  Diomede  or  jMax,  so  it  is  with  the  stirring  reports  of 
this  Committee.  In  the  fiirst  the  great  Derby  had  his  day, 
in  the  second  the  foremost  personage  is  the  mighty  Lever, 
attended  by  his  squire  or  companion  in  arms,  exulting  in 
the  ringing  name  of  O’Malley  Irwin,  now  known  to  British 
Fame  as  formerly  to  Irish  Justice.  But  worthy  as  the 
deeds  of  this  noble  pair  are  of  poetic  treatment,  the  public 
will  best  appreciate  them  in  the  prose  of  the  Parliament¬ 
ary  paper.  O’Malley  Irwin  stood  in  the  same  important 
relarion  to  the  Treasury  under  the  late  Government  that 
the  great  military  tailors,  lately  so  celebrated,  stood  with 
respect  to  the  Horse  Guards.  The  tailors  dispensed  posts 
in  the  army ;  Irwin  was  equally  influential  in  procuring 
subsidies  for  Atlantic  undertakings.  So  great  was  his 
power,  or  reputation,  which  itself  is  power,  that  Lever 
offered  him  the  magn^cent  reward  of  10,000/.  to  obtain 
the  subsidy  requir^  to  vivify  the  Galway  job.  Without 
Irwin  it  might  have  perished  in  its  grand  conception ;  he 
alone  possessed  the  ^same ;  to  him  alone  the  gates  of  the 
Treasury  would  fly  open.  We  do  not  in  the  least  exaggerate 
his  consequence.  It  was  such  that  not  only  was  the  splendid 
compensation  we  have  mentioned  offered  for  his  services,  but 
a  de^  was  executed  to  secure  it  with  all  legal  formalities, 
signed,  sealed,  and  delivered.  The  Select  Committee  had  the 
actual  stamped  parchment  before  them.  It  was  executed 
to  Irwin,  in  conjunction  with  a  colleague  of  the  name  of 
Holmes ;  the  whole  round  sum  was  to  be  paid  on  the  con¬ 
dition  of  their  procuring  for  Lever  the  entire  subsidy 
grasped  at ;  otherwise  the  payment  to  be  in  the  ratio  of 
their  success.  Our  readers  are  aware  that  Irwin  has 
already  brought  a  separate  action  against  the  man  of  Gal¬ 
way  and  been  adjudged  1,000/.  on  loot  of  his  claims.  But 
the  report  of  the  Committee  tells  us  that  another  action  is 
at  this  moment  pending,  brought  by  Irwin  and  Holmes 
jointly,  under  the  aforesaid  indenture,  demanding  5,360/., 
the  remuneration  due  to  them  by  the  rule  of  three.  This 
precious  case  stands  over  “  on  the  ground  of  anticipated 
**  legal  difficulties,  until  the  Galway  contract  itself  shall 
”  have  been  approved  of  by  Parliament.”  We  know  nothing 
of  legal  difficidties,  but  there  would  be  no  difficulties  at  all 
if  the  matter  were  referred  to  Justice  in  person.  A  court 
as  upright  and  downright  as  that  of  Baratana  would  unques¬ 
tionably  order  the  plaintiff  to  pay,  and  the  defendants  not 
to  receive. 

Of  the  agreement  itself  the  Committee  speak  in  suffi¬ 
ciently  severe  terms.  They  are  ”  clearly  of  opinion  that 
“  it  deserves  the  strongest  reprobation,  and  that  the  allow- 

ance  of  such  undertakings  would  present  a  temptation  to 
“  corrupt  practices,  and  open  a  door  to  evils  most  injurious 
**  to  the  public  service;”  but  with  this  judgment  it  was 
hardly  consistent  to  report  that  ”  there  seems  to  them  to 
*'  be  no  ground  for  supposing  that  any  corrupt  means  were 
”  resorted  to  by  Messrs  Irwin  and  Holmes  in  carrying  out 
**  their  part  of  the  compact.”  There  may  have  been  no 
positive  evidence  before  the  Committee  of  such  means 


ROADS. 


We  should  like  to  see  an  account  of  the  number  of  square 
miles  in  Great  Britain  consisting  of  roads,  not  railways, 
and  of  the  proportion  they  bear  to  the  number  of  square 
miles  in  grass  and  tillage.  Such  a  return  would  show  a 
very  considerable  waste  of  land  which  otherwise  employed 
wo^d  add  to  the  national  produce  and  wealth.  Supposing 
the  highways  and  byeways  to  have  been  adapted  to  the 
wants  of  the  country  at  the  time  of  the  iutr(^uction  of 
railroads,  it  is  quite  certain  that  they  must  now  greatly 
exceed  what  is  requisite  for  the  purposes  of  oommunioation ; 
and  thus  there  are  two  losses  to  the  public,  the  one  of  the 
land  that  would  be  profitably  devot^  to  other  uses,  the 
other  of  the  cost  of  keeping  in  repair  roads  that  have 
ceased  to  be  necessary  upon  their  present  scale.  Look,  for 
example,  at  any  of  the  great  highways, — the  old  western 
road,  the  old  northern  road.  They  are  now  in  width 
exactly  what  they  were  when  throng^  with  stage  coaches, 
posting  carriages,  waggons,  &c.  There  is  space  for  five 
carriages  abreast,  though  in  the  course  of  an  hour  in  the 
busiest  part  of  the  day  the  traffic  is  no  more  than  the 
passing  of  a  costermonger’s  cart,  the  fly  of  an  old  lady 
taking  an  airing,  or  the  gig  of  the  apothecary  going  his 
rounds.  Surely  it  would  be  a  great  economy  to  retrench 
these  huge  unnecessary  roads  by  a  half  of  their  breadth 
at  least,  thus  diminishing  proportionably  the  cost  of  main¬ 
taining  them,  and  rendering  back  to  the  land  under  culti¬ 
vation  the  other  moiety,  to  yield  something  better  than 
dust. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  pending  Highways  Bill  we  hear 
great  complaints  of  the  defective  state  of  the  roads,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  heavy  cost  of  them ;  but  no  one  opens  his 
eyes  to  the  fact  of  the  excess  of  the  old  roads  over  the  new 
wants  of  the  country  with  its  extensive  railway  communi¬ 
cation.  And  all  this  excess  is  not  only  attended  with  a 
waste  of  money  in  the  shape  of  the  repairs  of  a  road  at 
least  double  the  requisite  size,  but  it  is  an  artificial  barren¬ 
ness,  so  much  land  available  for  production  being  condemned 
to  bear  nothing  but  pounded  stone.  Before  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  railways  the  proportion  of  land  withdrawn  from 
the  purposes  of  production  for  those  of  communication  was 
probably  greater  than  in  any  other  country  in  Europe,  but 
now  to  that  is  to  be  added  the  large  quantity  laid  out  in 
railroads,  without  any  reduction  of  the  width  of  the  old 
roads  whose  uses  have  by  so  much  been  diminished. 


THE  WOMEN  OF  ENGLAND  AND  GARIBALDI. 


No  approval  of  ours  is  necessary  to  encourage  the 
admirable  movement  which  has  been  set  on  foot  to  give  a 
practical  direction  to  the  sympathies  of  our  countrywomen 
in  the  glorious  enterprise  which  has  already  rent  Sicily 
fiom  the  tyranny  of  Naples.  An  Association  of  ladies  has 
been  formed  to  collect  subscriptions,  not  excluding  the 
smallest,  to  provide  for  the  sick  and  wounded  of  Garibaldi’s 
train,  aud  relieve  the  sufferers  by  Neapolitan  outrage  at 
Palermo  and  other  places.  The  funds  raised  are  not  to  be 
applied  to  military  purposes,  except  as  far  as  charity 
following  the  bloody  track  of  war  may  be  so  considered. 
To  the  uses  of  charity  only  wiU  the  subscriptions  be  dedicated. 


To  judge  by  the  reception  accorded  to  the  Proclamatioa 
addressed  by  the  Eing  of  Naples  to  his  subjects,  in  which 
he  promises  them  a  Constitution  ”  in  hamony  with  the 
”  principles  and  interests  of  Italian  nationality,”  the 
Neapolitans  estimate  the  royal  promise  at  its  full  value ; 
—disturbances,  of  which  the  watchword  was  “annexa- 
”  tion,”  mingl^  vrith  shouts  for  Garibaldi,  breaking  out  in 
Naples  on  the  day  after  the  Proclamation  was  published. 
Tranquillity  has,  however,  been  restored,  at  least  for  the 
present,  and  the  programme  of  a  new  order  of  things  has 
appeared.  It  announces  the  promulgation  by  the  King  of 
the  Constitution  of  1848 ;  the  re-establishment  of  the  laws 
of  the  press  of  1848-49;  the  convocation  of  the  Chambers 
for  September;  and  the  promise  of  the  Constitution  of 
1812  for  Sicily,  with  a  separate  Government.  “Fine 
“  words,”  as  Lord  Duberlej  says,  “  butter  no  parsnips !  ” 
and  remembering  the  violation  of  every  oath  taken  by  their 
rulers,  the  Neapolitans  will  scarcely  swallow  this  bait, 
buttered  though  it  be.  As  to  the  **  separate  Government  ” 
of  Sicily,  Garibaldi  has  already  taken  care  of  that, — a  new 
Ministry  having  been  formed  by  him,  and  Councils  con¬ 
voked  to  prepare  electoral  lists.  The  annexation  of  Sicily 
to  Piedmont  is  to  bo  declared  after  a  fashion  that  murt 
meet  with  the  full  approbation  of  the  Emperor  of  the 
Frdnch,  for  universal  suffrage  is  to  decide  it.  An  attack 
on  Messina  is  imminent,  the  latest  telegram  informing  us 
that  Garibaldi  himself  had  marched  against  that  city. 
While  on  the  subject  of  the  affairs  of  Naples,  wo  direct 
attention  to  an  admirable  speech  delivered  by  Baron  Poerio 
in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  at  Turin,  on  the  29th  ult. 

The  retractation  of  ”  the  Act  of  Tortosa,”  as  it  is  called, 
has  been  formally  made.  In  this  ”  State-paper  ” — so  to 
describe  it — the  Count  de  Montemolin  withdraws  tha  re¬ 
nunciation  of  his  ”  rights,”  because  it  was  ”  meditated  in 
”  a  prison,  and  signed  at  a  moment  in  which  all  communi- 
''  cation  was  forbidden,”  and  because  ”  it  does  not  fulfil 
”  any  of  the  conditions  necessary  to  its  validity.”  The 
Bourbon  Prince  says  it  is  consequently  ”  null,  ill^;al,  and 

will  not  bo  ratified.”  The  Spanish  papers  treat  the 
document  with  the  contempt  it  deserves.  As  a  pendant  to 
the  retractation  of  the  Count  de  Montemolin,  Don  Juan  de 
Borbon  has  issued  a  most  impudent  declaration,  in  which 
he  vindicates  his  claims  to  the  Spanish  crown  and  promises 
Spain  the  most  liberal  institutions;  it  is  a  regular  elec¬ 
tioneering  address. 

The  disturbances  in  Syria  have  assumed  proportioM 
which  call  for  energetic  interference.  The  town  of  Zahli, 
the  last  refuge  of  the  Christians,  has  been  attacked  by  the 
Druses,  and  a  thousand  of  the  Christian  inhabitants  hav6 
been  murdered.  Other  acts  of  incendiarism,  pillage,  and 
murder  have  also  been  perpetrated  in  the  anti-I^banon. 

It  is  announced  that  the  Conference  on  the  ces^n  of 
Savoy  will  take  place,  England  having  given  in  her 
adhesion  to  the  proposal.  Switzerland  will,  it  is  said,  sub¬ 
mit  to  it  only  one  question— whether  it  is  in  the  interest 
of  Europe  and  the  neutrality  of  Switzerland  to  have  tho 
Simplon  Pass  perfectly  accessible  to  France  without  de¬ 
manding  fresh  guarantees  ?  Lord  John  RusmU,  it  is  stated, 
has  expressed  bin  firm  intention  of  supporting  the  right  of 
Switzerland  to  claim  new  guarantees. 

In  the  House  of  Lords,  on  Monday,  the  Duke  of  Vjudm

The  sense  of  the  House  was  entirely  against  the  motion, 
and  it  was  negatived  without  a  division.  On  Tuesday  the 
Masters  and  Operatives  Bill,  introduced  by  Lord  8t  Leo¬ 
nard’s,  was  read  a  second  time,  on  the  understanding  that 
the  subject  should  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee.  On 
Thursday  a  question  from  Lord  Hormanby  as  to  the 
appointment  of  an  Ambassador  for  Sicily  to  this  country, 
in  asking  which  he  took  occasion  to  sneer  at  General 
Garibaldi,  drew  upon  him  a  well -merited  rebuke  from 
Lord  Brougham,  and  elicited  a  reply  from  Lord  Wodehouse 
to  the  effect  that  Government  knew  nothing  of  the  pre¬ 
sumed  appointment  beyond  what  th^  saw  in  the  papers. 
Last  night  the  disturbances  at  the  church  of  St  Grorge’s 
in  the  East  were  discussed,  when  the  Bishop  of  London 
stated  that  nothing  but  special  legislation  would  succeed 
in  putting  a  stop  to  them. 

The  Indian  Army  Bill  was  read  a  second  time  on  Mon¬ 
day  in  the  House  of  Commons.  On  Tuesday  a  Select 
Committee  was  granted  to  inquire  into  the  claims  of 
certain  Major-Generals  who  had  accepted  substantive  rank 
while  receiving  the  half-pay  of  a  lower  grade.  A  motion 
for  a  Select  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  present  system  of 
nominating  to  Cadetships  in  the  Royal  Havy  was  rejected.

The  Sources  of  the  Nile ;  being  a  General  Survey  of  the 
Basin  of  that  River,  and  of  its  Head  Streams :  with 
the  History  of  Nilotic  Discovery.  By  Charles  T.  Beke, 
Ph.D.  Madden. 

Dr  Beke,  who  spent  three  years  in  Abyssinia,  and  has 
been  in  high  repute  for  the  last  fourt^n  years  as  an 
authority  among  inquirers  into  the  hydrography  of  the 
Upper  Nile,  now  embodies  in  an  interesting  work  the 
substance  of  the  information  contained  in  his  paper  on 
the  Nile  and  its  Tributaries,  read  before  the  Geographical 
Society  thirteen  or  fourteen  years  ago,  remodelled  and 
enriched  with  the  results  of  subsequent  investigation. 

In  the  issue  of  Captain  Burton’s  expedition  Doctor 
Beke  sees  the  establishment  of  his  theory,  which  placed

Lord  Palmerston  then  brought 
forward  three  resolutions  wdth  reference  to  the  privileges 
of  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  rendered  necessary  by  the 
rejection  in  the  Lords  of  the  Paper  Duty  Bill ;  they  will 
be  found  in  extenso  in  our  Parliamentary  Report.  The 
debate  was  protracted  till  a  late  hour,  and  eventually 
adjourned  till  the  following  day.  The  debate  was  resumed 
last  night,  and  the  Resolutions  were  passed,  the  second 
by  369  to  52, — the  other  two  without  a  division.  It  was 
three  o’clock  this  morning  when  the  House  broke  up. 

The  rifle  shooting  on  Wimbledon  Common,  inaugurated 
by  the  Queen  in  person  on  Monday,  has  been  the  leading 
domestic  event  of  the  week;  it  is  impossible  to  over¬ 
estimate  its  importance  in  connection  with  the  Volunteer 
movement,  as  one  of  the  first  great  steps  to  revive  and 
give  a  practical  and  patriotic  direction  to  the  military 
spirit  of  the  country.

THE  PROTECTIVE  SYSTEM  OP  INDIA.

Although  the  fact  of  our  having  practically  repudiated  free  trade  in 
India  after  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  during  which  no  one  could  ven¬ 
ture  in  the  British  Leg;is)ature  to  say  a  word  in  favour  of  bounties  or 
protective  duties  without  being  overwhelmed  with  reproaches 
and  ridicule,  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  ever  recorded,  there  is 
little  prospect  of  the  step  being  remedied.  When  the  Americans  have 
pleaded  that  their  prot^tire  duties  were  desirable  for  revenue,  they 
have  been  lectured  week  after  week,  and  informed  with  scientifie  pre¬ 
cision  that  for  every  dollar  thus  obtained  by  the  Government  the 
people  were  taxed  four  or  five  dollars,  which  went  into  the  hands  of 
a  favoured  class,  but  they  now  see  that  we  have  adopted  their  con¬ 
temned  practice,  and  to  an  equal  extent,  under  much  less 

excusable  circumstances.  The  Indian  producer  has  not  merely  the 
staple  at  his  own  door,  but  has  an  advantage  over  the  American  in 
his  competition  with  Lancashire  in  the  possession  of  cheap  labour,  the 
aaving  of  a  more  expensive  freight,  and  the  existence  of  a  population 
of  180,000,000,  amon^  whom  the  growth  of  demand  may  be  suppos^ 
to  be  illimitable.  It  is  to  be  observed,  moreover,  that  Transatlantic 
statesmen  may  plead  the  difficulty  of  breaking  down  a  system  long 
in  force,  and  thus  ruining  existing  interests,  while  in  India  we  have 
established  it  in  the  face  of  the  field  being  clear  for  sound  principles. 
At  some  future  day  the  importance  of  the  question  both  as  regards 
national  interest  and  national  consistency  will  be  fully  recognized, 
but  for  the  moment  a  curious  combination  of  circumstances  prevents 
that  result.  The  party  hitherto  most  prominent  on  free  ^de  are 
silent,  and  the  reason  assigned,  and  which  must  be  accepted  until  a 
better  is  given,  consists  in  the  fact  that  the  measure  has  proceeded 
from  their  own  body.  The  Conservatives,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
delighted  at  witnessing  a  revival  of  their  exploded  views,  of  which  at 
a  fitting  time  they  will  doubtless  make  some  use ;  and,  finally,  a  large 
section  of  the  mercantile  community,  annoyed  at  what  they  conceive 
to  have  been  the  undue  care  bestow^  on  Manchester  interests  in  the 
French  Treaty,  openly  avow  that  they  are  glad  to  see  the  Manchester 
men  hit  by  a  bolt  feathered  from  their  own  wings.  Thtu  the  fact 
remains  that  Great  Britain,  as  regards  the  majority  of  the  people  over 
whom  her  extends,  has  returned  to  her  old  ways  and  become  a 
Protectionist  Empire,  while  scarcely  a  word  is  heard  upon  the  subject 
except  through  the  surprise  expres^  in  foreign  journals. 


ment  of  cavalry  must  be  completely  changed.  The  range  of 
projectiles ;  the  accuracy,  wnether  of  great  guns  or  small 
arms,  more  particularly  as  loading  at  the  breech  of  these 
several  weapons  enhances  the  celerity  of  fire,  and  that  mode 
of  loading  is  fast  obtruding  itself  on  attention ;  the  impossi¬ 
bility  that  cavalry  can  charge  infantry  with  any  effect,  nor 
venture  their  horses  within  wree-quarters  of  a  mile  of  them 
without  a  certainty  that  they  would  form  immediate  targets 
for  a  deadly  aim ;  these  considerations  lead  me  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  the  use  of  cavalry  must  be  very  much  modified, 
the  preslium  equestre  is  fast  jawing  a  thing  of  past  days  ; 
and  if  I  may  assume,  as  I  thii^  I  may,  that  English  cavalry 
ought  to  have  but  two  fields  upon  which  they  ever  ought  to 
fight,  the  one  their  native  land,  the  other  the  gigantic  colony^ 
of  India ;  and  if  I  may  look  upon  Europe  as  closed  to  their 
exertions,  then  I  consider  that  the  question  becomes  much 
narrowed.  In  England  there  are  not  many  spots  of  ground 
on  which  cavalry  could  advantageously  act.  Suppose  we 
take  them  to  the  South  Downs  or  Salisbury  Plain,  and  pro¬ 
duce  a  body  of  infantry  with  whom  they  are  to  contend. 
From  three  miles’  distance  the  cavalry  will  be  within  range  of 
shot  and  shell  from  great  guns ;  from  one  mile  distance  they 
will  be  within  reach  of  rockets  and  rifles.  The  cavalry  may 
walk  or  trot,  but  they  cannot  go  at  the  pas  de  charge  for  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  By  the  time  they  have  approached 
within  sabre  reach  of  the  guns  and  bayonets,  in  what  sort  of 
a  state  would  they  be  to  use  their  swords  or  lances  P  If  the 
French  cavalry  rode  up  to  and  captured  the  guns  outside  the 
squares  of  English  infantry  at  Waterloo,  but  could  not  secure 
a  single  gun  nor  break  into  one  of  the  squares  when  the  guns 
were  the  old  six  and  nine-pounder  smooth  bores,  the  howit¬ 
zers  twelve-pounders,  and  the  muskets  of  the  family  of  Brown 
Bess,  what  could  they  do  now  P  Reversing  the  question,  what 
could  our  cavalry  do  now  under  the  same  circumstances 
against  French  infantry  P  This  position  of  affairs  naturally 
occurs  to  me  when  we  are  forming,  I  may  say  have  formed,  a 
body  of  volunteers  on  the  best  principles  of  modem  warfare, 
and  when  the  only  drawback  on  the  volunteer  movement  is 
the  Y^eomanry  Cavalry,  who  insist  upon  apeing  the  dress  and 
movements  of  regular  cavalry,  at  the  very  moment  when  it 
seems  that  the  dress  and  whole  economy  of  the  regular  cavalry 
requires  change.  The  yeomanry  cavalry  dress  after  the 
manner  of  the  regulars,  use  cumbrous  heavy  helmets,  dangling 
pelisses,  the  same  horse  furniture,  the  useless  carbine,  to  be 
discharged  from  the  back  of  an  useless  horse,  make  an 
attempt  at  executing  evolutions  which  require  man  and  horse 
to  be  of  a  Centaur-like  union,  with  bipeds  who  frequently 
get  completely  disunited  from  their  quadrupeds,  and  fre¬ 
quently  go  near  to  disunite  their  horses’  ears  from  their  heads.

ments  among  the  native  races,  established  in  old  time  by 
the  Mussulmans  and  others,  and  having  their  mainspring  in 
commerce  and  religion,  are  all  to  and  from  the  eastern  side.

The  affray  and  its  consequences  are,  however, 
newly  described  in  this  month’s  number  of  ’  Blackwood’s 
Magazine,’  by  Captain  Speke,  who  narrowly  escaped  with 
his  life  and  received  eleven  wounds  on  the  occasion.  The 
date  of  this  mischance  was  the  19th  of  April,  18.55,  but 
in  September  of  the  following  year  Captain  Burton  again 
left  England  at  the  head  of  an  expedition,  bent  on  the 
same  apjiointed  course  of  exploration,  and  the  20th  of  May 
last  year  he  landed  at  Southampton,  having  achieved  all  that 
he  had  planned  to  the  utmost  limit  of  the  means  entrusted 
to  him,  and  having  found  in  nothing  but  the  limit  of  his 
money  grant  an  obstacle  to  farther  and  more  perfect 
exploration. 

The  two  lakes  which  Captain  Burton  has  discovered 
were  both  known  by  report  to  Claudius  Ptolemy  and  to 
the  Portuguese,  though  never  before  seen  by  any  European. 
Of  the  Mountains  of  the  Moon  it  was  always  said  that 
they  lay  to  the  west  of  a  nation  of  cannibals,  and  the 
traditions  of  the  cannibal  race  have  been  confirmed  alike 
by  Dr  Krapf  and  Captain  Burton.  Doctor  Beke’s  theory 
of  the  origin  of  the  name  of  the  Mountains  of  the  Moon  is 
considered  to  receive  some  support  from  the  discoveries  of 
Captain  Burton,  who  establishes  the  native  name  Unya- 
muezi  for  a  region  supposed  to  be  near  the  mounters

NEW  KOVELS. 

Miss  Meteyard  has  written  skilfully  her  new  novel  of 
Mainstone's  Housekeeper.  (1).  Her  rough-handed  hero, 
Richard  Wenloch,  is  of  a  type  now  common,  but  he  is 
represented  with  a  genuine  enjoyment  and  appreciation. 
The  Housekeeper,  Miss  Elliott,  is  a  young  lady  fearless 
and  irreproachable,  who  has  put  herself  by  a  sort  of  femi¬ 
nine  knighterrantry  in  curious  relation  to  the  Reverend  J . 
Radnor.  The  book  is  over-written  and  the  sentiment  is 
strained,  but  there  is  nevertheless  much  strength  in  it  of 
literary  skill  and  honest  feeling. 

Why  does  Captain  Lascelles  Wraxall,  who  tells  a  story 
of  four  women  busy  about  one  man,  three  of  them  in  love 
and  one  in  hate,  call  his  book  Only  a  Woman  (2).  It  is  a 
whole  nest  of  women.  All  the  three  beautifid  daughters 
of  Sir  Norton  Folgate  and  Jessie  their  waiting  maid,  who 
is  the  heroine,  she  who  is  only  tho  woman.  Jessie  it 
is  who  marries  the  tutor  Herbert  Leigh,  with  whom  her 
mistresses  Blanche  and  Alice  are  in  love,  though  he 
did,  while  promised  to  her,  offer  to  marry  Blanche,  and 
does,  after  she  is  supposed  to  be  lost  at  sea,  and  when  he 
has  come  in  for  the  handsome  fortune  due  to  him  as  hero 
of  a  novel,  marry  Alice  after  Blanche  has  tumbled  in 
the  water  during  mental  and  bodily  struggle  in  a  boat 
upon  tho  question  of  who  should  have  him.  Jessie  re¬ 
appears,  however,  and  the  novelist  has  to  kill  Alice  to 
make  room  for  her.  We  hope  the  account  of  this 
entanglement  is  as  perplexing  as  it  ought  to  be.  Captain 
Wraxall  writes  briskly  and  pleasantly.  Though  the  plot 
of  the  book  is  preposterous,  its  manner  will  commend  it  to 
all  who  are  ready  to  be  amused,  and  care  more  for  rapidity 
of  incident  than  for  the  possibilities  and  probabilities  of  life.

Under  a  Cloud  (5)  is  a  re-print  from  another  journal,  of 
an  amusing  story  that  deals  chiefly  with  a  humorous  side 
of  London  life  not  known  to  the  polite.  It  is  a  pleasant 
book,  and  one  free  from  the  mere  slang  which  writers  on 
this  view  of  human  nature  are  too  ready  to  mistake  for 
humour. 

Mr  Westland  Marston’s  Lady  in  her  Own  Right  (6)  has 
serious  doubts  raised  by  one  of  her  two  lovers  as  to  the 
ancestry  of  a  mother  who  may  have  sung  and  danced  in  a 
booth,  and  even  as  to  her  own  legitimacy.  If  the  doubts 
prove  true,  the  lover  is  tho  lord  of  all  the  lady’s  lands. 
This  one  of  her  two  lovers  is  the  lover  of  her  choice,  bat 
the  novelist  drops  him  over  a  rook  to  make  room  for 
the  muscular  Christian,  tho  Rev.  Ralph  Earl,  who  is  the 
lady’s  other  suitor.  The  regular  ground  of  a  plot  about 
love  and  inheritance  having  been  thus  marked  down, 
Mr  Westland  Marston  founds  upon  it  one  of  the  best 
stories  of  the  season.  It  abounds  in  delicate  and  suggestive 
touches,  or  shrewd  thoughts,  fairly  developes  not  a  few 
well-devised  characters,  and  its  refined  style  pleasantly 
contrasts  with  the  ludicrous  exaggerations  of  refinement 
common  in  the  mass  of  novels  of  the  day. 

Of  the  Nevilles  of  Oarrettstown  (7)  we  need  only  say 
that  it  is  an  Irish  tale  of  the  last  days  of  Jacobite  plot,  not 
of  the  first  class,  bnt  very  well  worth  reading. 

The  Curates  of  Riversdale  (8)  is  the  title  of  a  clever 
rambling  book,  welcome  to  those  who  enjoy  mixture  of 
church  questions  with  fiction.  We  do  not  Hke  it,  but  it 
is  in  its  way  whimsical,  satirical,  shrewd,  and  well  in¬ 
tended.  There  are  some  capital  episodes  in  it,  and  many 
touches  which,  if  not  from  life,  are  very  like  life,  or  at 
least  very  like  talk  over  life  among  tho  living. 

The  taste  of  the  work  last  named  is  rather  bad  than 
good.  Of  the  quiet  tale  (which  also  has  a  clergyman  in 
the  foreground),  told  cunningly  and  well  in  the  form  of 
old-fashioned  letters  from  a  Tin  Box,  and  called,  therefore.

THE  MUSICAL  EXAMINER

W4ber*$  Ohiron. 

Carl  Maria  von  Weber  was  bom  for  his  art.  In  child¬ 
hood  painting  and  music  equally  occupied  his  attention, 
but  at  the  age  of  twelve  he  wrote  an  opera  that  he  burnt, 
and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  another  that  was  performed  with 
success.  Afterwards  he  studied  music  intimately,  and 
lived  for  his  art.  His  life  is  in  his  music.  In  all  that  he 
wrote,  his  taste  was  evidently  on  the  side  of  the  romantic 
school  of  poetry ;  he  put  his  own  fine  heart  into  its  chivalry, 
his  own  tenderness  and  delicacy  into  its  dreams  of  fairy¬ 
land.  He  was  one  of  the  tmest  and  most  genial  of  men, 
kindred  to  all  that  is  delicate  and  pure  in  the  fairy  world 
to  which  he  is,  of  all  men,  chief  musician.  How  much  of 
human  life  and  character  belongs  to  the  more  delicate 
appreciation  of  the  imps  and  fairies  is  not  yet  altogether 
recognised  in  England.  Ko  novelist  ever  put  heart  and 
soul  and  truth  and  beauty  into  any  tale  of  his  or  of  her 
own  day  more  thoroughly  than  Weber  put  his  own  beau¬ 
tiful  and  kind  spirit  into  the  singing  of  the  mermaids  in 
this  opera  of  Obtron,  or  his  sense  of  kindred  with  the 
m^terious  beauty  of  the  world  in  that  outpouring  of  the 
mind  which  we  must  describe  conventionally  as  the  great 
soena  for  the  prima  donna,  *  Ocean,  thou  mighty  monster.' 
We  pass  over  its  Italian  title ;  Weber  wrote  to  Mr 
Planch^'s  English  libretto  and  studied  English  that  he  might 
understand  rightly  the  words  with  which  his  music  was  to 
be  united.  On  the  writing  of  Oberon  for  Covent-Garden 
Theatre,  where  it  was  to  be  sung  by  Braham,  Fawcett, 
Madame  Yestris,  and  Miss  Paton,  Weber,  weighed  down 
by  other  duties,  spent  his  health  and  life.  Not  many 
weeks  after  its  production,  on  the  day  in  the  year  1 826 
when  FreyBchUtz  was  to  be  played  for  his  benefit 
among  the  Londoners  to  whom  he  gave  the  last  fruits  of 
his  genius,  he  died. 

Weber’s  best  fairy  music  is  in  Oberon,  and  his  is  the 
best  fairy  music  in  the  world.  The  original  piece  was  a 
romantic  drama  interspersed  with  song.  For  Italian 
singers  it  must  consist  wholly  of  music,  and  we  owe 
most  hearty  thanks  to  Mr  Ben^iot,  the  composer’s  pupil 
and  friend,  who  has  with  all  reverence  to  Weber’s  memory 
^vided  recitatives  throughout,  commonly  drawn  from 
Weber’s  works,  and  who  has  also  strengthened  the  work 
for  the  position  it  must  hold  at  an  Italian  opera  by  the 
addition  of  melody  from  Euryanthe.  That  opera  was 
written  only  two  or  three  years  before  Oberon,  is  music, 
therefore,  of  the  same  mind,  produced  almost  at  the 
same  time;  Weber’s  last  work  but  one.  The  adaptation 
has  been  admirably  done,  but  os  the  whole  is  divided  into 
four  acts  one  hour  of  the  evening’s  performance  is  consumed 
by  the  three  intervals,  and  a  proportionate  necessity  arises 
for  abridgment  of  the  opera,  which  is  in  itself  also,  as  it 
now  stands,  too  long.  There  must,  therefore,  be  consi¬ 
derable  oompression  of  the  recitative.  As  the  libretto 
stands  there  is  not  much  left  of  Wieland's  story,  and  what 
there  is  will  lose  nothing  in  interest  by  more  oompression. 
The  less,  indeed,  that  is  left  to  be  acted  the  better  may 
be  the  success  for  the  Italians  at  Her  Majesty’s  Theatre, 
who  sing  the  music  admirably,  evidently  do  not  enter  in 
the  least  degree  into  the  fairy  spirit,  neither  does  the 
stage  manager,  most  liberally  as  the  piece  has  been 
mounted,  show  any  sympathy  with  fairyland.  The  fairies 
^  represented  by  a  most  prosaic  oorps  de  ballet  of  ladies 
in  pinl^  and  the  male  fsiries  in  white  would  pass  muster 
exoWingly  well  as  Roman  Senators.  Nothing  could  be 
more  preposterous  than  the  sun  which  Madame  Titiens 
apostrophizes  in  her  greatest  effort.  The  sea  scenery  in 
the  third  act  is,  in  fact,  so  complicated  that  all  its  earlier 
effects  have  to  be  marred  for  the  sake  of  the  closing  trans¬ 
formation  from  storm  to  the  fairy  pastures  of  the  mermaids, 
which  of  all  the  scenes  is  the  one  most  truly  kindred  to  the 
music.  But  what  have  we  to  do  with  a  pink  oorps  de  ballet 
before  such  a  scene,  and  why  is  the  one  mermaid  who  sings 
exquisite  music  dragged  heavily  over  the  scene  like  an 
enormous  oyster  in  the  shell  ?  Signor  Belart  sings  pleasantly 
the  music  of  Oberon,  but  walks  the  part.  That  a  distinguished 
tenor  should  ever  be  expected  to  make  his  exit  or  his  entrance 
by  a  ^p  door  we  are  not  so  profane  as  to  suppose.  Signor 
Mongini  is  demonstrative  enough,  as  he  is  always,  but  his 
chief  idea  about  the  part  of  Huon  evidently  is  that  he  will 
not  wear  ^e  helmet,  he  will  nurse  it,  carry  it,  lay  it  about, 
do  anything  but  sing  in  it.  The  performers  manifestly 
do  not  believe  in  or  care  about  the  fairy  world  of  which 
they  are  supposed  to  be  the  sport.  YHien  Huon  and  his  j 
man  with  the  Princess  and  her  maid  are  suddenly  trans¬ 
ported  from  the  brawl  in  the  oourt  of  Haroun  al  Raschid 
to  the  port  of  Ascalon,  the  ladies  remain  quietly  behind 
the  scenes,  and  having  apparently  been  left  behind  at 
Ba^ad,  each  enters  before  the  view  of  Ascalon  only  when 
it  is  her  turn  to  sing.  Something  is  lost  from  the  opera 
by  this  defect.  To  the  eye  there  is  no  fairy  world  pre¬ 
sented  ;  the  most  vivid  fancy  could  not  extract  from  what 
is  seen  more  than  the  sense  of  a  brilliant  opera  performance. 
But  the  essential  thing  is  well  provided  for.  The  musical 
execution  of  the  work  is  most  satisfactory.  The  charming 
airs  about  Araby’s  Daughter  and  the  Arab  Maid  never 
have  been  sung  as  they  are  sung  by  Madame  Alboni, 
and  we  are  very  sure  that  Miss  Patou  never  approached 
Madame  Titiens  in  her  delivery  of  the  grand  scene  now 
to  be  called  Mare,  patents  mare.  Signor  Mongini  declaimed 
with  great  spirit  the  song  of  battle  with  its  close  for  some 
in  mourning  and  for  some  in  triumph,  and  the  duet  in  the 
last  act  between  Signor  Everardi  and  Madame  AJboni,

SPAIN. — Th*  BaraAcrATioN  or  Don  Caklos. — ^The  Constitu- 
tionnel  publishes  the  following:  “  We  receive  at  this  moment  a  most 
unexpected  document,  and  which  we  cannot  insert  except  under  every 
reserve.  We  are  informed  by  letter  that  this  document  has  been  sent 
to  the  Queen  of  Spain,  with  a  very  affectionate  letter,  in  which  the 
Count  de  Montemolin  explains  at  the  same  time  bis  past  renunciation 
and  his  present  retractation.  *  Don  Carlos  de  Bourbon  et  de  Bra- 
ganxa.  Considering  that  the  Act  of  Tortosa,  of  the  23rd  of  April,  of 
the  present  year  (1860),  is  the  result  of  exceptionable  and  extraor¬ 
dinary  circumstances  t  that,  meditated  in  a  prison  and  signed  at  a 
moment  when  all  commnication  was  forbidden  us,  it  possesses  none 
of  tbe  conditions  required  to  render  it  valid ;  that  consequently  it  is 
null  and  illegal,  and  cannot  be  ratified  ;  that  the  rights  of  which  it 
treats  can  only  profit  the  persons  who  bold  them  from  tbe  fundamental 
law  from  which  they  emanate,  and  who  are  called  by  tbe  aforesaid 
law  to  exercise  them  according  to  their  rank,  and  when  tbe  moment 
has  arrived ;  in  consequence  of  the  advice  of  competent  lawyers  whom 
we  have  consulted,  and  the  disapprobation  which  our  best  servants 
have  frequently  expressed,  we  retract  the  said  Act  of  the  23rd  of  April 
of  the  present  year  1860,  and  declare  it  null  and  as  if  it  had  never 
been  executed.  Given  at  Cologne,  tbe  15th  of  June,  1860.  Carlos 
Lvis  DE  Bourbon  et  db  Bkaoanza,  Count  de  Montemolin.  The 
Infant  Don  Ferdinand  has  retracted  in  the  same  terms.” 

New  Declaration  by  Don  Juan  de  Borbon. — The  efforts  of 
the  Quadruple  Alliance  in  favour  of  Spain  had  for  their  principal 
object  the  consolidation  of  Parliamentary  institutions,  tbe  establish- 
I  ment  of  a  liberal  government,  and  to  liberate  tbe  country  from  tbe 
position  in  which  it  was  placed  ;  but  hitherto  they  have  not  been 
attended  with  the  results  which  were  to  be  hoped  for.  The  immense 
riches  of  the  clergy  have  been  destroyed  ;  a  fabulous  amount  of  debt 
has  been  created,  and  the  country  burthened  with  imposts  which  it 
is  unable  to  pay  ;  and  all  this  without  any  tangible  results.  Impor¬ 
tant  ameliorations  are  unknown,  and  scarcely  have  they  now  com¬ 
menced  to  occupy  themselves  with  railroads;  the  waters  of  our 
rivers  are  lost  without  fertilising  the  country  ;  industry  drags  on  a 
precarious  existence  ;  the  population  does  not  increase ;  the  marine 
does  not  extend  as  it  ought ;  agriculture  and  husbandry  remind  one 
of  the  most  primitive  times  ;  our  credit  is  ruined  and  rejected  in 
foreign  countries ;  and  material  progress  is  useless  to  look  for  on  the 
heights  on  which  it  ought  to  be  found.  In  political  affairs  we  dis¬ 
cover  as  little  progress.  Individual  liberty  is  at  the  mercy  of  a 
legion  of  functionaries,  tbe  remains  of  the  ancient  system ;  civil 
liberty  is  unknown ;  the  tribunals,  are,  “  a  play  of  chance  and  of 
hazard ;  ”  our  venerable  laws  have  ^en  reformed  in  an  absurd 
sense ;  and  the  institution  of  a  jury  has  not  hitherto  been  thought 
of.  The  liberty  of  the  press  exists  only  in  name,  and  subject  to  a 
ridiculous  law.  On  tho  renunciation  of  my  brother,  Charles  Luis, 
my  birthright  and  the  love  of  my  country  compelled  me  to  vindicate 
my  claim  to  the  throne.  Providence  has  imposed  me  a  great  duty, 
and  I  am  firmly  decided  to  mrform  it  to  the  utmost,  with  a  view  to 
regenerate  Spain,  and  to  establish  such  material  and  political  reforms 
as  the  welfare  of  the  country  demands.  I  have  addressed  the  Cortes, 
acknowledging  tbe  principle  of  national  representation,  and  being 
desirous  not  to  appeal  to  force ;  yet  I  am  resolved  not  to  recede 
before  any  difficulty  whatever.  I  have  to  combat  the  notion  that 
princes  who  represent  the  right  cannot  represent  the  interest  of  the 
country.  There  is  no  reason  to  maintain  this  principle  as  a  rule, 
which,  inasmuch  as  I  am  concerned,  I  repudiate,  and  for  which 
reason  I  consider  it  to  be  my  duty  to  state  to  foreign  countries  in 
relation  with  Spain  what  would  be  my  line  of  conduct  from  the  day 
I  may  occupy  tbe  throne  of  my  ancestors.  I  shall  recognise  all  the 
debts  contracted,  and  all  the  measures  of  the  government  of  Isabella, 
as  fails  acconqjlis.  I  shall  recognise  as  a  legitimate  debt,  convertible 
into  Consolidated  3  per  Cents.,  the  certificates  of  the  committee,  in 
compensation  for  the  losses  which  the  holders  have  sustained.  I 
furthermore  promise  to  liquidate  all  the  pending  debts  which,  under 
different  denominations,  exist,  but  hitherto  unattended  to.  I  do  not 
at  present  allude  to  my  programme  of  internal  administration,  but 
ought  to  declare  that  my  system  will  be  based  upon  entire  liberty  in 
all  which  tbe  Cortes  may  deem  expedient ;  and  I  shall  dedicate  my 
energies  to  develop  the  immense  riches  of  the  country,  and  to  defray 
the  wants  of  the  State  from  its  natural  resources,  but  always  regard¬ 
ing  tbe  debts  owing  to  foreigners  as  tbe  most  sacred  and  paramount.

SABDINIA. — Speech  of  M.  Levi  in  the  Sardinian  Parlia¬ 
ment  ON  the  Discussion  on  thb  New  Loan. — “The  Sicilian 
problem,  which  during  eleven  years  bad  vainly  agitated  the  cabinets 
of  Europe,  has  been  put  and  solved  by  the  sword  of  the  brave 
Nizzard.  Now  wbat  is  to  be  the  attitude  of  our  government  in  front  of 
this  question?  What  our  relations  with  Naples]  Naples  neither 
converted  nor  convertible?  What  our  position  towards  Sicily,  who 
invokes  our  aid,  and  in  face  of  tbe  powers  and  peoples  of  Europe, 
who  vigilantly  watch  lu?  Of  all  these  powers,  England  alone 
has  assumed  a  frank  and  decided  attitude.  Without  circumlocution 
she  declared  tbe  road  she  is  ready  to  take.  France,  our  active  mili¬ 
tary  ally,  looks  on  in  silence.  Austria  looks  on,  and  unable  to  repeat 
the  intervention  of  '21,  stealthily  sends  Bavarians  and  Croats,  who 
feign  to  be  Bourbon  troops.  And  shall  we  assume  towards  Sicily 
the  attitude  characterised  with  subtle  wit  by  the  honourable  Presi¬ 
dent  of  tbe  Council  as  that  of  Platonic  love  ?  Shall  we  be  moved  to 
^mpathy,  only  when  Syracuse  and  Messina,  like  Catania  and 
Palermo,  shall  be  a  heap  of  smoking  ruins  ?  Gentlemen,  in  defend¬ 
ing  tbe  cause  of  Northern  Italy,  we  have  bad  France  for  our  ally ; 
in  Southern  Italy  we  have  by  our  side  as  friend  and  support,  the 


in  the  most  unequivocal  and  positive  terms,  '* 


The  Emperor  added,  that  it  was  possible 
the  Pope  might  inhabit  the  ialana  of  Sardinia,  with  tbe  nominal 
sovereignty  over  the  island,  but  allowing  it  the  full  enjoyment  of  its 
present  free  institutions.  ,  "  ,  , 

10,000,000f ,  of  which  3,000,000f.  would  be  contributed  by  France, 
tbe  rest  by  other  Catholic  States.  That  the  Emperor  expressed  him¬ 
self  in  the  above  language  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt.  To  what 
extent  his  words  conveyed  his  own  real  seorst  intentions  and  resolu¬ 
tions,  and  to  what  extent  his  will  may  be  taken  as  the  last  decree 
of  fate,  time  will  in  all  probability  soon  reveal.  The  real  fact  is, 
perhaps,  that  European  public  opinion  is  driving  Napoleon  HI  be¬ 
yond  all  his  original  plans.  The  Emperor  professed  the  utmost  admi¬ 
ration  for  Garibaldi’s  past  exploits,  and  said  Franco  would  never  be  a 
hindrance  to  the  furtherance  of  that  hero’s  future  achievements. 

The  Swiss  Question. — On  Tuesday  the  Austrian  Ambassador 
paid  an  official  visit  to  M.  Thouvenel,  iu  order  to  give,  in  tbe  name 
of  the  Court  of  Vienna,  a  verbal  reply  to  the  despatch  in  reference  to 
the  annexation  of  Savoy  which  the  French  Government  communi¬ 
cated  to  the  Powers  wtio  signed  the  Final  Act  of  Vienna.  Imme¬ 
diately  on  receipt  of  this  despatch  by  the  Marquis  de  Moustier,  Count 
Bechberg  ascertained  by  telegraph  tho  views  of  the  Court  of  Berlin, 
which  replied  that  it  was  about  to  thoroughly  examine  the  question 
whether,  under  present  circumstances,  a  European  Conference  would 
be  advisable,  or  whether  preference  should  be  given  to  tbe  ordinary 
diplomatic  course,  or  to  direct  negotiations  between  France  and  Swit¬ 
zerland.  Austria,  although  ready  to  attend  a  Conference,  would  not 
take  the  initiative,  not  being  directly  interested  in  the  question.  She 
therefore  leaves  to  France  tbe  task  of  inducing  a  majority  of  the 
Powers  to  agree  to  one  of  the  three  combinations  proposed  by  M. 
Thouvenel,  and  accedes  beforehand  to  tbe  decision  of  tbe  majority. 
It  is  asserted  that  Switzerland  will  submit  to  the  Conference  the  fol¬ 
lowing  question  only.  Is  it  in  the  interest  of  Europe  and  the  neu¬ 
trality  of  Switzerland  to  leave  the  Simplon  Pass  perfectly  accessible 
to  France  without  demanding  any  fresh  guarantees  ?  Should  this 
question  obtain  a  solution  unsatisfactory  to  Switzerland,  she  should 
confine  herself  to  taking  cognizance  of  the  declarations  in  which 
France  engaged  herself  to  assume  all  the  military  obligations  resulting 
from  article  92  of  the  Final  Act  of  Vienna.  Switzerland  would  be¬ 
sides  claim  the  right,  in  case  of  war,  of  militarily  occupying  the 
neutralised  districts  or  Cbablais  and  Faucigny.  Switzerland  would 
also  state  her  reserves,  the  insertion  of  which  in  tbe  protocols  of  tbe 
Conference  she  would  demand,  and  would  maintain  in  principle  all 
the  rights  which  are  guaranteed  to  her  by  treaties.  The  Bussian 
Ambassador,  Count  Kiaseleff^  has  officially  informed  M.  Thouvenel 
that  the  Court  of  St  Petersburg,  having  examined  the  three  propo¬ 
sals  of  France,  for  the  definitive  settlement  of  the  question  of  the  an¬ 
nexation  of  Savoy,  has  resolved  upon  giving  preference  to  the  assem¬ 
bling  of  a  European  Conference  at  Paris. 

Miscellaneous  Facts. — The  funeral  of  Prince  Jerome  on  Tues¬ 
day  was  magnificent.  The  ambassadors  assisted  at  the  ceremony, 
and  an  immense  crowd  was  present.— —The  Moniteur  announces  that 
a  project  of  law  baa  been  laid  before  the  Corps  Legislatif,  demanding 
its  approval  of  tbe  convention  for  tbe  establishment  of  a  submarine 

telegraph  between  France  and  the  United  States. - The  Moniteur 

announces  the  presentation  to  the  Corps  Legislatif  of  the  project  of 
law  relative  to  the  calling  out  of  100,000  men  of  the  class  1860. 

- A  marble  statue  of  Prince  Jerome,  in  tbe  uniform  of  a  Marshal 

of  France,  is  to  be  placed  in  the  museum  at  Versailles,  and  another 
in  the  Palace  of  the  Senate.  The  name  of  Bue  du  Prince  Jerome  is 

to  be  given  to  one  of  the  principal  streets  of  Paris. - The  posi  mortem 

examination  of  the  body  of  Prince  Jerome  led  to  the  discovery  of  a  ball 
which  bad  remained  in  his  chest  after  a  duel  which  be  fought  in  his 

vouth  with  a  brother  of  Marshal  Davoust. - The  Minister  of  Marine 

has  ordered  two  frigates  to  proceed  to  Beyrout.  The  French  screw 
frigate  Zenobie  has  already  arrived  there.  Despatches  have  since 
been  received  from  Captain  de  la  Bonciere  le  Noury  announcing  that 
the  disturbances  between  the  Druses  and  Maronites  had  ceased.— 
M.  Berry er  has  received  notice  that  tbe  will  case,  in  which  be  is 
going  to  plead  in  London,  will  be  called  on  before  Sir  C.  Cresswell 

on  July  16. - A  steam  frigate  of  tbe  first  class,  to  be  called  the 

Ville  de  Nice,  has  been  put  on  the  stocks  at  Brest.— —A  letter  from 
Palermo  in  tho  Sihcle  says :  “  After  having  passed  a  week  in  the  city, 
and  having  obtained  from  the  lips  of  the  soldiers  and  eye-witnesses 
full  details  of  the  combat  and  bombardment,  Alexander  Dumas  and 
bis  friends  left  on  the  18th,  each  with  a  musket  on  bis  shoulder,  to 
accompany  Colonel  Turr’s  expedition.”— The  chateau  de  Bercy  has 
just  been  sold  by  the  Nicolai  for  the  large  sum  of  10,600,000f.,  besides 
50,000f.  to  be  distributed  among  tbe  old  servants  of  the  princely 
house.  Tbe  Lyons  Bailway  Company  and  some  building  speculators 
are  the  purchasers.  A  more  striking  instance  of  tbe  rapid  increase  in 
the  value  of  land  in  and  about  Paris  could  scarcely  be  adduced.  It 
is  now  intended  to  build  a  long  range  of  wine  warehouses  on  that  part 

of  the  park  which  borders  the  Seine. - A  report  is  current  in  Paris 

that  the  Emperor  will  confer  on  Prince  Napoleon  all  the  political 
prerogatives  enjoyed  by  Prince  Jerome,  particularly  the  post  of  Pre¬ 
sident  of  the  Privy  Council  and  of  the  Council  of  Ministers,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Emperor.

Marseilles,  July  8. — According  to  advices  from  Naples  to  the  80th 
ult.,  aesemblagee  of  the  population  commenced  on  the  evening  of  the 
26th  ult.  The  populace  shouted  **  Garibaldi  for  ever  I  ”  Annexa¬ 
tion  for  ever  I "  Death  to  the  police  I  ”  The  following  day  a  panic 
took  place,  the  police  were  maltreated,  and  disappeared  as  soon  as  the 
same  cries  were  raised  by  the  populace.  The  King  had  twice  sent 
Signor  Aquila  to  Baron  Brenier,  and  had  promised  to  make  a  strict 
investigation.  On  the  28th  ult.  all  the  police  stations  were  pillaged 
in  open  day ;  forty  of  the  agents  were  surprised,  and  either  killed  or 
wounded.  The  archives  were  burnt.  The  spoils  were  carried  about 
in  triumph  by  the  populace.  The  King  had  arrived  at  Naples,  and 
had  ordered  the  immediate  formation  of  a  National  Guard.  The 
Official  Journal  praised  the  calm  attitude  of  the  majority  of  the 
population.  The  Advocate  Romano  had  been  appointed  Prefect  of 
Police.  A  proclanmtion  had  been  issued  prohibiting  seditious  shouts, 
and  recommending  the  military  to  disperse  assemblages  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  with  moderation. 

Naples,  July  1. — The  troops  who  were  stationed  in  the  environs  of 
Naples  have  been  concentrated  in  the  city.  The  garrison  of  St 
Elmo  is  composed  of  foreign  soldiers.  In  other  parts  of  the  kingdom 
the  police  have  been  maltreated  in  the  same  manner  as  those  at 
Naples.  12,000  visits  of  condolence  have  been  paid  to  Baron  Brenier. 

Naples,  July  2. — The  fundamental  point  of  the  programme  of  the 
Commander  Spinclli  is  the  formation  of  an  Italian  Confederation,  as 
recommended  by  the  Emperor  of  the  French.  This  Confederation 
to  be  essentially  of  a  defensive  character,  and  the  independence  of 
every  state  to  bo  maintained,  although  national  unity  may  be 
favoured. 

Turin,  July  3. — It  is  asserted  that  Baron  Talleyrand  has  been 
instructed  by  his  Government  to  insist  that  Count  Cavour  should  give 
due  consideration  to  the  overtures  of  the  King  of  Naples,  and  the 
more  so,  as  those  overtures  were  counselled  by  France. 


increasing  since  the  agitation  commenced  at  Naples,  and  General 
Lamoricidre  is  hastening  to  return  to  Rome.  The  Pope  has  visited  the 
fortifications  of  Civita  Vecchia.  Letters  have  arrived  from  Rome  all 
asserting  that  a  crisis  was  imminent,  and  that  the  attitude  of  parties 
towards  each  other  was  provocative  of  a  collision.  A  telegram  from 
Rome  of  the  4th  says :  The  reforms  which  the  Papal  Government  has 
decided  upon  granting  are  to  be  promulgated  shortly  in  a  motu  proprio. 
Among  other  concessions  the  Pope  ^ants  to  the  Consults  of  State  a 
deliberate  vote  on  all  financial  questions,  on  which  until  now  it  bad 
only  a  consultative  vote.  But  these  reforms  are  to  be  granted  on  con¬ 
dition  of  the  integrity  of  St  Peter  being  guaranteed. 

SYRIA.— Gebat  Massaceb  of  Cheistiahb.— Advices  from  Bey- 
rout  to  the  21st  ult.  state  that  the  Druses,  reinforced  by  hordes  of 
plundering  Kurds  and  Bedouins,  had  attacked  the  town  of  Zahleb,  the 
last  refuge  of  the  Christians.  The  town  was  entirely  burnt  down, 
and  1,000  Christians  were  murdered.  Dheir  el  Kamar,  in  consequence 
of  the  inhabitants  having  been  unarmed,  was  plunder^  and  deserted. 
Other  acta  of  incendiarism,  pillage,  and  murder  had  been  perpetrated 
in  the  Anti  Lebanon.  It  was  said  that  the  children  at  the  school 
Malabala  had  been  killed,  notwithstanding  that  they  were  under  the 
protection  of  the  French  flag,  and  that  the  French  Consul  had  sent  to 
withdraw  the  children  from  the  Catholic  colleges.  The  Turkish  mili¬ 
tary  reinforcements  had  not  arrived  at  Beyrout. 

TURKEY. — Advices  fi-om  Constantinople  to  the  27th  state  that 
the  Sultan  had  written  to  the  Grand  Vizier,  congratulating  him  on  the 
results  of  his  mission,  and  had  assembled  the  ministers,  to  whom  he 
declared  that  he  would  support  them  against  all  rivalry.  Judgment 
had  been  pronounced  against  Hassib  Pasha,  ex-Minister  of  Finances. 
His  property  was  declared  sequestrated.  The  property  of  Osman 
Pasha,  the  ex-favourite,  had  also  been  confiscateu.  Cyprus  was 
agitated  in  favour  of  annexation  to  Greece.  The  Greek  government 
was  organising  the  National  Guard.  The  Turkish  Customs  authorities 
had  seized  a  bundle  of  proclamations  in  favour  of  the  re-establishment 
of  the  Byzantine  empire.  The  agents  in  whose  possession  they  were 
found  had  been  arrested. 

UNITED  STATES. — Accounts  have  been  received  to  the  23rd 
ult.  The  Democratic  Convention  has  nominated  Mr  Douglas  for  the 
presidency,  and  the  southern  democrats  who  seceded  from  the 
National  Convention  have  nominated  Mr  Breckenridge  (the  present 
vice-president)  as  their  candidate.  A  motion  made  in  the  Senate  to 
reconsider  their  vom  for  postponing  the  Tariff  Bill  had  been  agreed 
to.  A  committee  had  been  appointed  on  the  Post-office  Deficiency 
Bill.  Another  session  was  expected.  The  Japanese  Embassy  received 
the  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  the  20th  ult,  and  in 
answer  to  a  congratulatory  address  from  the  committee,  replied  that 
they  hoped  the  intercourse  between  Japan  and  the  United  States  would 
become  more  extended.

moral  support  I  have  often  seen  men  laden  with  the  must  hideous 
crimes,  when  brought  before  the  Court  which  is  to  try  them,  and 
unable  to  deny  their  offences,  put  forward  words  of  compunction  and 
repentance.  Every  Government  has  its  traditions,  from  which  it 
cannot  depart.  We  need  no  argument  to  be  convinced  of  this  truth. 
The  traditions  of  the  Neapolitan  Government  are  hereditary  perjury. 
The  new  King,  almost  to  prove  tho  legitimacy  of  his  descent,  is  pre¬ 
paring  to  perjure  himself;  and,  in  o^er  to  qualify  himself  for  tha 
task  of  foreswearing  himself,  he  must  first  swear.  It  is  with  that 
view  that  he  declares  himself  ready  to  swear  constitutions  and  alli¬ 
ances.  His  object  in  proposing  an  alliance  with  the  King’s  Govern¬ 
ment  is  obvious.  He  is  only  meditating  the  reconquest  of  Sicily. 
These  are  the  old  fox-like  wiles  of  the  Neapolitan  Government  As 
these  have  thrice  availed  them,  they  hope  even  now,  from  the  same 
arts,  to  attain  the  same  results.  But,  if  these  are  very  clearly  the 
intentions  of  the  Government  of  Naples  there  is  also  no  doubt  but 
the  Government  of  the  King— of  that  King  who  for  the  last  twelve 
years  has  held  aloft  the  banner  of  Italian  nationality,  will  never  desert 
Its  post,  never  will  associate  itself  with  a  faith-breaking  Government, 
a  Government  by  the  nature  of  its  very  institutions  an  implacable 
foe  to  Italian  regeneration.  I  therefore  trust  that  the  King’s  Minis¬ 
ters,  following  up  that  national  Italian  policy  which  they  have  so 
nobly  pursued  heretofore,  will  never  press  the  hand  of  that  Gk>vem* 
ment  which  haa  so  long  combated  our  independence,  waging  against 
us  that  secret  subterranean  war  which  is  very  often  so  much  more 
injurious  than  open  war.  As  I  am  intimately  convinced  that  the 
King’s  Government  will  fulfil  this  sacred  duty,  a  duty  imposed  upon 
them  by  all  their  foregoing  policy  and  by  the  future  of  Italy,  as  a 
member  of  this  Parliament,  whereon  rest  the  hopes  of  Italy,  I  ueclare

NEW  MINISTRY  IN  SICILY. 

Genoa,  July  4  (via  Marseilles).— Advices  from  Palermo  state  that 
a  new  ministry  bad  been  appoint^  in  Sicily  by  Garibaldi  as  follows  :

Marseilles,  July  3. — Letters  from  Palermo  to  the  25th  ult.  state 
that  the  Councils  bad  been  convoked,  and  would  prepare  electoral 
lists.  The  universal  suffrage  of  the  people  and  the  army  would  be 
taken  on  the  question  of  the  annexatien  of  Sicily  to  Piedmont.  The 
communes  were  to  indemnify  the  deputies.  Orders  have  been  given 
for  the  conversion  of  the  greater  part  of  the  bells  into  cannon. 
Advices  from  Palermo  to  the  28th  ult.  state  that  numerous  arrests 
had  taken  place  among  the  former  functionaries,  some  of  them  being 
noble.

FOREIGN  GLEANINGS.

Demolition  of  the  Bastilb  of  Palermo. — The  Palermo  corte-  ; 
spondent  of  the  Times,  writing  on  the  23rd  ult.,  gives  the  following 
account  of  the  destruction  of  this  fortress:  “Two  days  ago  the 
Pretorio  issued  a  proclamation,  in  which  it  called  upon  the  citizens  ,  ^ 

to  come  and  help  in  demolishing  the  face  of  the  Castello-a-Mare  ! 
looking  towards  the  town.  This  Castello  was,  from  the  most  ancient  j|£j. ; 
times,  the  Bastile  of  Palermo.  It  was  rebuilt  and  strengthened  by 
Charles  V  to  curb  the  turbulent  population,  and  baa  ever  since  been 
used  as  a  citadel  and  State  prison.  It  occupies  the  point  of  the  ] 
peninsula  which  formerly  guarded  the  entrance  to  both  ports  of ;  ^ 
Palermo.  One  of  the  ports  having  been  altogether  filled  up,  and  the  I 
other  being  considerably  reduced,  it  has  lost  all  its  importance  as  a 
work  directed  against  snips.  The  face  towards  the  sea,  although 
looking  old  and  neglected,  has,  however,  the  advantage  of  forming, 
as  it  were,  a  continuation  of  the  wall  of  the  town.  It  will  be,  there-  ;  '£ 

fore,  preserved  and  strengthened.  The  proclamation  to  demolish  this 
hated  object  brought  hundreds  of  volunteer  workmen,  who  assembled  g^^g 
in  the  different  quarters  of  the  town,  and,  provided  with  crowbars,  !  p™ 
axes,  and  spades,  went  in  companies  of  fifty  and  more  to  help  in  the  i  £ 
demolition.  Every  one  of  the  troops  had  contrived  to  get  a  band  of 
music,  and  the  work  began  with  cheering  and  singing.  Never  did  ^ 
men,  women,  and  children  work  harder  without  being  paid  for  it.  £ 

Not  the  last  among  the  workmen  were  the  monks  of  the  different  ,gjg 
religious  communities,  especially  the  mendicant  friars.  Capuchins,  f^f,  ^ 
Franciscans,  Ac.  Whole  monasteries  seemed  to  have  turned  out,  and  p^^,] 
went  lustily  to  work.  You  could  see  it  was  a  work  of  love,  or  rather  gjgg 
of  hatred.

The  Promised  Constitution. — Accounts  received  direct  from 
Naples,  of  the  26th  ult.,  state  that  it  was  after  a  long  conference 
with  his  uncles,  the  Count  d’ Aquila  and  Count  de  Trapani,  that  the 
King  came  to  the  decision  of  granting  liberal  institutions  to  his  people.

According  to  the  journals  of  Turin,  what  took  place  at  Naples  on 
the  proclamation  of  the  reforms  was  this : — On  the  26th  ult.  a  large 
crowd  (the  journals  allege  that  it  was  collected  by  the  police)  paraded 
the  streets,  crying,  “  Long  live  the  King !  Hurrah  for  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  1  ’’  But  the  mass  of  the  population  did  not  respond  to  the  de¬ 
monstration — not  a  oockade,  not  a  flag  was  to  be  seen,  and  at  night 
no  window  waa  lighted  up.

Me*3eouohton,  who  held  for  so  many  years  the  office  of  one  of 
the  metro^litan  police  magistrates,  died  on  tho  29th  ult.,  at  hia  resi¬ 
dence  in  Dorset  square,  in  his  seventy-ninth  year.  On  Wednesday 
the  27th  he  was  first  seized  with  the  malady  which  has  terminated 
his  existence,  and  which  was  an  attack  of  paralysis.  Aggravated 
symptoms  came  on,  which  left  no  hope  of  his  recovery,  and  he  gra¬ 
dually  sank  and  e»ire<l.  Mr  Broughton  was  for  some  years  one  of 
the  magistrates  of  Worship  street  police-court,  and  upon  the  death  of 
Mr  Rawlinson  he  was  appointed  to  Marylebone  Court,  where  he  re¬ 
mained  up  to  about  a  month  ago,  when  bo  resigned  hia  magisterial 
offi^  upon  a  pension.  It  is  only  due  to  the  memory  of  Mr  Brough¬ 
ton  to  say  that,  while  he  was  one  of  the  best  of  magistrates,  he  was  a

and  proceeded  hj  the  Pimlioo  Suapenaion  bridge,  through  Batteraea 
Park.  Wandaworth,  and  Wimbledon  Park  road,  and  reached 
Wimbledon  about  four.

Her  Mmeaty 
waa  received  on  her  arrival  by  the  Kigbt  Hon.  Sidney  Herbert,  M.P., 
the  Preaident  of  the  Association  ;  Lord  Elcho,  M.P.,  Chairman,  and 
aeveral  membera  of  the  Council.  Her  Majesty  and  the  Royal  Family 
having  taken  their  places  on  the  platform  in  front  of  the  dais,  the 
Minister  of  War  read  an  address,  from  which  we  make  the  following 
extract : — “This  force,  of  which  a  small  portion  had  recently  the 
honour  of  being  reviewed  by  your  Majesty,  has  sprung  from  the 
intuitive  loyalty  and  patriotism  of  your  Majesty's  people.  _  We  hope 
that,  wide  as  is  the  development  of  the  Volunteer  force,  it  may  yet 
attain  to  much  larger  proportions.  To  aid  in  this  development  and 
to  give  permanence  to  this  force  by  fostering  and  diffusing  a  taste  for 
riflo'shooting,  are  the  obiects  ot  the  National  Rifle  Association. 
These,  we  trust,  can  best  be  effected  by  establishing  a  ^at  annual 
meeting  for  competition  in  rifle-shooting  similar  to  the  Tir  Federal  of 
Switzerland,  where  every  two  years  prizes  to  the  value  of  10,000/. 
are  competed  for,  and  where  riflemen  from  the  different  cantons  meet 
together  in  friendly  rivalry.  The  use  of  the  longbow  and  the  cloth- 
yard  shaft  was  once  the  pastime  of  the  English  people,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  terror  of  England’s  foes.  The  spirit  which  animated 
our  fathers  still  lives  in  their  descendants.  The  National  Rifle 
Association  hope,  by  establishing  rifle-shooting  as  a  national  pastime, 
to  make  the  rifle  what  the  bow  was  in  the  days  of  the  Plantagenets-— 
the  familiar  weapon  of  those  who  stood  forth  in  the  defence  of  their 
country.”  Her  Majesty  made  the  following  reply : — “  I  receive  with 
sincere  satisfaction  the  sentiments  of  attachment  to  my  throne, 
person,  and  family,  which  have  been  expressed  by  the  president  and 
council  of  your  association ;  and  I  assure  you  that  I,  together  with  my 
Royal  Consort,  have  gladly  given  encouragement  to  a  body  whose 
object  it  is  to  render  permanent  an  armed  force,  limited  exclusively 
to  defensive  purposes,  and  founded  upon  voluntary  exertions. 
I  have  witnessed  with  pleasure  the  manner  in  which  the  ancieut 
fondness  of  the  English  people  for  manly  and  sylvan  sports  has  been 
converted  by  your  association  to  more  important  ends,  and  has  been 
made  an  auxiliary  instrument  for  maintaining  inviolable  the  safety  of 
our  common  country.”  Mr  Sidney  Herbert  then  read  an  address  to 


in  combination  with  the  purest  endowments  of  mind.  When  some 
dull  and  vapid  formalist  about  the  Court  at  Windsor  once  turned  up 
his  eyes  at  tbs  revolutionary  condescension  of  the  Queen,  who  in  the 
innooenoo  of  her  good  heart  sang  a  duet  with  her  devoted  servant,  the 
great  artiste  Lab^he,  a  wiser  one  of  the  same  set  remarks^  *  Do  not 
be  alarmed — Her  Majesty  can  afford  to  be  gracious.'  So  in  the  case 
of  Lord  Carlisle.  He,  without  any  deterioration  of  his  importance, 
may  safely  do  what  inferior  persons  have  neither  the  brains  nor  the 
good-nature  to  attempt,  ftnm  an  apprehension  of  their  importance 
being  endangered.  The  efforts  of  Lord  Carlisle  to  advance  the  oauw 
of  sanitary  science  by  his  active  and  liberal  support  of  public 

measure  in  that  directidn ;  nay,  even  his  muoh-ridieuled  visit  of  in¬ 
spection  to  a  large  mart  of  industry  about  to  be  thrown  open,  and  his 
condesc  snsion  in  wishing  success  to  the  enterprise — if  he  did  so  in  a 
glass  of  champagne,  adding  some  other  expressions  of  good  wishes 
which  the  tradesman,  proud  of  bis  honour,  thought  fit  ‘  to  put  in  a 
newspaper  ’ — these  little  characteristic  evidences  of  a  generous  nature 
on  the  part  of  Lord  Carlisle  are  not,  as  small  persons  like  his  assail¬ 
ants  think,  marks  of  inferiority  of  taste,  but  gratifying  evidence  of 
bis  consciousness  that  he  is  a  man,  and  that  nothing  incident  to 
human  interests  is  foreign  to  his  mission  as  the  ^vemor  of  this  coun¬ 
try.  We  therefore  only  speak  the  public  sentiment  that  the  gentle¬ 
men  who  have  scolded  Lord  Carlisle  have,  to  borrow  a  phrase  from  the 
law.  *  taken  nothing  by  their  motion.’  ” 

Th*  Oalwat  Postai.  Contract. — The  following  curious  state¬ 
ment  in  reference  to  the  final  fate  of  the  celebrated  Oalway  Lever 
subsidy  appears  in  the  Dublin  Evening  Post.  For  months  past  friend 
and  foe  of  the  contract  have  been  tacitly  preparing  for  a  catastrophe 
of  some  kind  or  another ;  whether  its  true  nature  is  correctly  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  Post  a  few  weeks,  if  not  days,  will  tell ;  “  A  rumour  of 
strange  import  is  abroad  in  reference  to  this  company — a  rumour  most 
startling  in  its  nature — and  one  well  calculated  to  rouse  the  energies 
of  those  interested  in  the  success  of  this  great  national  undertaking. 
It  is  confidently  stated  that  at  the  very  moment  when,  by  superhuman 
exertion,  this  line  has  been  fairly  started — at  the  very  moment  when, 
notwithstanding  strenuous  opposition,  the  Government  find  themselves 
almost  coerced  to  sanction  *  the  subsidy,*  an  arrangement  has  been  I 
concluded  fur  a  transfer  of  *  the  subsidy  ’  to  a  rival  company,  and  , 
that  this  sacrifice  is  not  only  countenanced  by  a  British  Parliament, ! 
but  urged  by  them  upo*^  the  dirt-ctors.  If  we  judge  the  Irish  pro¬ 
prietors  aright,  they  would  prefer  a  total  loss  of  their  capital,  in  en- 1 
deavouring  to  carry  out  the  project  in  its  integrity,  to  booming  the 
recipients  of  the  paltry  return  wbich  they  would  be  entitled  to  as  con-  > 
senting  parties  to  this  act  of  injustice.  It  may  not  l>e  too  late  to  j 
counteract  the  evil,  and  probably  mar  its  atcomplisbment;  but  a  mo¬ 
ment  should  not  be  lost  in  organizing  a  powerful  opposition.” 

The  London  Irish  Volunteers. — With  a  pardonable,  if  not 
commendable  spice  of  nationality,  an  “eye-witness”  of  the  Volunteer 
display  in  Hyde  park  thus  speaks  of  the  appearance  of  the  London 
Irish  brigade  :  “  Although  the  general  verdict  of  the  public  was  in 
favour  of  that  splendid  aggregation  of  etifans  perdm,  the  lawyers  of 
the  Inns  of  Court  regiment  (familiarly  and  suggestively  termed  ‘  the 
Devil’s  Own  ’},  our  Irishmen  stood  second  to  none  in  martial  bearing 
and  soldierly  promise.  The  singularly  foreign  appearance  of  the 
Irish  regiment — the  result  of  the  peculiar  cast  of  the  Celtic  physiog¬ 
nomy — was  very  striking.  The  *  Devil’s  Own  ’  may  be  better  drill^ 
for  the  present ;  the  London  Scotch  and  the  ‘  Robin  Hoods  ’  may 
have  more  milliuery  merit  and  more  picturesque  uniforms ;  but,  fur 
the  real  rudiments  of  a  regiment  of  go<^  soldiers,  our  Irish  volunteers 
need  yield  the  pat  to  none  other.  When  the  fighting  comes— if  it 
comes — we  know  what  the  Irish  can  do  then.  If  the  evil  day  comes 
— which  I,  for  one,  do  not  expect— when  Louis  Napoleon  is  to  take 
his  final  threshing  within  range  of  *  Big  Ben  ’  of  Westminster,  I 
know  where  the  London  Irish  will  be  then.  There  will  be  green 
plumes  dancing  and  bright  swords  fiasbing,  and  some  choice  rifle 
practice  going  on  somewhere  not  far  from  the  front  that  day.  I  saw 
rather  a  suggestive  sight  on  the  review  day.  One  of  the  finest  look- 


nun  who  used  his  influenoe,  in  every  way  in  which  he  could  direct 
it,  to  charitable  and  philanthropic  objects.  There  was  sc«rce1y  a 
metropolitan  charity  of  any  importance  which  he  did  not  support 
Sir  O.  Bowtbr,  Bart.,  died  at  Dresden  on  the  27th  uft,  aged 
seventy-seven.

was  severelv  wounded.  The  deceased  formerly  represented  Malmes¬ 
bury  and  Abingdon,  and  was  a  friend  and  supporter  of  Pitt  and  Can¬ 
ning.  He  is  succeeded  in  his  titles  and  estates  by  bis  eldest  son,  the 
member  for  Dundalk,  now  Sir  0.  Boiryer,  of  Radley  park,  Berks. 


Health  or  London-— The  deaths  registered  in  London  in  the 
week  that  ended  last  Saturday  were  1,001,  and  exhibited  a  slight  in¬ 
crease  on  the  number  (966)  returned  in  the  previous  week.  The 
births  registered  exceed^  the  deaths  by  731.  'The  deaths  by  zymotic 
diseases  were  197,  the  average  number  in  corresponding  wmes  cor¬ 
rected  fur  inorea^  population  is  274.  Under  this  head  an  included 
66  deaths  by  measles,  10  from  smallpox,  26  from  wbooping-oough, 
23  from  scarlatina,  and  8  from  diphtheria.  Fulmonarp  diseases,  ex¬ 
clusive  of  phthisis  and  whooping-cough,  were  fatal  in  130  oases; 
bronchitis  carrying  off  63,  and  pneumonia  49  persons.  118  persons 
died  from  affections  of  the  brain  and  nervoiu  system,  49  from  diseases 
of  the  heart,  and  66  from  diseases  of  the  digestive  organs.  Four 
nonagenarians  died  during  the  week ;  the  oldest  was  the  widow  of  a 
coachman,  who  had  attained  the  age  of  ninety-seven  years.  Last 
week  the  births  of  869  boys  and  872  girls,  in  all  1,731  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years 
1850-69  the  average  number  was  1,634.  The  thermometer  in  the 
shade  fell  to  its  lowest  point  on  Saturday,  48*8  deg.,  and  it  rose  to  its 
highest  on  Sunday,  74  0  deg.  The  range  of  the  week  was  therefore 
26*7  deg.  Rain  frll  every  day  during  the  week. 

'Thr  Free  Hospitals. — Metropolitan  Free  Hospital,  Devonshire 
square.  City  :  The  aggregate  number  of  patients  relieved  during  the 
week  ending  June  30  was — medical,  1,141;  surgical,  483  ;  total,  1,624; 
of  which  468  were  new  cases. — Royal  Free  Hospital,  Gray’s-inn 
road :  The  number  of  patients  relieved  at  this  hospital  during  the 
week  ending  June  30  was  2,686,  of  wbich  703  were  new  coses. — 
Great  Northern  Hospital,  King’s  cross:  Number  of  patients  fur  the 
week  ending  June  24,  843,  of  which  306  were  new  cases. — City  of 
London  Hospital  fur  Diseases  of  the  Cheat,  Victoria  park  :  The  num¬ 
ber  of  patients  relieved  at  this  institution  during  the  last  week  was 
979,  of  which  149  were  new  cases. 

State  or  the  River  Thaubs. — At  a  meeting  of  the  City  Court 
of  Sewers  on  Tuesday,  Dr  Letheby  reported  that  the  river  up  to  the 
present  time  has  not  been  offensive,  and  is  in  its  normal  condition. 
This  satisfactory  state  of  things,  he  savs,  has  evidently  been  obtained 
by  the  continuance  of  wet  weather.  In  the  month  uf  May  last  year 
the  total  rain-fall  in  London  was  but  two  inches  under  the  corre- 
^nding  month  of  this  year,  when  it  amounted  to  3*7  inches.  In 
June  last  year  it  was  barely  two  inches,  but  in  tne  three  weeks  of 
the  past  month  it  has  been  4  6  inches.  The  report  goes  on  to 
state  that  Dr  M ‘William,  of  her  Majesty’s  Customs,  has  so  recently 
inquired  into  the  effects  of  the  river  nuisance,  and  has  so  clearly 
shown  that  they  have  not  yet  produced  the  injury  wbich  was  antici¬ 
pated,  that  Dr  Letheby  considered  it  unnecessary  to  discuss  the  sub¬ 
ject  in  this  report,  and  he  says  it  is  evident,  happily,  that  some  con¬ 
dition  is  still  wanted  to  make  this  “  filthy  river  capable  of  generating 
cholera,  or  of  forming  a  soil  fit  for  the  germination  of  the  seeds  of 
that  disorder  when  introduced  into  it”  But  this  is  no  argument  for 
the  neglect  of  sanitary  precautiuns  or  for  disregarding  every  means 
fur  abating  the  noisome  condition  of  the  river ;  nor  is  it  a  reason  for 
temporising  with  the  mischief  by  resorting  tu  any  doubtful  expedient 
that  may  merely  serve  as  a  disguise  fur  the  nuisance.

There’s  a 
fine  moral  in  that,  believe  me.  This  volunteer  movement  is  a  far 
grander  matter  than  you  can  in  Ireland  conceive.  The  heart  of  the 
nation  is  in  it.  The  feeling  that  it  has  excited  is  not  ephemeral,  and 
is  not  confined  to  the  volunteers  themselves.  On  the  review  day  I 
studied  the  faces  and  the  bearing  of  the  populace  who  thronged  the 
streets  as  the  volunteers  marched  past  in  ever-varying  array,  and  I 
can  tell  you  I  saw  the  British  lion  wakening  up  awfully  in  the  eyes 
of  the  people.  The  fighting  element  is  not  dead — it  has  slept ;  but 
the  heavy  sleep  is  over.  Philosophise  as  we  may,  the  strong  rig  it 
arm  is  the  greatest  natural  fact  in  the  universe  ;  and  100,000  strong 
right  arms  of  Britain’s  best,  with  Enfield  rifies  in  them,  will  justify 
Gerald  Massey’s  spirit-stirring  strain — '  There’s  life  in  the  old  land 
yet.’  ” — The  Times. 


MILITARY  AND  NAVAL  INTELLIGENCE. 

The  Gbnbral  Staff — General  Knollys  resigned  the  Aldersbott 
command  on  Hond^,  in  which  he  was  succeed^  by  Sir  John  Pen- 
nefathsr.  Sir  O.  Wetberall  assumed  the  command  of  the  Northern 
district  on  Monday.  On  the  same  day  Major-General  Forster  assumed 
the  duties  of  Militaiy  Secretary  to  the  Uommander-in-Chief,  in  the 
room  of  Sir  Charles  Yorke,  on  whom  the  Grand  CroM  of  the  Bath  has 
been  conferred.  Sir  A.  Horsford  takes  General  Forster’s  place  as 
Deputy  Adjutant-General. 

War  with  China. — An  estimate  was  issued  on  Wednesday  of  the 
sum  required  to  be  voted  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  naval 
and  military  operations  in  China,  beyond  the  ordinary  grants  for 
army  and  navy  services,  for  the  year  1860-61;  including  a  repay¬ 
ment  of  443,896/.  to  the  Government  of  India,  for  advances  on  ac¬ 
count  of  former  expcdilions  to  China.  The  sum  in  question  is 
8,800,000/

away  with  the  great  demonstation  in  Hyde  Park  was  apparent 
on  Monday  by  the  vast  numbers  that  flocked  from  every  part 
of  the  metropolis  to  .view  the  first  great  shooting  match  arranged 
to  take  place  at  Wimbledon.  The  eastern  side  of  the  ground, 
and  a  portion  of  the  northern  and  southern  sides,  were  enclosed 
by  a  substantial  boarding,  which  extended  in  a  continuous  line 
for  more  than  three  miles,  admission  within  being  gained  by 
pedestrians  on  payment  of  balf-a-crown  each.  There  were 
separate  entrances  for  carriages.  The  flags  of  all  nations  floated 
gaily  within  the  enclosure  at  numerous  points,  that  of  France  being 
included  among  the  rest,  so  that  the  demonstration  was  thereby 
deprived  altogether  of  any  particular  significance  as  being  directed 
against  that  power.  The  targets  fur  ranges  of  600  yards  extended  in 
a  line  from  south-east  to  north-west.  They  were  twenty  in  number, 
arranged  in  pairs,  the  centre  of  each  ]wir  being  distant  eighty  yarda 
from  that  of  each  adjacent  pair,  while  the  centres  of  each  pair  of 
targets  was  thirty  yards  asunder.  Beyond  these,  and  in  a  line  ex¬

Lord  Carlisle  and  his  Assailants. — The  Evening  Post  con¬ 
tains  a  long  defence  of  Lord  Carlisle  from  the  attacks  of  the  member 
for  Donegal  and  others,  who  recently  brought  his  Excellency’s  ad¬ 
ministration  under  the  notice  of  the  House  of  Commons.  The  Post, 
inter  aUa,  observes :  “  The  scurrility  of  the  language  used  in  debate 
towards  Lord  Carlisle  has  excited  throughout  this  city — where  the 
noble  lord  is  much  better  known,  and  certainly  nut  leas  esteemed  than 
his  vituperators — no  other  feeling  than  disgust.  For  a  moment  there 
seemed  to  be  a  desire  to  resent  this  outrage  by  some  demonstration  of 
the  sentiments  of  those  among  whom  Lord  Carlisle  has  lived  for  so 
many  years  in  the  unostentatious  practice  of  the  kindliest  virtues  that 
can  adorn  a  man,  and  in  the  miut  of  troops  of  friends  who  would 
readily  make  hi*  quarrel  their  own ;  but  a  moment’s  consideration 
restrained  this  very  natural  desire  to  arraign  the  conduct  of  the  prying 
individuals  who  have  so  far  forgotten  themselves  as  to  peer  into  bis 
domestic  habits,  and  question  his  right  even  to  offer,  in  a  quiet  un¬ 
official  manner,  any  little  act  of  hospitality  to  certain  persons  ap¬ 
proaching  him,  who  came  recommend^  to  him  as  inaugurators  of  a 
aystem  of  humanity  entitled  to  the  most  unqualified  approval  of 
society,  or  as  graced  by  the  posaession  of  the  highest  gifts  of  genius

the  rifles  of  the  travellers,  though  they  had  taken  the  precaution  to 
provide  themselves  with  a  certificate  from  the  French  Consul-General 
in  Switzerland,  stating  the  reason  they  were  carried,  and  the  object 
of  the  journey.

It  waa  announced  on  the  ground  that  Mr  T.  Fairbairn  would 
give  as  a  prize  a  Whitworth  rifle,  to  be  shot  for  next  day  by  the 
Swiss  alone ;  the  contest  to  take  place  at  the  600  yards’  range,  five 
shots  to  each  person.  In  return  the  Swiss  give  a  Swiss  rifle,  to  be 
contended  for  exclusively  by  volunteers,  at  the  same  range.  The 
day  of  the  competition  is  not  fixed.  On  Wednesday  the  volunteers 
went  punctually  to  their  work,  and  continued  it  steadily;  from 
morning  till  dewy  eve  the  sharp  crack  of  their  rifles  was  heard  from 
the  line  of  firing  tents.  But  it  waa  not  a  day  of  many  decisive 
results ;  only  one  series  of  prizes  could  be  declared  as  gained,  and  that 
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the  Moond  on  the  liat.  The  firinc  wu  atopped  'irhen  atill  abort  of  I 
the  deoiaion  point,  and  many  of  the  tiea  for  the  Aaaoeiation  prizea 
had  to  be  determined  next  day.  The  following  fifteen,  how-ever, 
may  he  oonaidered  winners  of  priae  rifles Henry,  City  of  Edin¬ 
burgh,  17  points;  Sharpe,  9th  Sussex,  17;  Bainbrigge,  lat  West 
Yorx.

The 
prize  decided  was  that  given  by  Mr  Gye,  as  a  commemoration  of  the 
Volunteer  Ball  in  Covent-Garden  Theatre.  It  was  a  money  prize ; 
100/.  to  the  best  shot,  and  four  sums  of  25/.  to  the  next  highest 
number  of  points.  The  conditions  were — five  rounds  each  person, 
at  the  three  ranges  of  300,  500,  and  600  yards.  The  following  are 
the  names  of  the  winners : — Whomes,  4th  Kent,  20  points,  100/. ; 
Sandford,  St  George’s,  19,  25/.;  Robertson,  10th  Perth,  19,  25/.; 
Dove,  9ist  Lanark,  18,  25/.;  Murray,  let  Perth,  18,  26/.  The 
numlwr  of  the  prizea  was  increased  on  Wednesday  by  Miss  Coutts, 
who  offered  one  of  fifty  guineas,  open  to  all  comers,  with  any  descrip¬ 
tion  of  rifle ;  to  be  fired  from  a  rest  at  the  range  of  1,000  yards. 

The  firing  on  the  ground  commenced  on  Thursday  at  half-past 
nine  in  the  morning,  and  was  continued  till  sunset,  without  in¬ 
termission.  It  disposed  of  the  perplexing  ties  of  the  Volunteers  who 
shot  for  the  Association  prizes,  the  twenty  rifles,  and  made  complete 
the  list  of  the  twenty  second  best  shots,  who  win  the  right  of  compet¬ 
ing  for  the  Royal  prize  of  250/.,  which  will  make  (Saturday)  this 
day  the  Cup  Day ’’  of  the  meeting.  The  contest  for  the  several 
prizes  “  open  to  all  comers”  was  also  decided.  But  the  competition 
that  excited  most  interest  during  the  day  was  the  Swiss  match 
which  began  and  ended  with  one  innings.  The  prize  was  a  Whit¬ 
worth  rifle,  given  by  Mr  T.  Fairbaim.  The  range  was  500  yards, 
and  five  rounds  were  allowed  each  competitor.  In  this  match  the 
shooting  was  excellent,  and  drew  expressions  of  admiration  from  the 
most  skilful  graduates  of  the  School  of  Hytbe.  The  winner,  M. 
Thorel,  made  nine  points  in  his  five  shots.  A  few  only  of  the 
Swiss  used  their  own  rifles;  with  the  exception  of  three  or  fourj 
individuals,  the  competitors  used  the  Whitworth  ;  the  prize  was  1 
pained,  and  all  the  highest  numbers  of  points  were  made  with  it.  The  j 
Swiss  fully  appreciate  the  merits  of  the  English  rifle,  and  there  is  noJ 
doubt  the  prize  has  fallen  into  exceedingly  good  hands.  The 
following  ore  the  names  of  the  thirteen  who  competed :  Thorel, 
9 Points;  Von  Matt,  7  ;  Thormann,  6  ;  Roth,  6;  Van  Berchen,  5; 
Piece,  4  ;  De  Gendre,  4 ;  Knecht,  3  ;  Wessel,  3 ;  Cbessex,  3 ; 
Peter,  3  ;  Staub,  3  ;  Heil,  1.  The  list  of  winners  of  the  rifles  given  by 
the  Association  was  made  up  to  twenty  in  the  course  of  the  day. 
The  names  of  Plasket  (21st  Middlesex),  Wylie  (1st  Lanark),  and 
Blackburn  (Edinburgh)  were  added  to  the  highest  score.  The 
following  are  the  20  second-best  shots,  who  gain  a  qualification  to 
shoot  for  the  Queen’s  Prize  to-day ; — Owen,  Glamorgan,  13  points ;

At  600  yards — Rowland;  Wright;  Linley  ;  Holloway;  Saddler; 
Cocks,  11th  Middlesex ;  Hodder.  The  twenty-eight  winners  at 
these  four  ranges,  and  the  five  second-best  shots  at  each,  were  quali¬ 
fied  to  compete  for  the  Prince  Consort’s  prize  of  106/.,  for  the  silver 
cup  given  by  the  London  Rifle  Brigade,  and  a  rifle  given  by  Mr 
Smith.  For  these  three  prizes  the  distances  is  800,  900,  and  1,000 
yards.  The  shooting  for  Miss  Coutts’a  prize  of  50/.  commenced  on 
^ursdsy,  but  was  not  concluded.  It  was  for  all  comers,  with  any 
rifle,  firing  from  a  rest  at  1,000  yards.  The  rest  was  a  sandbag  on  a 
kind  of  tripod,  and  the  competitors  fired  sitting  or  crouching.  As  none 
of  the  rifles  were  sighted  for  this  long  range,  five  trial  shots  w'ere 
allowed  each  person  before  bennning  the  five  that  would  count. 
This  prolonged  the  contest  till  the  evening,  without  any  decision. 

In  consequence  of  the  time  required  for  the  competition  for  the 
50  guineas  given  by  Mies  Coutts,  it  was  determined  yesterday  to 
withdraw  that  prize.  Two  series  of  prizes,  seven  in  all,  were  opened 
and  decided  yesterday.  They  were  the  Prince  Consort's  prize  of 
100/. ;  the  Silver  Cup  given  by  the  London  Rifle  Brigade,  value  50 
guineas ;  and  a  rifle  given  by  Mr  Smith,  value  35/.  The  competition 
for  these  three  prizes  was  restricted  to  the  winners  of  the  “  all  comers” 
scries,  who  are  28  in  number,  and  to  the  20  second  best  shots  made 
in  that  contest.  There  were,  therefore,  48  competitors,  to  fire  10 
rounds  each,  at  the  three  longest  ranges,  800,  900,  and  1,000  yards. 
There  were  1,440  shots  fired  for  this  series  alone,  with  the  following 
results : — The  Piince  Consort’s  prize  of  100/.  was  gained  by  Captain 
R.  Lacy,  33rd  Infantry,  and  of  the  School  of  Musketry  at  Hythe. 
Captain  Lacy  made  22  points  at  the  three  ranges.  He  used  an  ordi¬ 
nary  Weatley  Richards  rifle,  the  barrel  of  which,  however,  is  on  Mr 
Whitworth’s  principle.  It  is  a  cheaper  weapon,  and  not  so  highly 
finished  os  the  Whitworth  rifles,  used  at  the  long  ranges.  Captain 
Lacy's  shooting  was  admitted  to  be  the  best  of  the  whole  week. 
The  second  prize  of  this  contest,  the  Silver  Cup  given  by  the  London 
Rifle  Brigade,  was  gained  by  Sergeant  Lawley,  of  the  2nd  Derbyshire 
Volunteers,  and  one  of  Lord  Vernon’s  gamekeepers.  He  made  18 
points.  The  third  prize,  the  rifle  given  by  Mr  Smith,  value  35/.,  was 
won  by  Mr  Peter,  one  of  the  Swiss  champions,  with  18  points.  In 
the  shooting  for  the  tie  Lawley  won.  The  next  series  of  prizes  were 
four  iu  number,  open  to  all  comers,  for  breech-loading  rifles  only,  not 
exceeding  101b  in  weight,  five  rounds,  at  the  long  ranges  of  800  and 
1,000  yards.  The  first  prize  was  50/.  given  by  his  Royal  Highness  the 
Dukeof  Cambridge ;  the  second,  third,  and  fourth,  30/.,  20/,  aud  1 1/.  1  Is., 
were  given  by  MrW.  Richards.  The  first  prize,  the  Duke  of  Cambridge’s 
50/.,  was  gained  by  M.  Knecht,  a  Swiss,  who  at  all  the  ranges  made  10 
points.  The  second  prize,  30/.,  was  won  by  Capt.  Lacy,  the  winner  in  the 
preceding  match.  He  made  9  points,  again  with  the  Westley  Richards 
rifle.  The  third  prize,  20/.,  was  won  by  Turner,  Ist  Berkshire,  8 
points;  and  the  fourth,  11/.  lls.,  by  Edwards,  4th  West  York,  8 
pointr.  Peter  in  this  contest  also  made  8  points,  but  on  the  shooting 
for  the  ties  Turner  and  Edwards  won.  The  Queen’s  prize,  of  260/., 
exclusively  for  volunteeni,  will  be  shot  for  this  day,  the  firing  to  com¬ 
mence  at  nine  a.m.  It  will  scarcely  be  decided  till  the  evening.  The 
firing  for  the  Duke  of  Wellington’s  prize  was  to  commence  at  8  a  m. 
The  rifle  offered  by  the  Swiss  as  a  prize  for  the  volunteers  only,  but 
excluding  the  forty  who  are  qualified  for  her  Majesty’s  prize,  will 
will  also  be  contended  for  this  day.  The  prizes  wul  be  presented  to 
the  winners  by  Mr  S.  Herbert,  the  President  of  the  Association,  on 
Monday,  at  the  Crystal  Palace.  Members  of  the  National  Rifle  As¬ 
sociation  will  be  admitted  free  to  the  great  fete  to  be  held  at  tbe 
Crystal  Palace  on  that  occasion  on  presentation,  at  the  doors, 
of  their  passes,  which  can  be  obtained  at  the  office,  Pallmall  East.

BDUCATIOy  IN  INDIA. 

Lord  Shaftesbury,  Lord  Ellenborough,  Lord  Harris,  and  Lord 
Derby  untreated  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  to  postpone  the  motion  of 
which  he  had  given  notice,  in  regard  to  the  exclusion  by  authority  of 
tbe  word  of  G^  from  the  course  of  education  afforded  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  colleges  and  schools  in  India, - Tbe  Duke  of  MARL¬ 

BOROUGH  declined  to  accede  to  the  suggestion,  as  the  number  of 
petitions  presented  in  favour  of  the  motion  and  the  interest  manifested 
in  it  throughout  tbe  country  would  not  justify  him  in  doing  so.  In 
proceeding  to  support  the  resolution  which  he  had  put  on  the  paper, 
he  quoted  at  considerable  length  the  rules  and  regulations  excluding 
tbe  Scriptures  from  the  schools  and  colleges  of  India,  and  protested 
against  tbe  maintenance  of  tbe  neutrality  on  which  the  present  system 
was  founded,  as  the  prolonged  continuance  of  it  would  render  a 
change  more  difficult  at  any  future  period,  and  in  the  meantime 
increase  the  number  of  those  brought  under  its  baneful  iufluence. 
He  might  be  told  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  alter  the  present 
system,  as  by  so  doing  be  would  be  acting  in  opposition  to  her 
Majesty’s  proclamation  ;  but  he  contended  that  the  adoption  of  such 
apian  as  he  advocated  would  not  interfere  in  the  slightest  degree  with 
the  religious  rites  and  worship  of  the  natives.  There  was  the  moat 
satisfactory  evidence  that  the  labours  of  tbe  missionaries  were  appreci¬ 
ated  by  the  natives,  and  if  they  could  only  be  convinced  of  the 
sincerity  of  tbe  British  government  to  promote  Christianity,  multi¬ 
tudes  would  gladly  seize  the  opportunity  of  making  themselves 
acquainted  with  thu  Scriptures.  The  introduction  of  the  voluntary 
STStem  would  meet  the  object  which  he  advocated,  the  attendance  on 
the  Bible  classes  being  dependant  on  the  will  of  the  pupils  and  tbe 
permission  of  their  parents.  Such  a  system  was  not  half  so  objection- ! 
able  as  that  of  grants  in  aid,  which  were  nothing  more  than  grants  , 
for  tbe  purpose  of  proselytizing,  regarded  with  distrust  by  the  native.*, ' 

and  full  of  peril  to  the  goreinnient  of  India. - Lord  BROUGHAM  i 

said  bu  felt  it  bis  painful  duty  to  move  tbe  previous  question,  which  I 
was  carried  ;  consequently  that  of  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  was 
lost.

some  discussion  it  was  arranged,  on  tbe  suggestion  of  Earl  GRAN¬ 
VILLE,  that  tbe  bill  should  be  read  a  second  time  on  the  under¬ 
standing  that  it  was  to  be  referred  to  a  select  committee.

THE  AMBASSADOR  FROM  SICTLY. 

The  Marquis  of  NORMANBY  called  attention  to  an  announcement 
in  tbe  Official  Gazette  of  Palermo  to  the  effect  that  a  representative 
hod  been  accredited  from  Sicily  to  tbe  Engltah  Court.  If  tbe  state¬ 
ment  were  true  tbe  individual  in  question  could  only  be  regarded  as 

the  agent  of  General  Garibaldi. - Lord  WODEHOUSE  said  the 

government  had  no  further  information  on  the  subject  than  that 
which  they  had  derived  from  tbe  ordinary  channels  of  intelligence. 

- Lord  BROUGHAM  observed  that  whatever  might  be  the  opinion 

of  the  noble  marquis,  999  out  of  every  1,000  Englishmen  regarded 
Garibaldi  as  a  man  who  was  well  entitled  to  he  represented  at  any 

Court. - The  Earl  of  ELLENBOROUGH  warmly  eulogised  the 

patriotic  motives  and  heroic  qualities  of  Garibaldi. - Lord  WODE- 

HOUSE  expressed  bis  entire  acquiescence  in  these  sentiments,  adding 
that  tbe  generosity,  moderation,  and  forbearance  of  the  conqueror  of 
Sicily  had  led  to  a  great  saving  of  human  life. 

On  tbe  order  for  the  third  reading  of  tbe  highland  roads  and 
bridges  bill.  Lord  REDESDALE  moved  an  amendment  that  it  be 

read  a  third  time  that  day  three  months. - On  a  division  the  motion 

was  negatived  by  35  to  33,  and  tbe  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and 
passed.

THE  DISTURBANCES  AT  ST  OBOROE’S-IN-THE-EAST. 

Jjord  DUNGANNON  called  attention  to  the  serious  riots  occuring 
in  tbe  parish  of  St  George’s-in-the-East,  more  especially  to  those 
I  which  took  place  on  the  Sundays  of  the  iHh  and  24th  of  June,  and 
I  inquired  whether  any  or  what  more  effective  measures  of  precaution 
I  were  to  bo  adopted  by  her  Majesty’s  government.  Tbe  riots,  he 
said,  were  now  no  longer  conOned  to  yelling  and  hissing;  assaults 
had  been  committed,  and  he  considered  it  highly  probable  that,  if 
j  proper  steps  were  not  taken  to  put  down  auch  disgraceful  proceedings, 

loss  of  life  would  be  the  ultimate  consequence  of  these  affrays. - 

!  Tbe  Bishop  of  LONDON  said  that  from  information  he  bad  received 
:  he  believed  that  the  riots  bad  not  been  lately  so  bad  inside  the  church, 
which  circumstance,  however,  he  was  Sorry  to  say  was  owing  to  the 
presence  of  a  large  body  of  tbe  police.  There  bad  great  difficulty 
i  in  dealing  with  the  question,  but  an  act  had  been  passed  during  the 
present  session  enabling  the  churchwardens  to  take  any  brawler  in  a 
church  before  a  justice  of  tbe  peace,  who  could  fine  him  51.,  or 
.  award,  in  default  of  payment,  two  mouths’  imprisonment,  which 
would  perhaps  remedy  the  evil.  Further  legislation  how- 
I  ever,  in  bis  opinion,  was  also  required  in  order  that  those 
who  were  the  cause  of  auch  riots  should  be  punished.  He 
'  was  informed  by  his  legal  advisors  that  the  sole  responsibility  of 
how  tbe  church  services  should  be  conducted  did  no^  as  was  sup¬ 
posed,  rest  with  tbe  clergy,  and  he  bad  therefore  issued  a  letter  to 
his  clergy  requiring  that  no  change  in  the  fittings  up  of  churches 
should  be  made  without  a  faculty  of  the  bishop’s  court.  He  trusted 
measures  would  be  taken  by  the  government  to  check  tbe  dU^acefuI 

promoters  of  these  riots. - Lord  GRANVILLE  stated  that  the 

government  had  done  all  in  their  power  to  suppress  these  riots  by 
placing  a  very  large  body  of  police  in  tbe  church,  who  would  conti¬ 
nue  to  keep  order  there  as  much  as  possible. - Tbe  LORD  CHAN¬ 

CELLOR  stated  that  tbe  Queen  in  ^uncil  bad  no  power  to  pass  an 
order  to  close  a  church.  Tbe  subject  then  dropped.— — Tbe  Bishop 
of  OXFORD  presented  a  petition  on  the  introduction  of  tbe  Bible 
into  tbe  government  schools  in  India,  and  urged  tbe  government  to 

repeal  the  measure  which  excluded  the  Bible  from  those  schools. - 

The  New  Zealand  bill  passed  through  committee.

AFFAIBS  OF  NAPLES. 

In  answer  to  Mr  H.  B.  Sheridan,  Lord  J.  RUSSELL  said,  it  was 
undoubtedly  true  that  there  was  a  party  amongst  the  Neapolitan 
Iszzaroni  who  were  opposed  to  all  reforms,  and  some  of  whom  be 
feared  bad  recently  attacked  and  wounded  Baron  Brenier,  the  French 


Ambassador  at  Naples.  He  also  stated  that  her  Majesty’s  Minister  at 
Naples  had  received  instructions  to  demand  assistance  from  our 
admiral  in  the  Mediterranean  for  tbe  protection  of  British  residents  in 
the  event  of  any  outbreak  of  the  lazzaroni. 

M.  THOUVBNBL’s  OB8PATCH. 

Sir  R.  PEEL  inquired  if  the  government  bad  replied  to  M. 
Thouvenel’s  last  despatch,  approving  of  the  flrst  of  the  three  proposals 
it  contained  for  referring  tbe  question  of  the  neutralised  territory  of 

Savoy  to  a  conference  of  European  powers. - Lord  J.  RUSSELL 

replied  in  the  affirmative,  and  added  that  Russia  had  given  a  similar 
answer. 

ADJOURNED  DKBATB  ON  THE  AMALGAMATION  OF  THE  INDIAN  ARMT. 

The  adjourned  debate  on  Mr  A.  Mills’s  amendment  oa  the  second 
reading  of  tbe  European  forces  (Indis)  bill,  to  defer  the  reading  for 

six  months,  was  resumed. - Mr  RICH  observed  that  the  question  at 

issue  was  whether  that  organization  of  the  European  army  in  India 
should  be  continued  which  had  subsisted  successfully  almost  from  the 
time  of  our  possessing  a  substantial  power  in  that  country,  or  tbe 
local  force  should  be  cashiered  and  superseded  by  her  Majesty’s  troops 
of  the  Line.  This  radical  change  might  be  wise  and  necessary ;  but 
the  question  was  a  moat  important  one,  and  the  measure  ought  to  be 
called  for  by  considerations  of  magnitude,  and  justified  by  the  opinions 
of  tbe  wisest  statesmen  and  the  deliberate  j  augment  of  the  doly  con¬ 
stituted  authorities.  But,  on  the  contrary,  the  Governor-General  of 
India  and  bis  Council  were  unanimous  against  the  measure  ;  so  were 
tbe  Council  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  and  the  late  Cabinet 
had  been  opposed  to  the  amalgamation  of  the  local  and  tbe  Queen’e 
regular  army.  The  whole  wei^t  of  conviction  was  in  favour  of  con¬ 
tinuing  a  local  force.  Even  tbe  Secretary  of  Statu  six  months 
ago  must  have  been  hostile  to  the  measure  he  now  proposed.  Mr 
Rich  discussed  the  objections  to  the  scheme  of  amalgamation  on  the 
one  hand,  and  thoee  allegcfl  against  the  maintenance  of  a  local  army 
on  the  other,  insisting  that  the  reasons  for  not  recruiting  this  army 
were  futile,  and  that  an  efficient  regular  force  of  80,000  men  could  not 
bo  maintained  in  India  without  deteriorating  the  general  body  of  the 

British  army. - Mr  TORRENS  considered  that  the  weight  of 

authority  was  in  favour  of  a  local  force,  and  that  the  remains  of  that 
force  now  in  Indis  afforded  a  nucleus  for  recruiting  a  local  army. 

Sir  DE  LACY  EVANS  complained  cf  the  manner  in  which  this 
important  quri  ion  had  been  brought  before  the  house,  without  the 
necessary  information.  From  the  portion  of  tbe  papers  recently  pro¬ 
duced,  the  question,  he  said,  wore  in  many  rcapecta  quite  another 
aspect,  especially  with  reference  to  the  opinions  of  Lord  Clyde  and  Sir 
W.  Mansfield,  and  the  insubordination  of  the  local  troops,  who,  be 
thought,  had  experienced  hard  measure.  They  had  been  imbued 
with  the  conviction  that  justice  waa  on  their  side.  The  alleged 
foundation  for  thia  Icgialative  measure  waa  the  bad  conduct  of  these 
troops ;  but  tbe  papers  hitherto  furnished  did  not  bear  out  the  plea. 
Tbe  house  bad  ^en  led  to  believe  that  the  whole  of  the  local  force 
had  disappeared,  and  that,  if  continued,  it  niuat  be  re-cieated ;  but  the 
remaining  local  troops  numbered  17,000,  and,  in  his  opinion,  so  large 
a  European  army  as  80,000  men  was  not  required  in  India— that 
50,000  or  60,000  would  be  sufficient.  A  most  important  point  was 
the  constitutional  question — the  Horse  Guards  question,  lie  had  no 
doubt  that  the  prospect  of  a  large  amount  of  the  military  patronage 
bad  something  to  do  with  the  change  that  bad  come  over  the  govern¬ 
ment.  In  conclusion,  be  observed  that,  if  the  measure  itself  were 
unexceptionable,  the  manner  in  which  it  had  been  introduced  would 
justify  the  house  in  rejecting  it.  He  moved  that  the  debate  be  ad¬ 
journed. - Mr  M.  MILNES  seconded  this  motion.  The  house,  he 

said,  was  totally  unable  to  decide  this  question  at  the  present  moment, 
and  till  it  bad  a  record  of  tbe  opinions  of  tbe  Indian  (Jouncil  he  should 
assist  in  arresting  the  progress  of  tbe  bill.  In  its  present  condition, 
and  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  our  Indian  empire  mi^ht  be 
secured,  be  thought,  mainly  by  a  local  force.  The  mutiny  in  that 
force  furnished,  in  bis  opinion,  an  insufficient  rea«on  for  abolishing  it; 
the  measure  must  rest  upon  the  question  whether  it  was  necessary 
largely  to  increase  the  European  force  in  India.  He  believed  the 
object  in  view  could  be  obtained  bv  a  well-organized  and  well  disci¬ 
plined  local  force. - Colonel  DUNNE  argued  that  a  scheme  for  the 

amalgamation  of  the  two  armies  should  be  presented  to  tbe  bouse  in 

a  complete  shape. - Mr  AYRTON  said  now  the  papers  were  before 

the  bouse,  which  put  the  subject  in  the  most  clesr,  concise,  and  full 
light,  he  could  understand  why  Sir C.  Wood  had  changed  bis  opinion. 
It  bad  never  been  underatuod  that  he  was  formally  to  consult  bia 
Council ;  be  bad  obtained  from  them  all  tbe  information  he  deaired, 
but  he  had  acted,  at  it  was  intended  be  abould  act,  upon  his  own  re¬ 
sponsibility.  The  mode  in  which  this  measure  was  introduced  bad 
been  objected  to  ;  there  should  be  a  perfect  scheme,  it  waa  said ;  but 
it  was  unnecessary  for  the  bouse  to  have  all  the  detaila  before  it. 
Many  objections  to  tbe  proposed  change  were  founded  upon  mere 
suppositions  of  some  wrong  going  to  be  perpetrated.  He  j^ustified  the 
change ;  the  conduct  of  tbe  local  troops,  be  contended,  bad  been 
mutinous,  and  evidence  of  their  indiscipline  was  upon  record.  The 
change  would  operate  no  injuir  to  tbe  officers ;  and  as  to  the  ob¬ 
jection  that  officers  could  not  m  induced  to  remain  in  India,  he 
insisted  that  they  would  remain  or  return  according  to  tbe  induce¬ 
ments  held  out  to  thoni.  He  believed  that  if  the  present  system  of  a 
local  service  and  a  general  service  were  to  go  on  for  some  years,  the 
result  would  be  most  injurious  to  the  condition  of  the  local  officers, 
and  that  the  proposed  change  would  conduce  to  their  general  interests. 
The  bugbear  of  tbe  Horso  Guards  bad  been  conjured  up  ;  but  he  did 
not  believe  in  the  power  of  tbe  Horse  Guards  to  do  all  tbe  mischief 
that  was  supposed.  It  waa  very  much  at  tbe  command  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  for  War,  and  in  India,  so  far  from  its  |Mwer  being  en¬ 
hanced,  it  would  rather  be  diminished.  He  believed  that  tbe 
maintenance  of  a  local  force  would  raise  up  local  prejudices  and  local 

views,  which  would  become  paramount  to  other  considerations. - 

Mr  H.  SEYMOUR,  after  replying  to  the  concluding  remark  of  Mr 
Ayrton,  explained  tbe  reasons,  including  the  mutilated  state  of  some 
01  the  papers,  why,  in  bis  opinion,  the  house  should  not  be  then 
asked  for  a  vote  on  this  question.  His  great  objection  to  tbe  bill,  he 
said,  waa  that  it  really  transferred  tbe  government  of  India  from 
Calcutta  to  London  and  the  Horse  Guards,  in  diametrical  opposition  to 
the  opinions  of  the  highest  Indian  authorities.  The  patronage  of  tbe 
Horse  Guards  must  be  increased  by  the  change,  and  the  bouse  ought 
to  know  what  the  increase  would  be,  and  tbe  extent  of  tbe  limitation 
to  be  put  upon  the  Governor-General’s  power.  If  the  arpiments  for 
and  against  a  local  army  were  equally  balanced,  the  wisest  course 

was  to  leave  thinn  as  they  were. - Mr  GREG80N  observed  that 

tbe  conflict  of  authorities  and  of  opinions  upon  this  question  rendered 
it  difficult  to  come  to  any  oonclnaion.  Upon  tbe  whole  be  thought 
tbe  two  armies  ought  to  be  amalgamated,  but  be  hoped  that  indu^ 
ments  would  be  held  out  to  officers  to  remain  in  India  and  to  acqum 
the  native  langua^.— Sir  F.  SMITH  remarked  that  thequeation 
involved  three  pointa— expenee,  efficiency,  and  discipline.  Thero 
was  nothing  to  snow  that  any  great  economy  would  result  from  the 
abolition  of  tbe  local  army ;  on  the  contrary,  the  expense  would 
increased.  With  regard  to  efficiency,  tbe  local  army  sent  into  the 
field  more  men  in  proportion  to  its  number  than  the  Line,  and,  aa  to 
discipline,  he  reed  teetimony  which  showed  that  the  reports  of  the 
indiscipline  of  the  local  army  were  unfounded.  He  hoped  that, 
looking  at  the  finanoee  of  India,  means  would  be  taken  to  keep  down 

the  European  force. - Colonel  SYKES,  in  onpoeition  to  the  bill, 

made  a  running  commentary  of  considerable  len^h  upon  the  argu¬ 
ments  put  forward  in  its  support,  classed  under  nine  or  ten  heai^ 
urging  various  reaaona  in  favour  of  a  i^rmanent  European  army  in 
India,  wbi^  he  said,  might  be  recruited  to  30,000  men  without 
touching  the  reeouroes  of  the  Royal  army.— —Major  PARKER, 
having  been  a  Se^y  officer,  thought  the  demand  for  European  troopa 
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m  India  bad  been  rorj  much  ezag^rated,  and  that  a  smaller  num¬ 
ber  than  that  proposed,  quarter^  in  bealtbj  cantonments,  would 

suffice. - Sir  C.  WOOD  maintained  that  tbe  papers  cow  produced 

had  confirmed  the  statement  be  bad  made  in  introducing  tbe  bill,  and 
be  proceeded  to  notice  and  answer  the  objections  made  in  the  course 
of  the  ^bate,  vindicating  himself  from  the  charge  of  inconsi^ncj 
founded  upon  his  speech  last  veer,  and  justifying  bis  exclusion  of 
certain  passages  in  ooofidential  le^rs  included  in  the  papers  laid 
before  the  bouse.  He  bad,  be  said,  oommunioated  fully  and  freely 
upon  Um  subject  of  the  Jooal  armr  with  the  members  of  the  Council ; 
but,  the  question  being  one  which  the  Secretary  of  State  could  not 
decide  himself,  it  had  received  the  decision  of  the  Cabinet,  which  had 
resolved  that  a  bill  should  be  brought  in.  Tbe  matter  had,  therefore, 
not  come  before  tbe  Council  in  such  a  shape  as  to  entitle  them  to 
record  their  opinions.  Resolutions  of  the  members  had  been  placed 
in  bis  bands,  but  the  Cabinet  bad  determined  that  they  oould  not  be 
received.  He  would,  nevertheless,  give  the  Council  an  opportunity 
to  record  them ;  and  then  they  might  be  produced.  He  reiterated 
his  statements  as  to  the  expense  of  the  projected  change,  the  supply 
of  officers,  and  other  disputed  points,  observing  that  be  nad  not  beard 
any  arguments  which  bad  changed  his  opinion.— —Tbe  motion  to 
adjourn  the  debate  was  negatived,  and  the  bouse  having  divided  upon 

the  amendment,  it  was  likewise  negatived  by  282  to  63. - The  Dill 

was  then  read  a  second  time.

Colonel  LINDSAY  moved  for  a  select  committee  to  inquire  into 
and  report  upon  tbe  claims  of  seven  major-generals  to  the  pay  of 
general  officers,  who  are  now  receiving  only  the  half-pay  of  brevet 
majors,  and  who  accepted  substantive  rank  upon  half-pay  upon  the 
terms  and  engagements  contained  in  the  Horse  Guards  memorandum 
of  tbe  26th  day  of  March,  1826,  and  general  of  tbe  25th  day  of  April, 

1826. - Colonel  NORTH  seconded,  and  General  BERKELEY 

supported,  the  motion. - Mr  S.  HERBERT  said  that  this  was  a 

question  of  bargain,  and  if  the  claim  was  a  just  one  it  ought  to  be 
admitted.  But  he  bad  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  terms  of  the 
bargain  under  which  tbe  officers  in  question  accepted  their  rank  did 

not  entitle  them  to  the  pay  of  generals. - General  PEEL  said  that

CADBTSHIPS  ly  THB  BOTAL  NAVY. 

Mr  ESMONDE  moved  fur  a  select  committee  to  inquire  into  the 
present  system  of  nomination  to  cadetships  in  tbe  royal  navy.— - 
Lcfrd  C.  PAGET  said  he  had  not  heard  that  any  complaint  was  made 
against  the  Admiralty  for  the  mode  in  which  cadets  were  appointed 
to  tbe  nav^.  He  was  in  favour  of  a  limited  system  of  competition 
for  cadetibips,  but  it  was  found  that  an  examination  of  boys  of  twelve 
years  was  hardly  a  test  of  their  fitness  for  the  service.  A  system  of 
competition  for  cadetships  in  the  marines,  who  were  generally  older 
than  the  naval  cadets,  bad  been  established,  and  if  it  should  be  found 
to  answer,  it  might  Im  extended  to  the  navy.  Three-fourths  of  tbe 
nominations  for  cadetships  were  given  to  the  sons  of  naval  officers  as 

a  reward  for  the  services  of  their  fathers. - Mr  LINDSAY,  in 

reference  to  tbe  mode  in  which  the  Admiralty  exercised  their  patron¬ 
age  of  naval  cadetships,  said  he  had  made  two  applications  on  public 
grounds  for  an  iwpointment  for  a  son  of  tbe  distinguished  General 
Neill.— Mr  WHITBREAD  said  that  tbe  only  ground  which  tbe 
mover  of  tbe  committee  went  on  was  that  he  wanted  to  know  bow 
the  nominations  were  made ;  but  no  complaint  was  made  against  the 
system,  or  of  its  being  abus^.— After  a  brief  discussion,  on  a  divi¬ 
sion  the  motion  was  rejected  bv  81  to  24. 

After  oertain  bills  bad  been  Wught  in,  the  house  went  into  com¬ 
mittee  on  tbe  attorneys  and  solicitors  bill,  but  was  counted  out.

HIGHWAYS  BUX. 

On  the  motion  for  tbe  second  reading  of  this  bill,  Mr  HODGKIN- 
BON  moved  its  rejection,  urging  against  it  its  centralising  character, 

which  had  rendered  it  genermly  unpopular. - Tbe  measure  was 

supi^rted  by  Mr  K.  Seymer,  Mr  D^ea,  Mr  Walter,  and  Sir  W. 
Jolliffe ;  and  opposed  by  Mr  Freeland,  Mr  Knight,  Mr  Barrow, 

Colonel  W.  Patten,  and  Mr  Cayley. - Sir  G.  C.  LEWIS  defended 

the  hill,  the  principle  of  which  bad  been  in  operation  in  six  counties 
of  South  Wales,  and  the  system  which  had  been  there  established 
bad  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily ;  while  in  its  details  the  present 
bill  was  an  improvement  on  the  law  which  regulated  the  roads  in 
Wales,  and  it  surolied  the  deficiencies  which  were  felt  in  the  system 
there.— ’Mr  HENLEY  opposed  the  bill,  believing  that  it  would 
not  secure  the  services  of  skilful  officers,  and  would  increase  the 
burdens  of  the  ratepayers.  He  also  objected  to  its  centralising  ten¬ 
dency. - On  a  division,  tbe  second  reading  was  carried  by  203  to  120 


Thursday,  July  6. 

THB  ISLAND  OF  SAN  JUAN. 

In  reply  to  a  qi^tion  from  Mr  Williams,  Lord  J.  RUSSELL  said 
that  the  orders  given  by  General  Harney,  the  commander  of  the 
United  States  troops  in  the  island  of  San  Juan,  were  in  total  contra¬ 
diction  to  his  instructions,  and  that  it  was  the  intention  of  his  govern¬ 
ment  to  recall  him. 

NAPLBS. 

Colonel  STUART  asked  the  Secretary  for  foreign  affairs  whether 
her  Majesty’s  government  had  taken,  or  were  prepared  to  take,  any 
■taps  in  concert  with  the  French  government,  to  prevent  the  bombard¬ 
ment  of  Naples  by  tbe  king’s  troops,  in  the  event  of  General  Gari¬ 
baldi's  suddenly  occupying  that  city  as  he  did  Palermo. - Ijord  j. 

RUSSELL  replied  that  after  the  bombardment  of  Palermo  her  Ma- 
jesfy’s  government  had  considered  what  course  they  should  adopt  if 
■im^r  disasters  were  to  occur  at  Messina  and  Naples.  Feeling,  bow 
ever,  that  any  action  which  they  might  take  by  force  of  arms  would 
be  a  direct  interference  with  the  civil  and  internal  affairs  of  another 
state,  they  had  refrained  ftnm  giving  orders  to  the  naval  commander 
OB  the  station  to  act  by  force,  but  they  had  addressed  a  strong  remon- 
atrance  to  the  government  of  the  king  of  Naples,  and  be  was  happy  to 
aay,  from  information  received  that  day  from  the  British  minister  at 
the  court  of  Naples,  it  was  not  probable  that  any  further  sacrifice  of 
human  life  would  take  place,  as  his  Majesty  had  proclaimed  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  1848,  and  had  promised  that  the  elections  should  take  place 
in  September  next. 

TAX  BOXB  AND  THB  FBIVII.BOBS  OF  PAaLIAMBNT. 

Lord  PMiMERSTON  then  moved  the  following  resolutions  : — 1. 
That  tbe  right  of  granting  aids  and  supplies  to  ^e  Crown  is  in  tbe 
Commons  alone,  as  an  essential  part  of  their  oonstitutioa ;  and  the 
limitation  of  all  such  grants,  as  to  the  matter,  manner,  measure,  and 


jealousy,  as  affecting  the  right  of  the  Commons  to  grant  the  supplies 
and  to  provide  the  ways  and  means  for  the  service  of  the  yesr.  3. 
That,  to  guard  for  the  friture  against  an  nndue  exercise  of  that  power 
by  the  Lords,  and  to  secure  to  the  Commons  their  rightful  control 
over  taxation  and  supply,  this  House  has  in  its  own  hands  the  power 
so  to  impose  and  remit  taxes,  and  to  frame  hills  of  supply,  that  tbe 
right  of  tbe  Commons  as  to  tbe  matter,  manner,  measure,  and  time 
may  be  maintained  inviolate."  The  question  at  issue,  he  said,  involved 
considerationa  of  the  utmost  constitutional  importance,  and  that  tbe 
occasion  was  one  which  would  take  a  prominent  rank  among  our  Par- 
liamentaiy  proceedings.  He  gave  a  slight  historical  sketch  of  the 
growth  of  the  Britisb  legislature.  Each  branch  possessed  its  separate 
independent  authority,  co-operating  in  harmonious  action.  The  Com¬ 
mons’  House,  however,  claimed  particular  privileges  in  regard  to  cer¬ 
tain  subjects  I  they  claimed  the  right  of  determining  matters  con¬ 
nected  with  the  taxation  of  the  people.  But  though  the  Commons 
denied  to  the  other  House  the  right  of  originating  or  amending  such 
measures,  the  Lords  bad  claimed  the  power  to  reject.  In  the  present 
case  tbe  hill  rejected  by  the  Lords  was  a  measure  for  tbe  repeal  of 
taxation,  and  there  were  thirty  six  precedents  upon  which  they  rested 
their  claim  to  reject  such  bills  There  was,  indeed,  a  distinction  be¬ 
tween  those  precedents  and  the  present  case,  in  which  tbe  tax  repealed 
was  part  of  a  combined  financial  scheme  for  the  year,  and  the  rejection 
of  tbe  bill  altered  and  deranged  tbe  whole  bearing  of  the  arrange¬ 
ment.  At  tbe  same  time,  looking  broadly  at  the  matter,  he  did 
not  think  that,  if  the  House  of  Commons  had  determined  that 
a  certain  amount  of  taxation  should  be  repealed,  and  had  sent 
up  a  bill  to  the  other  House,  the  Lords  would,  judging  from  what 
bad  happened  on  other  occasions,  have  rejected  it.  If  he  believed 
that  they  bad  intended  to  take  the  first  step  in  a  financial 
scheme,  it  would  become  that  House  to  take  the  means  in  their 
power  to  defeat  and  frustrate  that  intention ;  but  till  the 
House  bad  proof  of  such  an  intention,  they  should  not,  unless 
driven  to  it,  ei  ter  into  a  confiict  with  the  House  of  Lords,  i 
Had  tbe  Lords  no  encouragement  to  take  tbe  course  they  had  adopted  ? 
In  tbe  House  of  Commons  the  second  reading  of  tne  paper  duty 
repeal  bill  was  carried  by  a  majority  of  fifty-three ;  and  it  the  bill 
had  gone  up  to  the  other  house  backed  by  that  majority,  he  believed 
the  Lords  would  have  passed  it.  But  during  tbe  interval  between 
the  second  and  third  readings,  the  opinion  of  the  Commons  appeared 
to  have  undergone  a  considerable  alteration ;  the  majority  of  fifty- 
three  had  dwindled  to  nine.  The  Lords  could  not  overlook  this 
change,  and  they  might  think  it  wise  to  give  the  Commons  time  for 
reconsideration.  Tbe  vote  at  which  the  Lords  bad  arrived  was  in 
his  opinion  directed  more  against  the  financial  arrangements  of  the 
government  than  against  the  principle  involved  in  tbe  repeal  of  tbe 
paper  duty.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  regard  being  had  to 
events  which  bad  recently  arisen,  he  thought  the  house  ought  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  declaration  of  its  own  power  and  privileges.  If  tbe 
bouse  really  was  of  opinion  that  the  Lords  were  about  to  interfere 
with  its  constitutional  functions,  then  he  was  sure  they  would  resist 
any  such  infringement  of  their  rights, not  by  entering  upon  a  scolding- 
match  or  by  impotent  words,  but  by  action,  which  they  would  not  be 
slow  in  discovering  the  means  of  taking.  Tbe  resolutions  which  he 
had  laid  upon  tbe  table  were,  he  thought,  sufficient  to  establish  their 
rights.  After  what  bad  passed,  it  would  not  have  been  decent  for 
the  house  to  remain  silent ;  on  the  other  hand,  he  did  not  think  they 
would  raise  themselves  in  the  estimation  of  the  country  if  they  had 
placed  themselves  in  an  attitude  of  hostility  against  the  other  branch 
of  the  legislature.  He  advised  the  house,  therefore,  as  the  most 
dignified  course,  to  be  satisfied  with  a  declaration  of  their  constitu* 
tional  privileges  ;  and  be  concluded  by  moving  tbe  first  resolution : 
“  That  the  right  of  granting  aids  and  supplies  to  the  Crown  is  in  tbe 
Commons  alone,  as  an  essential  part  of  their  constitution ;  and  tbe 
limitation  of  all  such  grants,  as  to  the  matter,  manner,  measure,  and 

time,  is  only  in  them." - Mr  COLLIER  (who  had  given  notice  of  an 

amendment  to  tbe  resolutions  of  tbe  noble  lord)  said  that  as  there 
was  a  general  wish  that  the  resolutions  should  ^  agreed  to  unani¬ 
mously,  he  would  withdraw  his  motion.  He  then  proceeded  to 
analyse  the  report  of  tbe  committee  on  precedents,  and  in  tbe  course 
of  his  observations  animadverted  with  much  severity  upon  the  vote  of  j 
the  House  of  Lords,  which  he  declared  to  be  unprecedented,  and  an  j 
interference  with  the  rights  of  the  Commons  to  regulate  taxation ' 
never  before  attempted.  He  warned  tbe  house  that  if  they  allowed  | 
the  Lords  to  interfere  in  matters  of  taxation,  they  would  surrender  \ 
their  most  ancient  and  cherished  privileges,  and  justly  expose  them-  : 

selves  to  the  contempt  of  the  country, - Mr  CONINGHAM  entered  ' 

his  protest  against  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  the  government,  > 
and  recommended  tbe  bouse  not  to  concur  in  placing  unmeaning 
platitudes  upon  the  records  of  the  house.  It  was  barking  when 

there  was  no  intention  to  bite. - Mr  SCULLY  approved  of  the 

resolutions,  and  thou^t  that  tbe  house  could  not  do  better  than  adopt 

them. - Mr  LEATHAM  condemned  the  policy  of  tbe  government 

in  submitting  to  tbe  dictation  of  the  House  of  Lords.  He  reminded 
the  house  that  if  they  did  not  resent  this  attempt  to  interfere  with  its 
constitutional  privileges  in  matters  of  taxation,  tbe  symbol  of  its  autho¬ 
rity  on  tbe  table  would  again  become  a  “  bauble.” - Mr  OSBORNE 

said  that  tbe  house  was  placed  in  a  very  humiliating  position,  as 
although  the  Lords  might,  as  a  matter  of  common  sense,  have  been 
right  in  rejecting  the  bill  for  repealing  the  paper  duty,  they  had 
strained  their  prerogative  beyond  tbe  limits  of  tbe  constitution,  and 

the  Commons  had  not  resented  it  by  action. - Mr  JAMES  observed  i 

that  it  was  not  bis  intention  (as  previously  announced)  to  move  tbe 
addition  of  words  expressive  of  the  determination  of  the  house  to 
assert  its  power,  as  he  would  throw  the  whole  responsibility  upon 
the  government,  which  had  recommended  the  house  to  arrive  at  so 

lame  and  impotent  a  conclusion. - Tbe  CHANCELLOR  of  tbe 

EXCHEQUER,  after  reproaching  the  opposition  with  being  silent 
partisans  of  a  gigantic  innovation,  said  he  could  not  refuse  his  assent 
to  tbe  resolutions,  because  they  contained  a  mild  and  temperate,  but 
a  firm  declaration  of  the  rights  of  the  House  of  Commons.  The  vin¬ 
dication  was  a  good  and  sound  vindication ;  but  the  house  had  a 
right  to  vindicate  its  privileges  by  action,  and  ho  reserved  to  him¬ 
self  an  entire  freedom  so  to  vindicate  them.  Mr  Collier  had  gone 
through  tbe  list  of  pretended  precedents,  and  had  shown  that  there 
was  not  a  rag  or  shred  of  authority  for  the  claim  put  forth  by  the 
House  of  Lords.  The  course  of  the  precedents  was  entirely  adverse 
to  the  pretension  of  that  house  to  interfere  with  the  taxing  function 
of  tbe  Commons,  none  of  whose  privileges  were  not  essentially 
violated  by  the  act  of  the  Lords.  He  wanted  to  know  whether  tbe 
power  of  review  exercised  by  tbe  House  of  Lords  in  other  matters  of 
legislation  was  to  be  extended  to  finance  ?  Whether  tbe  financial 
errors  of  tbe  Commons  were  liable  to  be  corrected  by  the  Lords  ? 


mittee.  He  accused  tbe  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  of  making  an 
attack  upon  tbe  constitution,  and  if  it  was  desired  to  strip  the  ^use 
of  Lords  of  ^  right  they  had  exercised  he  asked  a  deouion  of  the 
question  whether  we  were  to  continue  to  live  under  that  constitution, 
or  whether  it  was  to  be  revolutioniBod.— — -jUird  FERMOY  said  the 
liberal  party,  reserving  to  themselves  tbe  right  to  ^e  other  steps, 
thought  they  were  not  abandoning  their  principles  in  allowing  these 
resolutions  to  pass.  But  he  did  not  approve  the  sp^ch  of  Lord  Pal¬ 
merston,  to  wnich  that  of  the  Chancellor  of  tbe  Exchequer  was,  he 
thought,  a  complete  and  convincing  answer.  He  denied  that  there 
was  a  single  case  in  which  the  Lords  had  rejected  a  bill  purely  finan¬ 
cial  sent  to  them  by  the  Commons. - Mr  DILLWYN  believed  that 

tbe  object  of  tbe  Lords  in  what  they  had  done  was  to  dictate  to  the 
country  who  should  govern  it.'  -—Sir  J.  TRELAWNY  said  he 
would  not  support  the  resolutions.  If  there  had  been  an  invasion  of 
their  privilems,  the  house  ought  to  vindicate  them  by  action.— —Mr 
RICARDO  did  not  accept  the  resolution  as  a  settlement  of  this 
question,  and  hoped  the  house  would  have  an  opportunity  to  express 

an  opinion  upon  the  constitutional  point. - Sir  C.  DOUGLAS 

considered  that  if  these  resolutions  were  adopted  it  would  be  beneath 
the  diraity  of  the  house  not  to  take  the  action  which  ought  to  follow, 
and  which  had  been  indicated  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 

- Mr  BUTT  said  in  voting  for  the  resolutions  he  did  not  consider 

them  as  conclusive,  and  the  third  resolution  pledged  the  bouse  to 
further  action,  **  to  raard  for  the  future  agaiust  an  undue  exercise  of 
the  power  exercised  by  the  Lords.”  He  should  vote  for  the  present 
resolution  because  he  believed  tbe  Lords  had  infringed  the  privileges 

of  the  Commons. - Sir  J.  SHELLEY  thought,  if  the  house  stopped 

at  the  resolutions,  which  were  weak  and  impotent,  it  would  dis¬ 
appoint  the  just  expectations  of  persons  out  of  doors. - Mr  STANS- 

F ELD  said  the  only  fault  he  found  with  the  resolutions  was  that  the 
concluding  one  did  not  explicitly  point  the  moral  of  the  tale ;  but  he 
excepted  to  the  speech  of  Lord  Palmerston,  who,  he  thought,  had 
abandoned  the  constitutional  right  of  that  house.  There  was  no 
doubt  of  the  legal,  technical  right  of  the  Ijords  to  refuse  their  assent 
to  any  bill ;  the  only  question  was  as  to  the  constitutional  exercise 
of  the  right,  and  he  denied  their  constitutional  right  to  refuse  their 
assent  to  a  money  bill  part  of  a  budget.  Tbe  rejection  of  tbe  paper 
duty  repeal  bill  was  a  claim  to  revise  tbe  budget,  to  perpetuate  a  tax 
against  the  assent  of  the  representatives  of  the  people,  and  thereby  to 
increase  the  supply  asked  by  the  Crown.  The  question  was 
whether  the  house  would  consent  to  such  a  claim.  — —  Mr 
DISRAELI  offered  to  Ijord  Palmerston  the  sincere  tribute 
of  his  adhesion  to  the  patriotic  speech  by  which  he  had  in¬ 
troduced  the  resolution.  He  bad  acknowledged,  on  the  part 
of  her  Majesty’s  government,  that  the  course  taken  by  the 
House  of  Lords  with  reference  to  the  paper  duty  bill  was  justified 
and  authorised  by  the  state  of  the  law.  If  this  was  the  case  there 
was  an  end  at  once  of  the  question  as  to  tbe  privileges  of  tbe  House 
of  Commons.  A  privilege  that  could  not  be  asserted  ceased  to  be  a 
privilege,  and  was  only  a  pretence.  But  he  had  confessed  that  tbe 
I  act  of  the  Lords  was  not  only  justified  by  law,  but  sanctioned  by 
policy.  Was  that  conduct,  be  asked,  which  the  house  was  called 
upon  to  condemn  After  an  examination  of  the  three  resolutions  in 
connexion  with  the  financial  policy  of  the  government,  he  declared 
that  be  saw  nothing  to  object  to  in  them  \  they  embodied,  be  said,  his 
own  views  ;  and  he  complained  that  he  and  his  party  should  be  ex¬ 
posed  to  an  attack  from  the  Chancellor  of  tbe  Exchequer  because  they 
supported  her  Majesty’s  government.  Adverting  to  the  three  amend¬ 
ments,  of  which  notice  had  been  given  and  which  had  been  with¬ 
drawn,  notwithstanding  that  the  resolutions  had  been  stigmatised  as 
lame  and  impotent,  he  commented  in  a  vein  of  humorous  satire  upon 
the  inconsistent,  incoherent,  and  absurd  course  taken  by  tbe  authors 
of  the  amendments.  In  conclusion,  he  gave  his  cordial  assent  to  tbe 
resolution,  which,  in  his  opinion,  expressed  a  temperate  and  wise 
course  on  the  part  of  tbe  house,  and  had  been  proposed  in  a  spirit 

suited  to  the  occasion. - Lord  J.  RUSSELL,  while  he  expressed 

his  gratitude  to  Mr  Disraeli  for  the  support  he  bad  given  to  tbe  go¬ 
vernment,  desired  to  vindicate  Lord  Palmerston  from  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  which  he  bad  put  upon  his  speech,  and  which  tbe -words  would 
not  bear.  Lord  Palmerston  had  admitted  tbe  technical  and  legal 
right  of  the  Lords  to  reject  a  bill,  but  he  had  not  said  that  they  were 
not  only  justified  by  law,  but  sanctioned  by  policy.  Lord  John  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  explain  his  own  opinion  of  the  act  of  the  House  of  Lords — 
namely,  that  it  was  rash  and  unjustifiable,  and  might  be  followed  by 
other  similar  acts,  which  in  their  consequences  would  work  a  new 
form  of  government.  Tbe  third  resolution  affirmed  that  tbe  house 
had  the  power  to  guard  against  an  undue  exercise  of  power  by  the 
Lord^  and  he  thought  it  would  be  unwise  to  state  in  detail  in  what 
way  it  would  be  exercised,  Ever  since  the  constitution  had  been  a 
constitution  this  house  had  had  tbe  power  of  regulati^  tbe  finances 
of  the  country,  and  if  that  power  was  shared  with  the  House  of  Lords 
the  result  would  be  utter  financial  confusion.  However  indiscreet 
had  been  the  conduct  of  the  House  of  Lords,  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
Commons  to  pursue  a  calm  and  even  course.— The  debate  was  ad¬ 
journed  to  the  next  day.

The  virtue  of  precedents  varied  with  the 
times ;  each  era  had  its  own.  In  former  days  the  privileges  of  the 
Commons  were  employed  as  a  barrier  against  the  Crown,  which  they 
resisted  through  the  medium  of  the  Lords.  Till  of  late  years  the 
Lords  had  exercised  an  undue  infiuence  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
so  that  there  was  an  absence  of  motive  to  set  them  in  motion  on 
money  bills.  But  the  act  of  1832  had  effected  a  great  transfer  of 
power.  The  predominant  authority  was  in  the  Commons;  the  Lords 
no  longer,  directly  or  indirectly,  ruled  the  country.  Losing  their 
territorial  ascendancy,  they  became  a  real  second  council  of  the  nation, 
acting  as  a  security  and  safeguard  against  the  despotism  of  democracy. 
The  Lords  were,  with  the  Commons,  the  trustees  of  the  national 
iutcrests ;  they  were  closely  identified  with  the  people,  and  it  was 
a  mistake  to  say  that,  because  they  were  not  elected,  they  were  not  a 
representative  body  ;  they  did  mpresent  the  feelings  and  interests  of 
the  country.  Having  lost  their  indirect  influence,  it  was  the  more 
necessary  than  the  direct  influence  of  the  Lords  should  be 
strengthened.  Charged  with  the  same  interests  as  the  Commons,

Paris,  July  6. — The  session  of  the  Corps  Legislatif,  which  was  to 
be  concluded  on  the  14th  inst,  will  be  prolong^  to  the  21st  of  July, 
on  account  of  the  amount  of  business  still  remaining  for  discussion. 
Notwithstanding  the  denial  given  by  the  Pays  to  the  news  of  the 
resignation  of  the  Marquis  d’Antonini,  the  Neapolitan  Ambassador,  it 
is  certain  that  the  Marquis  has  officially  announced  to  M.  Thouvenel 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Diplomatic  Corps  that  he  has  sent  his 
resignation  to  Naples. 

Marseilles,  July,  6tb. — The  Bombay  and  Australian  mails  have 
arrived  here.  The  dates  are,  Sydney,  May  14  ;  Melbourne,  May  18  ; 
Mauritius,  June  7  ;  and  Bombay,  Juno  7.  General  Outram’s  protest 
against  an  amalgamation  of  the  two  armies  has  been  anonymously 
published.  Disturbances  have  taken  place  at  Banswarra. 

Bekne,  July  6. — The  Minister  of  England  to  the  Helvetic  Con¬ 
federation  has  declared  to  the  President,  in  the  name  of  Lord  John 
Russell,  that  England  has  given  in  her  adhesion  to  the  proposal  of  a 
European  Conference.

Baden,  July  6.— Notwithstanding  the  denials  given  by  some 
newspapers,  it  is  certain  that  the  Prince  Regent  during  the  late  Con¬ 
ference  here  drew  the  attention  of  the  other  Sovereigns  to  the  state 
of  things  in  Italy.  The  King  of  Naples  had  directed  the  Marquis 
d’Antonini,  the  Neapolitan  Ambassador  at  Paris,  who  is  well  known 
to  the  Prince,  to  request  his  Royal  Highness  to  defend  in  the  Con¬ 
ference  the  monarchical  interesta  threatened  in  Sicily.  The  Prince 
Regent,  in  reply,  gave  the  Marquis  to  understand  that  he  acceded  to 
his  request,  and  bis  Royal  Highness  not  only  remarked  during  the 
Conference  upon  the  state  of  affairs  in  Italy,  but  also  caused  an 
exchange  of  views  on  that  question  to  take  place  between  the  Powers 
in  the  ordinary  diplomatic  course.

United  States’  mails  to  and  from  this  country,  and  suhseqaenlljr  a 
deed  was  executed  in  which  Mr  T.  K.  Holme*,  member  of  a  flim  of 
Parliamentary  agenta,  waa  admitted  as  a  parly  jointly  with  Mr  Irwin, 
and  they  bound  themselves  to  use  their  best  eft'orts  and  exert  all  their 
influence  with  their  friends  and  others  t>  procure  the  subsidy ;  and 
Mr  Ijever  bound  himself  to  pay  them  the  10,000/.  if  the  subeidy  should 
be  obtained,  or  a  proportionate  sum  if  it  should  be  of  less  amount. 
Proceedings  at  law  are  pending  between  Mr  Irwin  and  Mrijever,  and 
an  action  has  been  brought  against  him  for  6,3601.  claimed  hr  Mr 
Irwin  and  Mr  Holmes  under  the  deed ;  but  the  action  has  bitheiio 
been  delayed  on  the  ground,  it  is  stated,  of  anticipated  legal  difficulties 
till  the  Galway  Packet  Contract  shall  have  been  approved  by  Parlia- 
meut.  The  ooihmittee  report  that  there  seems  to  Uiem  no  ground  for 
supposing  that  any  corrupt  meant  were  reeortod  to  by  Messrs  Irwin 
and  Holmes  in  carrying  out  tbeir  part  of  the  agpreement,  but  that  the 
largeness  of  the  sum  stipulated,  the  fact  of  its  payment  being  made 
conditional  on  auooesa,  and  Mr  Lever's  plea  to  the  action,  which 
alleges  that  Mcesrs  Irwin  and  Holmes  (who,  however,  deny  the 
charge)  falsely  and  fraudulently  represented  themselves  to  have  great 
influence  with  members  of  the  Government  and  others,  which  would 
be  of  service  in  procuring  the  contract,  appear  to  lead  to  the  inference 
that  the  exertion  of  undue  influence  could  not  have  been  excluded 
from  Mr  Lever’s  view  when  he  entered  into  the  arrangement.  At  all 
events,  they  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  agreement  is  in  itself 
deserving  of  the  strongest  reprobation,  and  that  the  allowance  of  suck 
undertakings  would  present  a  temptation  to  corrupt  praotiort,  and 
open  a  door  to  evils  most  injurious  to  the  public  service.  If^  therefore, 
Blr  Lever,  who  entered  into  this  arrangement,  were  himsrdf  the  con¬ 
tractor  under  the  Galway  contract,  the  committee  eay  they  cannot 
doubt  that  the  House  should  withhold  the  moneys  necessary  for  carry* 
ing  it  into  effect.  But  a  company  has  since  taken  the  contract  of  hiat, 
and  he  holds  but  about  a  fourth  of  the  stock,  and  the  other  directors 
do  not  appear  to  have  been  aware  of  the  transactioiu  The  committee 
therefore  submit  the  matter  for  the  judgment  of  the  House.

Obeat  ComrsBciAL  Failvbbs.— Pho  heaviest  failure  that  has 
occurred  since  1857  was  announced  on  Monday,  the  firm  being  that 
of  Messrs  Streatfeild,  Laurence,  and  Mortimore,  in  the  leather  trade. 
Their  liabilities  are  stated  at  about  800,000/.  or  900,000/.  and  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  they  will  really  be  found  to  amount  to  1,100,000/.  One  of  the 

Eartners  is  a  very  considarable  shareholder  in  the  London  Joint*  Stock 
iank,  and  another  baa  recently  bad  a  bequest  of  15,000/.,  which  will 
become  payable  in  a  week  or  two.  The  above  event  baa  thrown  the 
entire  leather  trade,  which  constitutes  a  most  important  branch  of 
business,  into  confusion,  and  about  half  a-dozen  or  a  dozen  smaller 
houses  are  expected  immediately  to  succumb.  The  stoppage  of  Messrs 
J.  H.  Smith  and  Co.,  of  Bermondsey.  Messrs  Smith.  Patient,  and 
Smith,  Messrs  W.  and  C.  Mundy,  Mr  Hacker,  Mr  A.  Waring,  Mr  T. 
H.  Mortimore  of  Andover,  and  Mr  Gibson  of  Godaiming,  were  notified. 
The- liahilitiFS  of  Messrs  Smith  and  Patient  and  Messrs  J.  H.  Smith 
and  Co.  are  respectively  stated  to  be  180,000/  and  200.000/.  ;  Messrs 
W,  and  C.  Mundy,  70,000/. ;  Mr  Hacker,  30,000/.  or  40,000/.,  and  Mr 
A.  Waring,  about  80,000/.  It  was  announced  on  Thursday  that 
Messrs  Laurence,  Mortimore,  and  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  the  correspon¬ 
dents  of  Messrs  Streatfeild,  Laurence,  and  Mortimore,  had  also 
stopped  payment.  It  was  feared  that  this  event  would  prove  inevi¬ 
table,  although  considerable  exertions  were  made  to  avert  it,  and  the 
position  of  the  firm,  as  for  as  rejrards  their  independent  transactions, 
IS  said  not  to  have  been  bad.  Tlieir  liabilities  are  stated  to  exceed 
800,000/.  It  is  stated  that  in  the  liquidation  of  the  estates  of  the  failed 
firms  in  the  leather  trade,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  prevent  stocks 
of  jp>ods  from  being  forced  upon  the  market 
’Tub  CHAMrioM’s  Belt.— A  statement  having  appeared  in  the 
Morning  Post  to  the  effect  that  the  belt  recently  presented  to  John  C. 
Beenan  at  the  Alhambra  had  again  come  into  the  bands  of  Mr  Han¬ 
cock,  the  eminent  silversmith  in  Bruton  street,  and  was  detained  by 
him  until  he  bad  been  paid  for  its  manufacture,  Mr  Hancock  writes 
to  contradict  that  statement.  He  says :  My  bill  for  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  the  two  belts  was  paid  on  the  21st  June,  and  I  have  ceased  to 
haw  any  control  over  either  of  them  since  the  presentation  at  the 
Alhambra  on  the  30th  May,  although  after  the  presentation  both  belts 
were  returned  to  me  to  be  ‘  hall-marked,’  and  to  receive  their  last 
finish,  which  could  not  have  been  given  to  them  in  the  short  period 
of  six  daya  allowed  me  for  their  manu&cture.” 

Thb  Yoluntbxbs  ano  thb  Wobxino  Classes. — At  a  public  dinner 
in  Cambridgeshire,  on  Thursday,  the  Earl  of  Hardwicke  referred  in 
highly  complimentary  terms  to  ‘the  appearance  of  the  Volunteers  at 
the  late  review.  The  noble  lord  did  not  anticipate  that  the  assistance 
of  the  Volunteers  would  be  reouired,  but  they  had  already  rendered 
great  services  to  the  country  by  showing  that  although  we  were 
hot  supposed  to  be  a  military  people,  yet  that  we  bad  a  will,  when¬ 
ever  it  might  be  necessary,  to  put  forth  a  strength,  and  exhibit  a 
power  which  could  not  be  equalled  by  any  other  nation  in  the 
world.  One  view  which  he  bad  always  taken  of  the  Vedunteer 
movement  was  thet  it  needed  no  excitement,  for  to  be  really  valuable 
it  must  depend  upon  tbs  deliberate  and  spontaneous  act  of  the  people. 
He  thought  there  waa  a  great  difference  between  arming  men  of 
property  and  men  of  none.  He  said  not  one  single  word  in  regard  to 
the  character  of  the  working  claseee ;  on  the  contrary  he  held  it  in  the 
higheet  veneration — but  if  a  weapon  were  given  to  a  man  who  bad 
BO  property— whether  U  were  m  civil  weapon  or  a  military  one — bis 
natural  tendency  would  be  to  acquire  a  property  which  be  had  not  got. 
It  waa  upon  this  ground  that  the  franohiae  waa  refused  to  the  million, 
for  where  the  franchiee  was  the  property  would  be.  They  could  not 
be  eeperated,  for  if  the  franchise  was  given  to  the  man  who  bad  no 
property  he  would  make  laws  which  would  give  it  him. 

Qvnr  AND  Gakbick. — Quin,  like  all  the  other  actors  of  that  time, 
used  to  make  inordinate  long  pauaoe  by  way  of  adding  weight  and 
dignity  to  a  passage.  When  Garrick  first  came  on  the  stage,  the 
admirers  of  the  old  manner  could  not  reconcile  themselves  to  the 
new  mode  of  playing  introduced  by  him,  and  were  clamorous  in  all 
public  places  in  praise  of  Quin.  At  last  it  was  fixed  that  they 
■bould  perform  in  the  same  piece,  and  the  admirers  of  the  old 
stage  had  bo  doubt  they  ehould  be  triumphant.  The  'Fair 
Penitent*  was  the  play  chosen,  in  which  Garrick  performed  Zo- 
tkario,  and  Quin  Horatio.  The  first  act  took  up  an  hour  in  the 

doraumoe,  from  the  contention  between  the  perties  who  should  be 
eet  and  longest  in  the  applause  of  their  favourite ;  and  from 
Quin’s  slow  and  solemn  recitation.  At  last  a  trivial  circumstance 
gave  Garrick  the  victory.  In  the  last  scene  of  the  second  act, 
Lothmria  ehallenges  Horatio  :  **  Two  hours  ere  noon  to  morrow,  I 
expect  thee.**  Quin,  with  his  usual  stateliness,  paused  so  long  before 
he  ^ve  an  answer,  that  aome  simple  fellow  in  the  gallery  grew  im- 

patieBt,  and  cried  out ;  D - your  blood !  why  don’t  you  tell  the 

little  gentleman  whether  you’ll  meet  him  or  no  This  entirely 
dieconoerted  Quin,  and  the  contest  was  decided  in  favour  of  bis  rival.

Lbttbb  Wbitino  IK  Ekolakd.  —  A  parliamentary  return  just 
issued  shows  the  amount  paid  for  postage  stamps  in  some  of  the  largest 
towns:  the  results  are  remariiable.  Bristol,  with  137,328  people  to 
write,  buys  37,0771.  worth  of  postage  stamps ;  while  Sheffield,  with 
135,810,  only  lays  out  19,984/.,  or  very  little  more  than  half;  Bir¬ 
mingham,  with  232,841  inhabitants,  spends  only  47,173/.  upon 
**  Quees’s  heads ;  **  while  Edinbiugh,  with  but  1^,302,  lays  out 
08,0984 ;  and  again,  Leeds,  with  more  people  (172,270),  only  28,363/. 

Pbbbxbvatiok  or  Lira  raoM  Shitwrecx. — A  meeting  of  the 
Royal  National  Lifeboat  Institution  was  held  on  Thursday,  Sir  E. 
Perrott,  Vies- President,  in  the  chair.  Mr  Lewis,  the  secretary, 
having  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  a  reward  of  61.  2s. 
▼as^  piud  as  expenses  on  the  Alnmouth  lifeboat  belonging  to  the 
institution,  whion  rowa  only  four  oars,  in  putting  off  and  rescuing 
the  crew  ot  eight  men  from  the  brig  Ann,  of  Blytb,  which  during  a 
gale  of  wind  was  wrecked  near  AInmoutb,  Northumberland,  on  the 
12th  ult.  It  was  reported  that  the  shipwrecked  crew  had  hardly  been 
taken  off  before  the  wreck’s  masts  fell,  providentially  clear  of  the 
Meboat,  otherwise  every  one  on  board  of  her  would  have  been 
inatantly  killed.  A  reward  of  8/.  waa  also  voted  to  the  crew  of  the 
Shoreluua-harbour  lifeboat,  for  their  peraerering  exertions,  aided  by 
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the  Coastguard,  in  rescuing,  after  three  attempts,  and  at  the  peril  of 
their  lives,  the  crew  of  nine  men  from  the  brig  Pike,  of  Shoreham. 
Rewards  amounting  to  39/.  were  likewise  voted  to  the  crews  of  the 
institution’s  lifeboats  stationed  at  Newhaven,  Brighton,  Camber, 
Boulmer,  and  Seaton  Carow,  for  either  going  off  with  the  view  of 
saving  life,  or  assembling  so  as  to  be  ready  for  any  emergency  during 
the  heavy  gales  which  prevailed  at  the  beginning  of  last  month,  the 
effects  of  which  will  long  be  memorable.  The  silver  medal  of  the 
institution  was  grarited  to  Gunner  Leese,  and  21.  to  Corporals  Ban¬ 
nister  and  Kay,  in  acknowledgment  of  their  gallant  conduct  in 
aiding  to  rescue  the  crews  of  the  brig  Annie  of  Shoreham,  and 
schooner  Woodside,  of  Shields,  which  were  wrecked  between 
Blatchington  and  Newhaven,  on  the  Sussex  coast,  duiing  the  heavy 
gale  of  the  2nd  ult.  Various  other  rewards  were  also  voted  for 
saving  life  from  wrecks.  Measures  were  about  to  be  taken  by  the 
institution  to  supply,  wherever  practicable,  each  of  its  lifeboat  sta¬ 
tions  with  an  excellent  barometer,  to  be  specially  manufactured  by 
Messrs  Negretti  and  Zambia.  The  Duke  of  Northumberland,  pre¬ 
sident  of  the  society,  bad  tome  time  since  given  orders  to  supply  the 
fishing  villages  on  the  Northumbrian  coast  with  similar  instruments. 
It  was  reported  that  some  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  bad 
decided  on  presenting  the  coat  of  a  lifeboat  to  the  institution,  and  on 
subscribing  annually  towards  its  future  msintenance.  If  other  deno¬ 
minations  or  large  towns  throughout  the  kingdom  followed  this 
laudable  example  our  coasts  would  soon  be  covered  irith  lifeboats.  It 
was  satisfactory  to  find  that  public  meetings  in  aid  of  the  objects  of 
the  National  Lifeboat  Institution  bad  last  week  been  held  in  Sheffield 
and  Bradford.  The  Duke  of  Newcastle,  Secretary  for  the  Colonies, 
had  kindly  promised  to  forward  the  instructions  of  the  institution  for 
the  restoration  of  persons  apparently  dead  from  drowning  to  all  our 
colonial  Governors.  Reprints  from  Australia  of  the  pamphlets  of 
the  institution  on  the  management  of  boats  in  heavy  surfs  and  of  its 
lifeboat  regulations  were  produced  at  the  meeting.  Payments 
amounting  to  455/.  were  made  on  various  lifeboat  establishments,  and 
Mr  T.  A.  Robartes,  M.P.,  having  been  elected  a  Vice-President  of 
the  Institution,  the  proceedings  closed. 


TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  TALK. 

The  decline  of  pauperism  in  England,  as  compared  with  last  year, 
centinues.  In  April  the  number  of  paupsrs  relieved  was  less  than  in 
April,  1859,  by  above  two  percent. ;  in  May  the  decline,  at  compared 
with  May,  1859,  was  nearer  three  per  cent,  than  two.  The  decline 
is  still  most  conaidcrablc  in  the  cotton  district. 

The  American  packet  .ship  Ciiy  of  Boston,  which  arrived  in  Liver¬ 
pool  on  Satunlay,  reports  that  on  the  22Dd  of  June,  in  lat.  45,  long. 
30,  she  exchanged  aigimls  with  the  Great  Eastern,  which  bad  the  fore 
and  alt  sails  all  set,  and  she  was  making  good  progress  through  the 
water. 

The  Champion  Wrestler  of  England,  old  Adam  Cano,  has  been 
granted  a  donation  of  10/.  out  of  the  Royal  Bounty  Fond. 

Mr  Maclean  retires  from  the  Secretaryship  of  toe  Customs,  after  an 
honourable  service  of  half  a  century. 

Lord  William  Godolpbin  Osborne,  a  son  of  the  Duke  of  Leeds, 
made  his  appearance  in  the  Cambridge  Insolvent  Court,  on  Thursday, 
the  28th  ult.  His  debts  were  atated  at  1,066/.  68.  lid.  The  insol¬ 
vent  said  be  was  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  that  previous  to  his 
coming  of  age,  his  father  bad  only  allowed  him  12/.  a  year.  He  had, 
however,  since  increased  the  allowance  to  100/.  The  judge  condemned 
the  insolvent  to  imprisonment  for  six  calendar  months  from  the  date 
of  the  vesting  order. 

Captain  C.  D.  Cannon,  Vice-Consul  at  Poti,  in  the  Black  Sea,  is 
appointed  Consul  for  Abyssinia,  to  reside  at  Massowah,  in  the  room  of 
the  late  Mr  W.  C.  M.  Plowden. 

Captain  Hoare,  R.N.,  is  appointed  Naval  Attache  to  her  Majesty’s 
Embassy  at  Paris. 

The  Hereditary  Grand  Duke  of  Mecklenburg- Strelitz  is  shortly  ex¬ 
pected  in  this  country.  His  sight  has  been  failing  some  years,  but 
we  believe  it  is  now  quite  gone. 

In  the  year  ending  the  31st  of  March  last  the  duty  collected  from 
railways  amounted  to  359,212/.,  the  duty  on  stage  carriages  to 
127,673/.,  and  on  hackney  carriages  to  86,203/. 

In  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench  on  Saturday,  a  nursemaid  named 
Tee,  in  the  service  of  Mr  Attenborough,  silversmith  of  the  Strand, 
recovered  20/.  damans  from  Mr  Myers,  the  well-known  builder. 
The  plaintiff  was  coming  out  of  St  James’s  Park,  accompanied  by  her 
master's  children,  when  a  large  brick  fell  from  the  scaffold  on  her 
head,  covering  her  with  blood,  and  causing  such  injuries  that  she 
had  to  be  taken  home  in  a  cab,  and  was  since  not  able  to  attend  to 
her  duties  in  the  usual  manner. 

The  Inquirer  records  the  presentation  by  bis  congregation  of  a 
testimonial,  consisting  of  a  thousand  guineas  and  a  splendid  silver 
salver,  to  the  Rev.  T.  Madge,  minister  of  Essex-street  Chapel,  Strand. 

The  subscription  commenced  in  Yarmouth  and  Lowestoft  in  aid  of 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  200  poor  fishermen  connected  with 
those  ports,  whose  lives  were  sacrifice  in  the  late  dreadful  gale, 
now  exceeds  3,000/.,  and  is  expected  to  reach  a  total  of  at  leaat 
5,000/.  The  Queen  and  Prince  Consort  have  sent  a  joint  donation 
of  200/. 

In  the  Court  of  Exchequer  on  Wednesday,  a  Mr  Manser  obtained 
2,000/.  damages  from  the  Eastern  Counties  Railway  Company  on 
account  of  injuries  received  by  him  at  the  late  fatal  accident  at 
Tottenham. 

The  total  expense  of  maintenance  from  the  foundation  of  the 
British  Museum  in  1753  to  March  31,  1860,  has  been  1,382,733/. 
13s.  4d. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of 
England  on  Wednesday,  Mr  J.  M.  Amott,  F.R.S.,  President  of  the 
College,  was  elected  as  the  representative  of  that  institution  in  the 
Medical  Council  of  Education  and  Registration  in  the  vacancy  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  promotion  of  Mr  Green  to  the  President’s  chairs,  vice  Sir 
B.  Brodie,  Bart.,  resigned. 

The  friends  of  Mrs  Gore,  the  popular  authoress,  will  regret  to 
learn  that  the  recent  operation  for  the  restoration  of  her  sight  has  not 
been  successful. 

Among  those  who  embarked  at  Southampton  on  Wednesday  on 
board  the  Vanderbilt  was  Heenan,  the  Benicia  Boy,”  accompanied 
by  his  trainer,  Macdonald.  Heenan’s  late  antagonist,  Tom  Sayers, 
took  farewell  of  him  at  the  Waterloo  station,  and  it  was  a  pleasant 
thing  to  see  the  two  courageous  fellows  bidding  each  other  good  bye 
as  hearty  friends,  and,  though  both  “  unused  to  the  melting  mood,”  yet 
on  the  platform  and  in  the  railway  carriage  it  was  observed  that  they 
”  wiped  away  a  tear.” 

In  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  on  Saturday,  M.  Fresco,  a  surgeon- 
dentist,  recovered  450/.  damages  from  Mr  Bowen  May,  an  attorney, 
for  a  libel  written  by  the  latter,  and ,  published  in  the  Medical 
Gazette. 

A  bird  has  built  its  nest  and  reared  its  young  in  the  letter-box  of 
the  parish  of  Sparham,  Norfolk.  Notwithstanding  the  frequent  ap¬ 
proach  of  the  public  to  deposit  letters,  and  the  postman’s  daily  calls  to 
take  them,  the  bird  is  not  disturbed.  Sometimes  the  postman  has 
taken  the  letters  from  the  bird’s  back. 

A  memorial  to  Admiral  Blake  has  been  erected  within  these  few 
days  in  the  Courfo  of  Assize  at  Taunton.  It  consists  of  a  portrait 
bust  of  Blake,  desired  by  Baily,  and  executed  in  the  studio  of  Mr 
Pspworth,  his  son-in-law,  with  a  pedestal,  and  an  inscription  from 
the  pen  of  Mr  Hepworth  Dixon. 

A  new  landing  pier  at  King  Henry  Stairs,  Wapping,  in  lieu  of  the 


Old  Tunnel  Pier,  which  for  several  years  past  has  been  found  unfit 
for  the  purpose,  was  opened  on  Tues^j  to  the  public. 

Ilie  railway  from  Faversbam  to  Canterbury  was  opened  for  public 
traffic  on  Tueuay. 

Mr  C.  E.  Coleridge,  of  the  South  Wales  Circuit,  has  been  appointed 
Secretary  to  the  Berwick-upon-Tweed  Bribery  Commissihn. 

An  Inland  Revenue  return  just  issued  states  that  the  paper  duty 
ooUeoted  in  the  year  ending  the  31st|Of  March,  1860,  amounted  to 
1,451,254/. 

A  Surveyor- General  of  Customs  and  another  superior  Customs 
official  are  now  in  Southampton  to  ascertain  what  changes  in  the 
Custom-house  staff  at  that  port  are  necessarv  in  consequence  of  the 
French  Treaty  and  the  Budget  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 

A  fatal  accident  happened  a  few  days  since  at  the  crinoline  factory 
of  Messrs  Wright,  Ho^on,  and  Co.,  at  Sheffield.  Sarah  Murpbin, 
aged  seventeen,  who  worked  at  the  factory,  went  into  a  room  in 
which  she  had  no  business  to  go,  and  ascended  a  ladder.  While 
there  her  dresa  waa  caught  by  a  revolving  shaft,  and  she  wu  whirled 
round  several  times.  Before  any  assistance  could  bo  given  her  she 
was  killed. 

The  mackerel  fishery  has  been  prosecuted  with  more  success  off  the 
east  coast  during  the  past  week.  Several  boats  have  etch  taken  500 
to  800  fish,  which  have  realised  SOs.  to  35s.  per  100.  A  considerabla 
quantity  of  herrings  has  also  been  taken  off  Lowestoft,  aome  boats 
having  each  procured  3,000  fish. 


ACCIDENTS  AND  OCCURRENCES. 

SiNOVLAK  AND  RoMANTic  SviciDX. — On  Tuesday  an  inquest  was 
held  at  Holloway  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  death  of  Miss  Ann  Page, 
aged  seventeen,  who  committed  suicide,  on  Thursday,  the  28th  ult, 
by  throwing  herself  into  the  New  River,  at  Highbury  vale,  in  com¬ 
pany  with  a  female  friend,  who  fortunately  was  rescued.  It  appeared 
that  the  young  girls  were  of  respectable  families,  the  deceased 
residing  in  St  John-street  road,  and  the  survivor  in  Coppice  row, 
Clerkenwell.  They  became  acqusigted  about  three  years  since  at  a 
Sunday-school  treat,  and  were  mfliob  attached  to  each  other.  On 
Monday,  the  25th  ult.,  deceased  remained  from  home  all  night,  and 
between  two  and  three  in  the  morning  the  father  of  deceased  in  great 
alarm  called  upon  Mrs  Harding,  tbinxing  the  two  young  girls  were 
together.  Miss  Harding,  however,  was  ini  bed.  Deceased  had  called 
upon  her  friend,  and  wished  her  to  aoc'ompany  her  on  the  previous 
afternoon,  but  abe  was  unable  to  do  so.  Deceased  returned  home  on 
the  Tuesday  morning  at  nine  o’clock,  and  witness  called  upon  her  in 
the  afternoon,  when  her  mother  struck  her  for  wishing  to  apeak  to  her. 
It  appeared  that  she  bad  been  to  the  tailors*  ball  at  Highbury  Bam 
with  some  female.  She  was  very  fond  of  pleasure.  Mrs  Page 
dressed  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  young  woman,  and  deceased  was 
allowed  to  accompany  witness  home  if  she  returned  in  half  an  hour. 
Deceased  took  6d.  away  with  her,  and  on  getting  outside  the  door 
she  said  she  would  buy  poison  with  it.  She  bad  told  her  mother  it 
was  the  last  day  she  would  see  her.  They  both  walked  about  for 
some  time  when  they  got  very  hungry,  and  deceased  proposed  to  buy 
arsenic  for  both.  They,  however,  walked  beyond  Edmonton,  and 
back  to  London.  On  the  Tuesday  night  witness  was  taken  ill  in  the 
street,  and  cried,  when  a  gentleman  asked  her  why  she  cried ;  and  on 
her  replying  that  she  was  ill,  and  without  anything  to  eat,  he  gave 
her  la.  3d.,  which  waa  all  be  bad.  They  lived  upon  the  la.  3d.  till 
the  Thursday  morning.  On  the  Wednesday  they  passed  the  day  in 
St  James’s  park,  calling  upon  deceased’a  sister  in  Oxford  street,  wber* 
they  washed,  but  bad  nothing  to  eat.  On  the  Thursday  morning  veij 
early  they  walked  to  Highbury  vale,  and  witness  asked  deceased  a 
she  would  go  home  ?  She  replied,  ”  I  never  wilL”  She  then  asked 
witness  if  she  would  agree  to  die  with  her ;  and,  after  on  expression 
of  their  love,  they  joined  bands,  and  jump^  into  the  water  together* 
She  remembered  nothing  more.  The  sarvivor  had  no  wish  to  leave 
her  home,  but  she  could  not  leave  her  friend.  The  jury  returned  the 
following  verdict:  ”  That  the  deceased  Jane  Page  committed  suicide* 
but  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  before  the  jury  to  prove  her 
state  of  mind  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  act.”  Toe  inquiry 
then  terminated.  The  mother  of  each  young  girl  was  present.  On 
the  recovery  of  Miss  Harding  she  will  be  taken  before  a  police 
magistrate  on  a  charge  of  attempted  suicide. 

Mtstebtotts  Mttrdeb. — A  shocking  and  very  mysterious  murder 
was  perpetrated  at  Road,  a  village  about  four  miles  from  Frame,  on 
Saturday  last.  Mr  S.  S.  Kent,  a  gentleman  holding  a  lucrative 
situation  as  inspector  of  factories  for  the  district,  lives  in  a  house 
standing  in  its  own  grounds  at  Road.  On  Saturday  morning,  about 
ssven  o’clock,  it  waa  found  that  one  of  his  tons,  a  fine  lad  just  four 
ears  of  age,  was  missing  from  his  cot  in  the  nurse’s  room,  in  which 
e  usually  slept,  and  after  an  hour’s  search  bis  body  was  found  stuffiad 
down  the  seat  oif  a  privy  on  the  premises,  the  throat  being  cut  so  aa 
almost  to  sever  the  bead  from  the  body,  and  a  large  stab  being 
apparent  near  the  heart,  evidently  inflicted  after  death,  aa  no  blood 
had  flowed  from  it  The  body  waa  wrapped  in  a  blanket  belonging 
to  its  bed,  and  he  appears  to  have  been  killed  while  still  asleep.  It 
is  evident  that  the  guilty  person  must  have  been  in  the  bouse  over 
night,  for  all  the  fastenings  were  exactly  as  they  bad  been  left  on  the 
previous  night,  when  Mr  Kent  himself  saw  they  were  secure,  except 
the  drawing-room  window  which  opens  on  to  the  lawn ;  this  was  a 
little  way  open  and  the  shutters  unfastened,  but  no  violence  had  been 
used  either  there  or  at  the  drawing-room  door.  The  wounds  were 
apparently  inflicted  with  a  large  table-knife,  but  no  such  weapon  nor 
any  clothes  stained  with  blood  have  as  ytt  been  found  on  the 
premises.  The  knife  it  is  supposed  was  wiped  on  a  piece  of  pwr* 
which  has  been  found.  The  family  consisted  of  Mr  and  Mrs  Kent 
I  and  seven  children,  three  girls  and  one  boy  being  children  by  the 
i  first  wife,  and  two  little  girls  and  the  deceased  by  the  present  Mra 
'  Kent.  'The  inquest  on  the  body  of  the  child  was  held  on  Monday. 

;  The  nursemaid  out  of  whose  room  deceased  was  abstracted,  the  house- 
!  maid  who  examined  the  drawing-room  fastenings  the  night  before  tba 
I  murder,  and  found  them  undone,  and  the  persons  who  discovered  the 
'  dead  body  in  the  water-closet  were  examined,  but  no  fresh  facts  of 
i  any  kind  were  elicited,  and  the  barbarous  affair  still  remains  in 
I  inexplicable  obscurity.  Constance  and  William  Kent,  a  half-brother 
I  and  half-sister  of  the  deceased,  also  were  examined,  but  no  new  in- 
i  formation  was  gained.  After  a  five  hours'  inquiry  the  jury  returned 
I  a  verdict  of  **  Wilful  murder  against  some  person  or  persons  unknown, 
j  PoisoNiNO  Case  at  Livxbpool. — A  long  inquiry  has  taken  place 
at  Liverpool  respecting  the  death  of  Mrs  James,  who  kept  a  boar^g- 
house  in  Vauxball  road,  in  that  town.  Thomas  Winslow,  who  wjM 
the  manager  of  the  boarding-house,  was  charged  before  the  magis¬ 
trates  wi&  having  poisoned  his  mistress.  Winslow  was  taken  into 
custody  by  the  inspector  of  the  Detective  Police,  who  deposed  that 
he  told  the  prisoner  the  charge  he  was  taken  on — viz.,  that  of  having 
administered  antimony  to  Mrs  James,  in  sago,  on  the  morning  of  the 
10th  of  June,  as  the  sago  which  be  (witness^  had  taken  from  the 
parlour  bad  been  analyst,  and  antimony  bad  been  found  in  it.  The 
prisoner  was  told  by  witness  that  he  need  not  say  anything,  but  that 
if  he  did  it  would  bie  used  against  him.  He  said,  “  1  made  the  sa^ 
at  five  o’clock  that  morning,  but  I  did  not  put  any  antimony  in  it. 
I  know  the  use  of  antimony,  but  I  have  not  uMd  any  of  it  for 
eighteen  years.  The  sago  I  got  from  a  packet  on  the  shelf.”  He 
j  then  poin^  to  a  drawer,  and  said  he  (witness)  had  better  take  care 
j  of  that,  as  it  contained  the  will,  35/.  in  cash,  and  other  things.  On 
looking  into  the  drawer  it  was  found  to  contain  35/.  in  gold,  a  gold 
watch,  and  bankbooks.  From  these  it  appeared  that  the  deceased 
had  40/.  in  Moss’s  bank,  135/.  in  the  savings-bank  in  Bold  street,  and 
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four  ibam  in  the  gu  company  of  25L  each.  Winalov  offered  in  the 
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flnt  instaooe  to  give  every  ueutence  to  the  witneee  in  finding  out  all 
about  it.  In  croee-ezaminatioa  the  witneee  eaid  he  told  Winelow 
that  antimony  bad  been  found.  He  said  be  knew  what  antimony 
was,  and  that  he  bad  need  it  for  cattle.  Before  the  deceee^  was 
removed  from  her  houeo  Dr  Cameron  had  been  there  for  about  a 

Siarter  of  an  hour.  Winslow  sent  for  a  cab.  He  was  crying,  and 
rs  James  said  he  was  a  good  and  trustworthv  servant.  Winslow 
was  the  first  to  suggest  suspicion  against  anybody.  The  coroner's 
jury  have  returned  a  verdict  of  “  Wilful  murder  "  aninst  Winslow. 
He  was  on  Monday  formally  brought  before  the  Liverpool  magis¬ 
trates,  hut  remanded  for  a  week,  in  order  that  the  police  may  com¬ 
plete  their  investigation  with  regard  to  the  three  members  of  the 
Townsend  family  who  died  some  time  since,  and  who  are  supposed  to 
have  been  poisoned  by  the  prisoner.
